Handing over your identity 


Privacy commissioner looks into ID 
scanning at alberta bars 

Brad, the operator and part-owner 
of BarLink, doesn’t want his last 
name to appear in this story. His 
demand for privacy is pretty ironic, 
considering the company he helped 
found. The scanning equipment and 
software that BarLink developed and 
sells has scanned roughly two mil- 
lion IDs, gathering copious personal 
information from bar patrons across 
North America, including pictures, 
addresses, signatures driver's li- 
cense numbers... and, of course, full 
names. 

BarLink is a seven-year-old €d- 
monton security company that was 
created after police, business owners 
and West Edmonton Mall merchants 


approached Brad about creating a - 


software security program for bars. 
Brad had worked in bar security for 
a number of years and knew many 
local cops, he says. 

That BarLink verifies customers’ 
age and ID is not extraordinary. It's 
their storage of that information that 
is the contentious aspect of their 
business. Unlike a bouncer check- 
ing your birth date and picture, this 
system saves the information for up 
to three years. And if someone gets 
too rowdy, the bar manager can use 
BarLink to flag that person. The flag 
tells other BarLink clients which bar 
they are banned from, why, and for 
how long. 

A recent complaint to Alberta Pri- 
vacy Commissioner Frank Work re- 
volving around an incident at a Cal- 
gary bar prompted Work to look into 
the legality of scanning IDs at bars. 
His decision is expected early next 
year. Although Work can’t comment 
on an ongoing investigation, his de- 


cision is expected to address com- 
mon citizen concerns such as how 
long BarLink can hold onto the in- 
formation they gather, whether there 
is proper signage at bar entrances 
supplying patrons with enough in- 
formation about BarLink to allow 
them to give their informed consent 
to an ID scan, who has access to the 
information, as well as under what 
circumstances the police can access 
the BarLink database 

Brad says his company complies 
with the Alberta Personal Informa- 
tion and Protection Act, and that he's 
consistently in contact with the gov- 
ernment about privacy issues. “At 
the end of the day,” he says, “we are 
just here to provide a security tool for 
bars and nightclubs.” 


SURVEILLANCE SOCIETY 
Ian Kerr says that collecting personal 
information from law-abiding citi- 
zens in order to prepare for possible 
future illegal incidents represents a 
shift away from Canada’s traditional 
liberal democratic principles, which 
hold that people should not be moni- 
tored until their behaviour justifies 
it. “When it comes to a bar, the pur- 
pose of looking at your ID is for age 
verification,” says Kerr, the Canada 
Research Chair in Ethics, Law, and 
Technology at the University of Ot- 
tawa. “Any collection and retention 
of that information so that it can be 
used in other ways is excessive.” 
Stephen Jenuth, president of the 
Alberta Civil Liberties Association, 
agrees. He's highly skeptical of any 
company that collects personal in- 
formation. In a world where con- 
sumer loyalty cards track people's 
purchases and security cameras in- 
creasingly monitor our streets, he’s

concerned that 


could be merged, and whoever owns 
the information could build very spe- 
cific profiles of individuals. 

“In the old days,” he says, “people 
used to make jokes about the way po- 
lice or intelligence people would find 
out about people would be to steal 
their garbage. But now we get it be- 
fore it's garbage and sift though our 
buying habits, our parking habits, 
and our drinking habits. This fun- 
damentally affects the freedoms we 
have in our society.” 


PREEMPTIVE SECURITY 

The ability it gives them to take pre- 
emptive action against rowdy patrons 
is exactly what pubs and clubs like 
about BarLink. Anna-Marie Taylor, 
who manages The Druid on Jasper,

says violence at her bar is extremely 
rare, but BarLink is still a good in- 
vestment. “You've got to plan for 
everything,” she says. “Just because 
something hasn't happened doesn't 
mean something won't happen. It’s 
preemptive planning ; 

BarLink has also assisted in nu 
merous court cases, including crimes 
from misdemeanours to murder, ac 
cording to Brad. “We've provided 
information to put suspects at loca- 
tions where homicides have hap- 
pened and so forth that way, but it’s 
not a regular occurrence,” he says 
“Its when something severe hap 
pens. And they have to go though all 
the right charinels. I'll generally wait 
for a subpoena.” 

Giselle Williams, director of secu 
rity for a number of local bars owned 
by Oil City Hospitality, says she 
wouldn't enter an establishment that 
didn’t have BarLink, because of safe- 
ty concerns. She says troublemakers 
go to clubs that don't scan IDs 

Over at the Roost, a downtown gay 
bar, veteran doorman Dave doesn't 
see BarLink as a needed or even 
wanted precaution. People come 
to the Roost because they know it's 
safe and private, he says. The club 
doesn't allow cameras inside and 
staff are asked not to give out their 
last names. And privacy in no way 
interferes with safety at the Roost 

“We have maybe two fights per 
year,” he says. “This is a party bar 
and that's all.” 


REMOVING YOUR NAME 

In the seven years that BarLink has 
operated, Brad estimates only about 
10 people have requested to have 
their names removed from the data- 
base. 


“There's not an exact process,” 
says Brad. “But basically they can 
just phone the toll-free number. 
There's a contact e-mail on the web 
site as well.” 

But the 1-877-CLUBLNK number 
and the contact form on the website 
are both sales-oriented tools, and the 
answering machine on the toll-free 
number uses the name Nightclub 
Securities Solutions Canada and not 
the more recognizable BarLink 

The BarLink website also has a 
“products” link that also clearly of- 
fers a marketing program 

“That's something that hasn't been 
released yet,” explains Brad. “And 
that's going to be a program that, if it 
is released, then it's going to be with 
the consent of each individual.” 

But BarLink critics say proper con- 
sent isn’t happening. Certainly Der- 
ek, an Edmonton resident who called 
SEE Magazine about BarLink, didn't 
consent to have his information 
taken. At the Pawn Shop on Whyte 
Avenue he simply handed over his 
ID automatically, without realizing 
his personal information would be 
entered into a central database. (He's 
requested that his last name not be 
used. He's trying to get his name re- 
moved from the system.) 

The Pawn Shop does have a sign 
posted in front of the BarLink ki- 
osk informing patrons their ID will 
be scanned, but Derek didn’t see it— 
which is not surprising, considering 
the notice is small and unlit. 

Those signs should be huge, with 
flashing lights and explicit language, 
says civil liberties advocate Jenuth. 
“Far too often in this society we give 
up our privacy for no good reason 
and we do it without a fight.”

HOUSING - CITY COUNCIL 


The city’s most controversial affordable housing policy was delayed on Tues- 
day when developers successfully persuaded the Transportation and Public 
Works committee to further consult with industry before requiring five per 
cent of all new housing be sold to the city at a reduced cost. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel and councillor Karen Leibovici will meet with the Ur- 
ban Development Institute and the Canadian Homebuilders Association to 
discuss what incentives the city can offer industry to comply with the new 
Policy. These incentives could include easing the requirements for parking, 
waiving permit fees and allowing taller apartment buildings. Ward 6 councilor 
Amarjeet Sohi says developers already receive a significant financial incentive 
when council rezones land from agricultural uses to residential. That's some- 
thing no other business is offered. He suggested that having to sell five per 
cent of their units to the city at a decreased price should be considered the 
Cost of doing business. 

Vancouver and Toronto have higher affordability requirements than Edmon- 
ton's current five per centin all new developments. Edmonton also hada simi- 
‘ar policy in the 1970s, but the courts struck that down in 1979. 
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Developers have challenged the five per cent requirement for affordable 
housing in all new developments since it was first tabled over a year ago, Say- 
ing that the city does not have the power to institute such a policy. 

Several of the developers at the meeting said they had not been properly 
consulted, even though the Urban Development Institute and the Canadian 
Homebuilders Association had five additional meetings with city administra- 
tion before the policy reached the committee. 

David Kent, president of Nearctic Group, warned that if the policy goes though, 
developers will not take risks on redevelopments and will instead opt for easy 
Profits in single-family homes on undeveloped land and quick condo conver- 
sions. 

Ward 4 councillor Ben Henderson attempted to include advocacy groups like 
the Edmonton Coalition on Housing and Homelessness in these incentive dis- 
cussions, but was outvoted by the other committee members, Kim Krushell, 
Ed Gibbons, and Bryan Anderson. 

“Who is really being marginalized here?” asked resident Nancy Steves, who 
spoke in favour of advocacy group participation. “There is no representation 
from the people seeking affordable housing.” 


ENVIRONMENT « MARKETING 

Environmental activists can distinguish truly eco-friendly products from the 
“greenwashed” variety, but can consumers? 

A recent study by American environmental marketing firm TerraChoice tested 
the claims of 1,018 products and found that all but one committed at least 
of one of their “Six Sins of Greenwashing.” The company, which specializes in 
certifying green products, worries that green branding will lose its allure with 
customers and that “greenwashed” products are eating into the market for 
eco-friendly alternatives. 

The Six Sins of Greenwashing are: 

1, Hidden trade-offs—for example, labels that tout a product's recycled con- 
tent while failing to mention damaging manufacturing practices. 

2. Failure to provide proof in support of eco-friendly claims. 

3. Vague, unprovable claims. 

4, Irretevant claims—for example, touting practices that are actually required 
by law. 

5. Outright lies. 

6. “Lesser of two evils” products—for example, “green” pesticides.

One Central 
Disturbing Image 





There's already an energetic cam- 
paign by the Conservatives and their 
supporters to keep us distracted 
from the central image in the Mul- 
roney-Schreiber affair. 

That central image is former 
prime minister Brian Mulroney, 
in secret meetings in hotel rooms 
shortly after leaving office, accept- 
ing $300,000 in cash from lobby- 
ist Karlheinz Schreiber, a key figure 
in the billion-dollar sale of Airbus 
planes to Air Canada. 

It's a hauntingly powerful image— 
an image more potentially damag- 
ing than any that emerged from the 
Gomery inquiry into the scandals of 
Jean Chrétien's Liberal government. 
Imagine if there’d been reports of 
Chrétien in a hotel room accepting 
bagloads of cash 


(and Mulroney), since Schreiber can 
be dismissed as unreliable. After all, 
he’s currently in jail fighting extra- 
dition to Germany, where he faces 
charges of bribery, fraud, and tax 
evasion. 

But the case doesn’t hang on 
Schreiber's word. Mulroney him- 
self has indirectly confirmed re- 
ceiving the $300,000. Indeed, he’s 
paid tax on it, filing a voluntary tax 
disclosure—a practice permitted by 
Canada Revenue Agency—to correct 
his earlier failure to report the pay- 
ments in the tax periods in which he 
received them 

Perhaps Mulroney has an expla- 
nation for the payments—an ex- 
planation he’s chosen not to share 
with the public. His spokesman Luc 
Lavoie has referred to the payments 
as a “retainer.” 

Mulroney has greatly contrib- 
uted to suspicions by declining to 
acknowledge his financial dealings 
with Schreiber, even throwing inves- 
tigators off track. When the RCMP 
launched an investigation in 1995, 
Mulroney sued for libel and testi- 
fied under oath that he had only met

So as the Conservative spin doc- 
tors do their work, keep the image of 
what went on in those hotel rooms 
front and centre in your mind, and 
wait for an explanation. Because 
Mulroney hasn't given one 

In his public comments in To- 
ronto on Monday night, Mulroney 
bellowed with outrage, portraying 
himself a victim of a vendetta by 
bureaucrats and journalists. But he 
offered no explanation as to why he 
accepted the cash, nor why he failed 
to report it at the appropriate time in 
his tax returns 

All this is a nightmare for Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper, who rode 
a wave of outrage over the Liberal 
scandals all the way to 24 Sussex. 
In order to retain his credibility as 
a crusader for clean government, 
Harper has now been obliged to call 
a public inquiry into the dealings of 
Mulroney, his former mentor and 
fellow Conservative 

Harper made it sound as if his de- 
cision to call an inquiry was based 
purely on allegations by Schreiber. 
This slant is convenient for Harper 


Schreiber for coffee “once or twice” 
and “had never had any dealings 
with him,” 

Really? Does Mulroney not con- 
sider the payment of $300,000 
some form of “dealing”? If he had 
no “dealings,” what was the pay- 
ment or “retainer” for? On the basis 
of Mulroney’s testimony, the Cana- 
dian government ended up paying 
Mulroney a settlement of $2.1 mil- 
lion.

As the inquiry proceeds, the Con- 
servatives will attempt to muddy the 
waters with a barrage of partisan 
counterattacks. Mulroney will suck 
up precious airtime casting himself 
as the injured party. 

All this sound and fury is designed 
to distract us. Ignore it. What mat- 
ters is what happened in those hotel 
rooms: a former prime minister, a 
lobbyist, and $300,000 in cash.

DEEP, SO WHY ARE WE

thousands of years before Europeans 
arrived in the Americas. Indigenous 
peoples of many nations from across 
North America, with many differ- 
ing languages and customs, gathered 
here at what is now Rossdale Flats, 
at that time called the “pehonan,” to 
practice ceremonies and rituals, ex- 
change information, and trade. The 
Pehonan was a multicultural hotspot 
long before the Augustus-Edmonton 
forts were built in the late 17th cen- 
tury. The birthplace of Edmonton 
rests on customs of trade and peace- 
ful relations amongst nations. It was 
a place where the unique voice and 
perspectives of others were listened 
to, celebrated, and learned from. 


PUBLIC OFFICE 


With this idea of Edmonton in 
mind, I made my first foray into 
mainstream politics last summer, 
with a run for ward four city council- 
or. Engaging the many communities 
in our city on local issues is one way 
of bringing our city closer together 
and a way of creating that sense of 
belonging that so many newcomers 
and generational residents are miss- 
ing in the Edmonton of today. 





BEWARE OF FINDING 
COMFORT IN STRUGGLE. 





Actually, running for elected office 
was never in my long-range plans 
I have never sought it out and was 
surprised to have many people from 
across the city ask me to run. In fact, 
I felt quite comfortable in maintain- 
ing the struggle for social justice and 
equity outside the establishment 
That was a great revelation: Beware 
of finding comfort in struggle. | 
was comfortable in the predictable 
responses and strategies of others, 
usually “the system”, that deflect 
and quash efforts to make real and 
lasting change. After a while activ- 
ism can become an empty ritual. You 


ediocre 


can find yourself tired, disillusioned, 
and stuck in never ending meetings 
and planning sessions. When that 
happens it's time to get out and try 
another way of generating change. 
Even though I came in third in the 
municipal election, | don’t regret it. I 
can now return with new ideas to my 
other work, like gaining a national 
historic designation for the Ross- 
dale Flats, developing the Indigenous 
Media Institute and the working 
with the Coalition of Municipalities 
Against Racism and Discrimination 
committee to make Edmonton a dis- 
crimination and racism free city. 


MORE THAN THE OILSANDS 

I carry much of the Pehonan tra- 
dition in my work. I like speaking 
with others and learning from them, 
exploring their insights, and their vi- 
sions of what our city can become 
and how we can make things better 
for everyone that makes our city a 
special and powerful place 

There is a spiritual tradition here, 
if you will, that draws and keeps so 
many people here in Edmonton. Of- 
ten people say to me, “I only meant 
to stay here a short time, but when it 
came time to leave | chose to stay.” 
This says to me that our city is much 


more than a base camp for oil devel- 
opment in the north and worth the 
effort to realign the city with the core 
values and traditions. 

But we are at an awkward stage 
right now. €dmonton is in transition, 
moving from a small northern city 
to a cosmopolitan magnate of cul 
ture and creativity or a quaint north- 
ern city to a large northern resource 


and industrial shipping hub. So the 
challenge is ours. Edmonton put our 
heads and hearts together and make 
a leap into a new era of human spirit, 
something closer to Pehonan than 
to the oilsands. Or have we, become 
comfortable in the struggle and ac- 
cepted second-rate status? Then d- 
monton will remain a metropolis of 
the mediocre

Mountains of the Mind 


APRAIRIE CLIMBER’S 
PROGRESS IN FLATTOWN 

If you passed Grade Four geogra- 
phy—or ever looked out your car 
window—you know that the Prairies 
offer little or no topographic relief, 
characterized as it is by mile upon 
mile of grass and wide open sky. 

Which leads one to wonder: Does a 
serious lack of climbable rock make 
the urge to be a climber improb- 
able... or inevitable? 

For me, the decision was made 
when I saw a poster showcasing 
what | saw as the pinnacle of adven- 
ture in the extreme: an ice climber 
dangling by axe and crampon on a 
sheer slice of frozen waterfall. This 
could be my chance to finally prove, 
in the most grandiose and obvious 
(and, I would later learn, risky) way, 
that I could do great things. 

limmediately decided that my call- 
ing was to become an accomplished 
scaler of all things upward, of all 
heights seemingly unscalable. 

The question: How? 

I admit that, relative to your Stan- 
dard prairie-scape, Edmonton offers 
significantly more trees and deeper 
valleys, notably in the River Valley. 
But for an outdoor enthusiast of the 
rock climbing persuasion, there just 
isn’t enough height to satisfy one’s 
vertical proclivities. And even if 
there were adequate rock to climb, 
the primarily subzero winter climate 
would keep you from climbing it 
year-round. 


AN ALARMING 
PREDISPOSITION FORA 
CLIMBER 

The solution: indoor climbing. | 
weighed the merits of a couple of 
local gyms, Vertically Inclined and 
Urban Uprising. They offered differ- 
ent but equally exciting challenges. 
I chose the latter because it was 
on campus, and | was a student. (1 


i. ye 


wanted to invest more time in going 
up than across, you might say.) 

Starting up can be cheap: put on a 
pair of rented shoes, dust your hands 
with chalk, and you can “boulder” for 
about $20. (After a couple of weeks 
of renting shoes, I decided to buy my 
own. Shoes can cost anywhere from 
$70 to upwards of $190, and a chalk 
bag—unless you want a fuzzy leop- 
ard print finish—is cheap ($8); chalk 
even cheaper ($3)!) 

Because I wanted to do more than 
indoor climbing, I soon after en- 
rolled in a “Complete Introduction 
to Climbing,” which covers boulder- 
ing and top-roping skills—climbing 
in a harness, belaying (controlling 
the rope to minimize falls), knot- 
tying, and rappelling skills. Daunt- 
ing? That's an understatement, as 
any beginning climber will attest 
Add to that the expectation I had 
that following this course I would be 
ready to head to a frozen waterfall 
and scale it beautifully and elegantly. 
| was in for a surprise. 

After ‘signing my life away in as- 
sumptions of risks and waivers 
of liabilities, I donned my rental 
shoes, heart racing. | admit, I was 
more than intimidated. | was barely 
breathing when | approached the 
wall, so hypoxia may have been play- 
ing a part. Everyone else in the class, 
veritable monkeys all, went at it with 
gusto. No one seemed to share my 
reservations. So | forced myself to 
give it a go. 

I hit the wall palms sweating, 
hands frantically grasping, reaching 
and pulling until my forearms-—tiny, 
under-used tendons, and muscles— 
were completely pumped out. I was 
only a foot off the ground. | sat 
down, grappling with an unpleasant 
realization: | was deathly afraid of 
heights. 

1 was an awkward galoot—red- 
faced and puffing. How on earth was 


I going to climb the pitches of ice I'd 
imagined if I couldn't even get a foot 
off the ground indoors with a cushy 
mat beneath me? Luckily, I wasn't 
the only one. An outgoing but equal- 
ly scared petite woman with a giant 
smile approached me and said, “I'll 
spot you; I’m afraid of heights too.” 
She became my climbing partner for 
the next year anda half. Determined 
to become like the lithe climbers we 
saw around us, we vowed not to back 
down—fear or no fear, we would 
learn to make everything look im- 
possibly easy. 

I'm not there yet, but I'm still 
climbing 


BUILDERING A BRIGHTER 
TOMORROW. 

After six months of training, | was 
finally able to scale the full height of 
the indoor high wall. Perched at the 
top, enjoying the bird’s eye view of 
runners on the track below, I yelled 
“Take! ‘i 
for a moment; my hands shaking be- 


to my belayer and lingered 


cause of adrenaline, elation plaster- 
ing a perma-grin on my face whilst 
being lowered to the ground 

But it didn’t last long; I knew this 
would be the start of something big- 
ger. 

1 began working at an outdoors 
store and was even more exposed 
to an active outdoor community 
quietly thriving in Edmonton. | was 
surprised by the number of climb- 
ers | encountered. Where were they 
climbing? Could their interest be 
kept alive when they were so far 
from any mountain? How could 
they afford to drive out to Jasper or 
Banff or Nordegg—the closest still a 
minimum two-hour drive? 


And mostly I wondered, why had 
they stayed here? Why had they not 
simply moved somewhere where 
their passions could be better ful- 
filled? 

My retail wage left me little to con- 
template buying groceries, let alone 
hitting the mountains. So a climbing 
friend suggested we resort to “build- 
ering,” 
and buildings. “Bouldering” is the 
act of climbing on boulders without 
a rope on small routes that usually 
go no higher than 15 feet. It requires 
spotters (friends who hold up their 
hands, ready to cushion a fall), and 
a crash pad (a giant foam pad laid 
down under the climb). “Buildering” 
is climbing routes in the same fash- 
ion, except on buildings. Though I 
doubted the legality of buildering, I 
was otherwise persuaded. 

Naturally, we headed downtown, 
where lots of buildings and ce- 
ment structures offered features to 
climb on. Crash pads strapped to 
our backs, climbing shoes dangling 
around our necks, chalk bags slung 
at our hips, we set out to find a pure 
route. This is easier said than done. 
We were kicked out of an electronics 
store parking lot by the manager be- 
cause we were making the gawking 
customers uneasy. Cars honked at 
us as we attempted a pocketed route 
under the high level bridge. This, we 
decided, might not be the solution 
to climbing frenzy. It did, however, 
force us to be creative in our move- 
ment, and the texture of cement is 
somewhat similar to that of rock.

FOOD THAT MAKES YOU 
HUNGRY 

I started earning more money 
and making stronger connections 
in Edmonton's tight-knit climbing 
community. As one well-known lo- 
cal climber, Lloyd King, puts it, an 
“aecepting and non-intimidating en- 
vironment” where a “whole culture 
[is] devoted to indoor climbing with 
aspirations of venturing into the 
great outdoors.” I was taking road 
trips out to crags in the Rockies and 
in the meantime training indoors, 
sometimes on walls in friends’ con- 
dos, garages, or backyards, always 
dreaming of the next chance I'd get to 
head out to discover new challenges. 
If you ask any climber in Edmonton, 
that's part of the fun—working hard 
on artificial slope to one day taste the 
thrill of the real thing. As Lloyd puts 
it, it all boils down to finding motiva- 
tion that “will take you on a journey 
to the places that offer the experi- 
ence you crave.” 

I've attained my _ice-climbing 
goal, but what I really discovered 
is that there will always be a bigger 
challenge, a harder line, a steeper 
grade—you can never, once and for 
all, reach “the top.” I also realized 
that what enriches the climbing ex- 
perience is the shared experience, 
the community. What you climb is 
not as important as who you climb 
with. The world over, climbing is a 
language that is spoken regardless of 
culture or location. | doubt I would 
still be climbing if I hadn’t met so 
many genuine, hard-working, fun- 
loving people.

AWARENESS 





In the early ‘90s, when the Holly- 
wood glitterati started donning rib- 
bons of every possible hue on the red 
carpet Circuit, not only did they in- 
crease public awareness of the HIV/ 
AIDS epidemic, but they also began 
a popular movement that inextrica- 
bly tied the fight for AIDS awareness 
to celebrity and fashion. Nearly 20 
years later, mainstream talk about 
HIV/AIDS still concentrates more 
on Bono and Gap’s Product(Red) 
for AIDS in Africa than it does for 
actual, local ramifications of the 
pandemic. So for this year’s AIDS 
Awareness Week (November 27 to 
December 1), the team at HIV €d- 
monton decided to try something a 
bit different. 

“We're not using celebrities, we're 
not focusing on Africa, but on our 
own backyards,” explains Ted Kerr 
of HIVEdmonton. HIVEdmonton's 
programming and projects for this 
year's AIDS Awareness Week aim to 
promote awareness of HIV/AIDS, 
especially on the local street level. So 
a handful of eager-to-participate lo- 
cal fashionistas devised a very green, 
very savvy project to mark this year’s 
campaign, putting to good use some 
of the surplus t-shirts from past 
years’ AIDS Walk for Life that had 
been piling up around their offices. 

The Keep Walking team—de- 
signers include Bridget Smatlan, 
cinder+smoke, Andrea Yacyshyn, 
and Josée Aubin Ouelette—reworked 
the old tees into tops, dresses, and 
accessories, They created a range of 
stylish threads to keep the plight of 


HIV/AIDS visible on €-town streets,

Hulbert's humble claim is that it's “a 
good place to meet.” | would contend 
that Hulbert's is a more than a good 
place to meet and that every neigh- 
bourhood in Edmonton should have 
a local place as comfortable as the 
folks in Belgravia-McKernan have 
to congregate, hear live music or po- 
etry, sip the beverage of one’s choice, 
and enjoy a nosh 

It's hard to believe that Hulbert’s is 
the neighbourhood's little secret— 
hundreds of cars diverted by the 
constant construction on University 
Ave. and 114 Street must pass daily 
the corner where it nestles beside 
Belgravia Books and the Beaver 


I'm often lured by the fine array of 
comestibles to be had. Some of this 
must be attributed to the salesman- 
ship of my perennial server, a goa- 
teed and ponytailed chap—chap is 
the right word—with a voice so sono- 
rous, articulation so crisp, waiterly 
demeanour so cultivated, that you 
almost have to wonder if he’s making 
fun of you. Suspicions to this effect 
are allayed by his attentive, helpful 
service. And when he suggests, in 
his dry baritone, that the roasted red 
pepper hummus is the ideal comple- 
ment to that pint of the Alley Kat 
Amber, or waxes rhapsodic about 
the special of the day, you're almost 
powerless but to concede his point 
On my most recent visit, it was the 
Yucatan Quesadilla ($13.95) with 
smoked chicken that took my fancy— 
at least I think it was me that decided 
on it. During the lull of a Saturday 
afternoon, | didn’t have long to wait

Flats Pottery Studio. If those com- 
muters were to turn their heads ever 
so slightly, they might be beckoned 
by the café’s warm interior clearly 
visible through its row of west-fac- 
ing windows, or by the banner an- 
nouncing the week's entertainment 
choices, or by the summer-long 
promise of ice cream treats. Even 
when | don't have time to stop in 
I'm often cheered just walling by in 
the evening and seeing the roomful 
of people who have congregated for 
live jazz or folk and adult refresh 
ments in that intimate, unstuffy 
setting. The entertainment isn’t just 
limited to evenings though. A few 
weekends ago | met friends there 
for coffee and we were treated to the 
gentle Sunday brunch ruminations 
of Brett Miles, who sat inconspicu 
ously to one side of the room nuz 
zling his saxophone 

Hulbert’s food selection isn't vast- 
you can see for yourself al www. 
hulberts.ca, and at the same time 
peruse their roster of upcoming per 
formances—but there’s enough va- 
riety among the soups, sandwiches, 
salads, appetizers, entrées and des 
serts to make choosing difficult (and 
to give you extra reasons to return) 
i have to admit that my primary in- 
terest on most visits to Hulbert’s is 
a coffee or a pint and a nice place to 
sit and read the paper. Once seated 
and equipped with a drink, however, 
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to find out that the menu's descrip- 
tion of the portion as “generous” un- 
derstated things slightly. This was on 
the “honking” side of generous: four 
big triangles of grilled whole-wheat 
tortilla stuffed with peppers, cheese 
and tender smoked chicken, com- 
mensurate servings of sour cream 
and their homemade pineapple salsa 
(because who doesn’t hate running 
out of the dips halfway through), 
and a tidy heap of organic greens, 
chopped carrots, and peppers topped 
with just the right drizzle of tangy- 
sweet dressing 

A previous encounter with Hul- 
bert's gourmet nachos had ac- 
quainted me with the pineapple salsa 
which, in itself, had a lot to do with 
my entrée choice. It's a condiment 
that doesn't attain to lowest-com- 
mon-denominator palatability, but 
balances the fresh flavours of pine- 
apple, tomato, and cilantro with as- 
sertive spiciness that isn’t just heat 
for its own sake. Another pint of am- 
ber will put that fire out! 

| could rattle on about other dishes 
I've tried there but I’m content at 
this point to let Hulbert’s speak for 
itself, though McKernan-Belgravi- 
ans may curse me for inviting others 
to patronize their cozy neighbour- 
hood café.

PHOTO BY JP MOCLUSKI 


hat you hold in your hands, dear 

reader, is the first in what will 

surely become an Edmonton tra- 

dition; SEE Magazine's “Best 

Band” issue. Of course, we're not 
only limiting it to bands. Ensembles, choirs, orchestras, 
troubadours, wandering minstrels... all are eligible. Our 
number-one pick this year, Corb Lund, is a guy who's 
been flying solo for some years (though he has a crack 
group of sidemen with him at all times) 

Shout Out Out Out Out make it to second place, and 
relative newcomers Hot Panda come in third after being 
together for barely more than a year. 

And while the top of the list may be frontloaded with 
many of the usual suspects, whose names and faces 
dominate local music coverage (deservedly so) there 
were plenty of surprises—lots of new names and new 
sounds. So turn the page and check out some of the best 
talent Edmonton has to offer. 


MATTHEW HALLIDAY 
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“You know what's really weird?” asks 
Corb Lund. “It's kind of strange how you 
write songs and you think they're kind of 
good, but they don’t really reveal a theme 
to you until later.” 

He's specifically referring to “A Leader 


on Losing Control,” a track off his new 
album, Horse Soldier! Horse Soldier! As 
the name suggests, the lyrics are a first- 
person confessional sung in the voice 
of a commander of mercenaries who go 
haywire and spill innocent blood: “You 
t see these weren't militia men, fighting for 
their home/Nor fathers, sons, nor hus- 
bands, sire, but foreigners on a loan.” 
| “That's kind of eerily relevant today 
with all the Blackwater shit going on,” 
Lund continues, referring to the ongoing 
scandal concerning the private American 
security firm accused of killing civilians 
in Iraq. “I wrote that five or six years ago. 
Then I put it on the record and all this 
| stuff hits the news.” 

Horse Soldier! is Lund’s fifth album, 
and it largely deals with military themes, 
mostly in the guise of historical material

from the point of view of the mount itself. 
(‘I'm a horsey guy,” quips Lund.) He's fre- 
quently asked whether the material was 
triggered by current events and the increas- 
ingly incessant beat of global war drums, 
but he says the conceptual thread more or 
less came together by accident. 

“I'm fascinated by the nobility and honour 
of the horsemen,” he says. “I don’t know 
if it’s really true, but they've always had a 
reputation of being aristocratic and having 
alittle bit more nobility and humanity than 
everyone else in battle. That might not be 
true, but that’s kind of the image.” 

Lund avoids making sweeping statements 
in our interview, but the same can't be said 
for Horse Soldier!, which spans the ages 
from the Mongol hordes to Afghan freedom 
fighters (and that’s just the title track). Still, 
given Lunds strength as a storyteller, I can't 
resist engaging him in a discussion of cur- 
rent affairs—albeit on a personal level. 

He speaks of being on tour in America 
at the onset of the Iraq War and watching 
with disbelief the spin-doctored clusterfuck 
of the media there, and of how on his fre- 
quent travels stateside today he can’t get 
on a plane without seeing young men and 
women being ferried to and from the war 
zone. A young soldier back from the front, 
disheveled _and permanently scarred, both 
physically and mentally, directly inspired 
another track, “Student Visas.” 

“I met this guy in Alabama and he’s about

my age,” he recalls. “He would flip back and 
forth between tough-guy soldier bravado 
and really heavy remorse, because he had 
done some pretty heavy stuff. It was pretty 
creepy, like he was a nice guy but... It’s re- 
ally weird being in the States as a Canadian 
because it's so real; we read the books and 
see the news and the movies and stuff, but 
to run into a guy who was actually there...” 

Warfare’s grey-zone morality became all 
the more real to Lund on another occa- 
sion when he found himself chatting with 
a fan after a show in Arkansas—about half 
an hour into their conversation, the man 
revealed himself to be a Blackwater em- 
ployee. 

“Everybody knows that Blackwater shit is 
pretty bad,” he says, “but then you meet the 
real people who actually do it, and they're 
not all bad people, that’s where it gets really 
complicated... Same as the oil rigs thing. 
| think it's pretty much time that we wean 
ourselves from petroleum in the next while, 
but at the same time I’ve got a dozen friends 
who worked on the rigs and they’re all good 
guys and mean well. It’s like the system is 
out of control. 

“The thing that pisses me off, especially 
in the States but to some degree here too, 
is that people start talking like they know 
the answers to everything.

No Small 
Accomplishments 


ABRIEF HISTORY OF CORB 
BY ZOLTAN VARADI 


Corb Lund figures that the dark tone of 
Horse Soldier! Horse Soldier! has more 
in common with his first two solo country 
records—a statement that might come as a 
surprise to some fans, most of whom are 
only aware of his latest efforts, Five Dollar 
Bill and Hair in My Eyes Like a Highland 
Steer 

That two Lund country albums exist— 
namely, 1995's Modern Pain and 1999's 
Unforgiving Mistress—and remain com 
paratively unknown (particularly in the 
U.S.) says more about Lund’s approach 
to audience-building than the quality of 
those releases. That initial pair of record- 
ings were more of a side project to Lund’s 
then-still-active metal band the smalls and 
were presented under the guise of the Corb 
Lund Band. (His longtime backers—bassist 
Kurt Ciesla, guitarist and string wrangler 
Grant Siemens, and drummer Brady Val- 
gardson—officially became “Hurtin’ Alber- 
tans” in 2005.) 

Like many acts these days, compet 
ing for audiences with an unprecedented 
range of entertainment choices (many of 
them free), and the subsequent breakdown 
of traditional promotional tools or dedicat- 
ed major labels, Lund’s found that the only 
way to get things done is to stay on the 
road constantly, and seemingly indefinite- 
ly, building audiences by word of mouth 
and always attracting new elements who 
may not be aware of his entire oeuvre. 

The difference between Lund and other 
artists struggling to adjust to this new real- 
ity is that, thanks to his punk rock pedi- 
gree, he’s never really known any other 
way to do it. 

“Not too blow my own horn too much 
about it,” Lund says, “but I kind of feel like 
our approach in this band, and even with 
the smalls from 20 years ago, we never 
had any help from anyone... We just did 
it ourselves, made our records, and sold 
them cheap to get the word out and build 
a following.” 

Formed when Lund moved to Edmonton 
in the last throes of the '80s to attend Grant 
MacEwan to study jazz guitar, the punk- 
metal hydra that was the smalls combined 
a work ethic that owed as much to groups 
like SNFU as it did to the band member's 
tural, farm-based roots. (In fact, the two 
seemingly disparate ways of life actually 
shared the same pamper-free nose-to-the 
grindstone attitude.) Over the course of 12 
years and four albums, the smalls sold up- 
wards of 35,000 recordings. 

“I didn't start out doing it indie because | 
thought it was cooler this way,” Lund says. 
“| did it by default—it was either sit around 
and wait for a record label to come along, 
which could never happen, or say ‘Fuck it’ 
and make your own records. 

“I'm quite comfortable with the way the 
music business is developing, because it fa- 
vours my operation, really. I’m primarily a 
live act that makes records and try to do it 
with a long-term view.” 
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How did we choose our 
best band? Well, we 
didn’t, exactly. 

Instead, we polled 27 of Edmonton's most 
knowledgeable music writers, record store 
geeks, promoters, recording studio impre- 
sarios, and, of course, musicians, and asked 
them who they thought deserved to win. 
Each of our 27 pollees gave us three picks 
for their top Edmonton artists. Their first 
choice was awarded three points, second 
choice two points, and last choice one 
point. We then tallied the number of points 
each artist received, and whoever had the 
most points won. Simple, clear-cut, and a 
good way for us to refresh our spreadsheet 
skills! 

But for your edification and amusement, 
we've reproduced all the results here. The 
complete list of artists who received at 
least one vote runs to 46 names—many of 
whom are new to us.

Jay-Z once said that as long as he has 
the love of his crew, the whole mu- 
sic industry could hate him and he’d 
still thug his way through—in other 
words, if his friends and family have 
his back, everything else will fall into 
place. 

That’s a mentality shared by Shout 
Out Out Out Out bassist Will Zim- 
merman, although instead of just the 
friendship of his fellow band mem- 
bers (which includes such notable 
members of Edmonton’s music scene 
as Nik Kozub and Jason Troock), it's 
his entire hometown that keeps him 
going. 

“It's the most important thing,” 
Zimmerman says. “It's where we had 
to start and get the ball rolling. If we 
wouldn't have had such a warm wel- 
come and good support in Edmon- 
ton, we probably wouldn't have gone 
on to do all the cool stuff that we 
have. It’s the first time that we've had 
something that the hometown crowd 
has embraced and that was the first 
step to us committing to the band.” 

The warm reception that the sex- 
tet has received both at home in Ed- 
monton and elsewhere still surprises 
them. Well, some of it does, at least. 

“There are certain things that we 
get used to and that aren't surpris- 
ing to hear in a review after we play 
a show,” Zimmerman admits. “Gen- 
erally speaking, they will notice that 
we're a pretty high-energy band, and 
that it clearly comes across that we 
like what we're doing. Whether or 
not they go on to say that's a good 
thing or a bad thing changes all the 
time. But there's other stuff that's 
really neat—from review to review 
you'll see people noticing slight dif- 
ferences or comparing you to other 
bands you'd never think of. 

“The response is still amazing, 
though,” he continues. “It's been 
about four years that the band has 
been chugging along here, and the 
last shows that we played in Edmon- 
ton were at The Pawn Shop, and 
there were people there who hadn't 
seen us before and were totally into 
it—and that was a big surprise. You 
kind of start getting a little more jad- 
ed and think, ‘Oh, maybe our time's 
up locally’ or something like that.” 

S04 hasn't had much time in the 
last year to play many shows in their 
hometown—they’ve been busy shar- 
ing the stage with legendary acts like 
The Police and The Beastie Boys 
(which they did this past summer 
at the Virgin Music Festival), and 
earning their first Juno nomination. 
In April, their debut Not Saying/ 


Just Saying ended up losing—not 
unexpectedly—to City and Colour's 
Sometimes in the Alternative Album 
of the Year category. 

“L know a lot of folk out there want 
to be kind of jaded or cynical about 
the Junos,” Zimmerman says, “and 
how in comparison to the States 
[and the Grammys] they are kind of 
rinky-dinky, but the truth is that it's 
an honour. To get the nomination is a 
sign of respect from the music com- 
munity.” 

That doesn’t mean the group isn't 
a little sour over their loss. Their 
placement in the “alternative” cat- 
egory, a category historically popu- 
lated by rock and folk acts, struck a 
lot of people as an odd choice—SO4 
probably would have been equally at 
home in the Dance category along- 
side the likes of Montreal's Tiga, who 
won that award, 

“I thought that the whole thing was 
a little bit of a sham,” Zimmerman 
allows, “a little bit rigged for Dallas 
[Green, a.k.a City and Colour] to win. 
You have a lot of bands that probably 
shouldn't be there in the alternative 
category. There were a lot of bands 
nominated in the alternative cat- 
egory that are totally awesome, and 
I remember thinking, ‘It’s going to be 
such a shame that all these deserv- 
ing people are going to lose to a pop 
radio guy.” 

Ah, well. Even if the Junos over- 
look SO4, at least Edmonton will 
always have their back.

The best plan is no plan 





HOT PANDA WILL TAKE OVER THE 
WORLD—THEY JUST DON'T KNOW HOW 
It's hard to believe that a band as tight and 
musically together as Hot Panda is only 
a year old. What's even harder to believe, 
though, is that 12 months later, they're still 
the same bubbly, wacky, and outgoing group 
of people. 

Sitting in Remedy Café, the garage-pop 
quartet keeps up a constant stream of politi- 
cally incorrect asides and unbridled chuck- 
les. Students pore over their textbooks at 
tables across the way and music blares from 
overhead speakers, but nothing can compete 
with the four wildly cynical and highly en- 
tertaining voices—no wonder these guys put 
on a such a spastic, sugar-rush stage show. 
They've got energy to burn. 

Drummer Maghan Campbell maintains 
her sweet and innocent composure, even 
throughout her amusing stories and saucy 
remarks. Bassist Keith Olsen rouses the 
troops with his expressive hand gestures 
Vocalist/guitarist Chris Connelly guffaws 
contagiously. The only exception is guitarist/ 
keyboardist/accordionist Mike Robertson, 
who sits quietly for the most part, save for 
a few unexpected quips that emerge sporadi- 
cally from beneath his cop-stache 

That they have any energy left at all is 
remarkable: Hot Panda formed in January 
2006, played their first show on October 7, 
recorded a shiny EP (Whale Headed Girl) 
this spring, traveled the country for a handful 
of tours and played approximately 70 shows, 
including New York twice and Pop Montréal. 
From their very first gig, which involved an 
improvised performance of “Kumbaya” dur- 
ing a string-repair halt, to their latest invite 
to play this year's Mint Records Christmas 
party in Vancouver, Hot Panda’s short career 
has been one mini-triumph after another. 
But like any young band, they've had their 
share of road woes. 

“When we were in Montréal, this cat defi- 
nitely shat in our bed—while we were sleep- 
ing,” Campbell says as the rest of the band 
cracks up around her. 

“We stayed with friends and they had this 
cat,” Connelly continues with a smirk. “We'd 
wake up and there'd be scratches on our 
hands. We'd then go up and tell them and 
they'd tell the cat, ‘Aw I can’t believe you did 
that! You’re so cute!’ Then we found a couple 
of hard nuggets in bed. 

“I was rolling around in it,” Campbell says, 
disgusted. 

“But they were hard nuggets,” Connelly 
says. 

“Because that makes it better?” asks an ap- 
palled Olsen. 

“Tt wasn’t smeared all over me,” Campbell 
says, “but it was still there!” 

SUB: The future of “pop”? 

As that little anecdote suggests, the band is 

ne. 

‘ sually reluctant to censor themselves. “I 
think [our success] is a result of our person- 
alities, really,” Connolly says. “We all kind of 
like the idea of someone throwing out kind of 


a stupid idea, like ‘Let's do an opera solo!’ and 





then being like, ‘Okay, let's find a way to do an 
opera solo!’” (Of course, the band’s theatri- 
cal quality may have something do with their 
backgrounds. Both Robertson and Connelly 
are both former high-school drama nerds.) 

Hot Panda have agreed to record another 
album come February, but in the meantime, 
they've begun laying the groundwork for fu- 
ture exercises spontaneous musical genius. 
“We've started doing some in-house demo- 
ing,” Robertson says. “|Mike] brings his 
whole computer over and we find a way to get 
bed-tracks down and we then dress them up 
like ‘pop..’” He makes a weird clicking noise 
“Pop! All our songs will have that noise on 
them now.” 

“That's like a letter in New Guinea lan- 
guage,” Olsen remarks 

They might be joking, or they might be seri- 
ous. Or they might be making a joke that they 
wind up taking seriously—they’re adamant 
about not shutting down any potential sourc- 
es of inspiration. ““I think everyone probably 
has their own idea,” Robertson says, “but as 
long as no one is really verbal about it, it just 
comes together organically.” 

“When you pinpoint something to do, it 
limits what you can do with the song,” Con- 
nelly agrees. “Look out, world!” he announc- 
es in his cheesiest voice as the rest of the 
band roars with laughter.

The words “solo performer” will send 
the same alarming images flashing 
before any rock-loving man's eyes 
sad dude, low stage, acoustic gui 
tar. But for Jeff Wickstrom—who's 


probably better known by his re- 
cording and performing alias, Junior 
Bloomsday—that isn’t the only pos- 
sible route to travel if you want to 
brave it on your own. 

“It seems like if you're one guy, you 
have to be doing that quiet acous- 
tic guitar stuff sometimes,” says 
Wickstrom, who has been known 
to accompany himself onstage with 
a slew of effects pedals and a drum 
machine that kicks out loud, bass- 
heavy beats.

the different elements together were 
more important than one guitar part 
on its own.” 

When Wickstrom started the Ju- 
nior Bloomsday project three years 
ago, his songs were in fact closer

strom recalls. 


“Marigold” and “Your Perfect Gene”

seven-inch EP] were the second or 
third songs I'd ever written under 
the project name, so those demos got 
out early, and Pop Echo liked them 
and put them out. Then, after that 
period, there's been this lind of long 
hiatus for the past two years, while 
I've been working on demos and do- 
ing the real recordings and getting 
ready for the new release.” 

The output from Wickstrom’s 
“sabbatical” have become Nervous 
Habitats, a polished-sounding indie 
rock record, complete with the inclu- 


Habitats marks not only Wickstrom’s 
first release for Roast Records, but 
also his first-ever full-length effort 
And that delights Wickstrom, who 
misses the glory days of “the album,” 
when the manner in which songs fit 
and worked together was as impor- 
tant as the songs themselves 
“There's so many records where it's 
like: ‘Why is that song at the end?’” 
Wickstrom says. “I think I was really 
conscious of the sequencing, and the 
flow of the record overall, that’s a big 
thing for an album. It's not just about 
having 10 or Il great songs; it’s about 
how they fit together as a whole and 
flow from the noisier stuff to the 
quieter, the faster to the slower. 
With people able to buy a single 
track from iTunes now, it just be- 
comes more about personal playlists. 
But the way an artist says, ‘This is 
the way it's meant to be heard from 
start to finish’—that's the album.” 
With Habitats, Wick-

He's waiting patiently for the series 
of interviews to be over so he can slip 
into the warm Barcelona evening for 
some fun, but Chick Corea is just as 
polite on his last phone call as he was

The 66-year-old jazz pianist and 
composer, unmistakable Boston ac- 
cent twisting in unexpectedly on 
certain phrases, is on the tail end of 
a tour with banjo player Bela Fleck, 
and he's clearly getting a kick out of 
describing the concerts that have cir- 
cled around Europe this past month 
“We're playing the tunes from the

“We've added a few things, 
and gee it’s been a great deal of fun 
There are all these open improvisa- 
tory sections, no strictness, anything 
goes, and we keep throwing stuff at 
one another. It's a playful thing—you 
have these two instruments and ba- 
sic agreement, but after that it's open 
territory. 

Its not like a fight or anything,” 


he hastens to add, “more like pre- 


senting something that surprises and 
piques the other guy’s interest, so he 
can respond with something equally 
interesting.” 

When Corea flies into Edmonton 
later this week, it will be for the first 
show on the tour for his Freedom 
Band, which features flutist Hubert 
Laws, percussionist Airto Moreira, 
and bassist Eddie Gomez, all of 
whom, like Corea, can trace their ca- 
reer through Miles Davis 

“Yeah, we all have a little connec- 
tion through Senor Davis,” Corea 
says. “You know, it'll be old cronies 
getting together, a great deal of fun 
I met Eddie and Hubert when | was 
at Juilliard, playing with them at jam 
sessions in 1960. Airto I met maybe 
eight years later in New Yawk—we 
all had similar growing-up experi- 
ences.” 

Briefly summing up Corea’s ca- 
reer is a daunting task. After playing 
in a number of small combos, and 
releasing a few records under his 
own name in the mid-’60s, Corea 
replaced Herbie Hancock in Miles 
Davis’ nascent electric band for an 
intensely fertile two-year period. 
From Filles de Kilimanjaro through 
In a Silent Way, Bitches Brew, and 
Live at the Fillmore—defining records 
of the jazz-rock fusion genre—Corea 
was an integral part of Davis’ ever- 
shifting crew of musicians. 

He left the trumpeter in 1970, 
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forming the band that would forever 
be associated with him, Return to 
Forever, with the rhythm section of 
Airto Moreira and bassist Stanley 
Clarke. Since then he's performed 
with a rotating crew of musicians, 
returning to earlier collaborators 
and picking up new ones like Al Di 
Meola, Michael 


Brecker, Joe Henderson, Gary Pea- 


Herbie Hancock, 


cock—the list is as impressive as it is 
neverending 

While he's kept faithfully to the fu- 
sion blueprint on some recordings, 
he’s also dashed off into free improv, 
hints of world music, and even clas- 
sical concertos, as with his 2000 
recording, Corea Concerto. It may 
very well be that the time and place 
he grew up in had an effect on his 
worldview, but Corea seems uncon- 
strained by preconceptions or fixed 
views. As the name of his band sug- 
gests, the most important thing he’s 
looking for is freedom. 

“It's a different world than it was 
in the '60s,” Corea sighs. “There 
are still pockets in the cracks and 
crannies that are striving for free- 
dom of expression. The tighter and 
more confined the culture and envi- 
ronment gets, the pressure on free- 
doms of expression, when that gets 
squashed down you see more reac- 
tion pushing against it. Might be qui- 
eter now, but it is pushing.”

As far as aesthetic/careerist M.O.'s 
go, the Hamilton/Toronto sextet 
A Northern Chorus’ approach cer 
tainly seems to be one of “going 
with the flow,” even if their Zen- 
like acceptance of their place in the 
music business seems somewhat at 
odds with the words that accompany 
their blissful-out, symphonic brand 
of pop. 

“T think [the songs] generally all 
speak to the same themes of want 
ing to belong, wanting to feel like 


you're part of something and the re 





action to that—feeling out of place,” 
says bassist Owen Davies of the 
band’s lyrics, primarily written by 
guitarist/vocalists Pete Hall and Stu 
Livingstone. “Those kinds of senti- 
ments always come across lyrically 
and the song seems to lead that in 
some ways—it just seems to happen 
naturally.” 

The graceful, string-laden dream- 
pop on their newest album, The Mil- 


lions Too Many, is obviously the work 
of confident and secure musicians, 
but the lyrics of songs like “Cana- 
dian Shield” reveal a band that, even 
after four albums and eight years on 
the scene, still feels on the outside, 
still not established enough to per- 
mit them to leave their day jobs. But 
while Davies admits that he’d like to 
see A Northern Chorus move to that 
fabled “next level,” he’s not about to 
wring his hands over it. “I don’t think 
we're riding any sort of bigger trend 
right now, I suppose. We just have to 
be true to what we do, and whatever 
happens will come to us. I’m happy 
with that. I'd rather stick to my guns 
rather than start tailoring ourselves 
to be something we're not.” 

One thing they definitely aren't, 
despite the insistence of the press 
to the contrary, is somé sort of God- 
speed You! Black Emperor clone 
Yes, like the groundbreaking Mon- 
treal band they too favour epic, or- 
chestral slow jams, but A Northern 
Chorus’ sound is distinct enough to 
call their own. The differences be- 
tween the two bands are even more 
pronounced on’ The Millions, whose 
shorter songs, all the tracks are un- 
der six minutes, show remarkable 


restraint for a band whose previous 
efforts have shown a weakness for 
the sprawling opus 

“(Our Bitter 
Hands Resign, having fewer songs 


previous album] 
with longer running times... It 
wasn't like we said, ‘Okay let's do 
the exact opposite,’” says Davis. “It 
seems lyrically, when Stu and Pete 
write the songs, and they come out to 
a certain length, we just didn’t want 
feel like we had to pad anything. The 
ideas themselves just seemed to lend 
themselves better to four- or five- 
minute songs, so we just went with 
that. Why fight it?” 

So it would appear that the only 
battle A Northern Chorus needs 
to engage in now is already taking 
place with the worlds constructed 
in their songs—a tense melancholy 
that gives a needed counterbalance 
to their often-ethereal sound struc- 
tures. Offstage though, Davies gives 
the impression that the band is very 
comfortable with what their self-de- 
scribed “anti-determinist “ bent. 

“That is an interesting word that 
to me sums up letting go,” he says. 
“A feeling that fate is what it is and 
will take you whether you like it or 
not and giving yourself up to it.”

MOUNTAIN 

Though now a resident of Saskatoon, 
Shuyler Jansen is no stranger to Ed- 
monton, having lived and played here 
for over 10 years in local alt-country 
faves Old Reliable, and in alt-coun- 
try/electronic duo Hobotron. 

When I called Jansen and asked 
him if he could tell me a funny per- 
sonal road story, he said, “Well, | 
know lots of really, you know, un- 
printable stories.” 

Regardless, he was able to fish 
around through his many years of 
experience on the road to find one 
story he thought we could handle. 

“It happened a couple of years 
ago when I was on the road with the 
Hootenanny €xpress [a travelling 
group of Canadian roots and alt- 
country singer/songwriters], at the 
Blueskies Festival, which is a really 
tight, smaller festival [near Sudbury, 
ON]. 

“We ended up getting shown to 
where they had set up tents for the 
performers, and it turns out they 
had put us with the D Rangers 
{from Winnipeg], who we're all good 
friends with. Our tents were set up 
around this giant rock, and every day 
after the festival was over all of us 
would climb up this rock to jam and 
hang out, so we started calling the 
rock ‘Brodeo Mountain’ and every 
night there'd be about 28 people up 
there, singing at the top of our lungs, 
and we wrote this ‘Brodeo Mountain’ 
song,” 

Sounds like a srtty heartwarming 
road story to me. Friendship, cama- 
raderie... all that. . 

But what neither Jansen or any- 
one else realized was the difficulty 
of descending Brodeo Mountain— 
which is, in fact, a pile of jagged rock 
sticking out of the Canadian Shield, 
replete with treacherous precipices

“We all easily made it up there 
singing and hanging,” Jansen says 
“but when people started leaving, 
every single person that went down 
the hill caved, almost broke their in- 
strument, hurt their knee, and then 
the next person would go down, fall, 
scrape their elbow. Literally 15 people 
injured themselves getting off this 
rock. So the next day half the per- 
formers at the festival were limping 
around because coming down Bro- 
deo Mountain was far more danger- 
ous than going up.” 

“Did you all do it again the next 
night?” I ask 

“Oh, yeah. Every night!” 

“Did anyone think to bring a flash- 
light?” 

“I think the second night we had 
some candles, we had lit a path go- 
ing up the mountain, sort of ‘the safe 
way’ to get down this rock, but by the 
time the jarn was over.” 

“You had to contend with hot 
candle wax in addition to dangerous 
rocks and falling?” 

“Yeah... And to this day everybody 
sings that song when we run into 
each other.” 

“What kind of song was it?” 

“We were just basically strumming 
a G and everyone was yelling ‘Brodeo 
Mountain’ and trying to sing a har- 
mony.” 

“So, not exactly ‘Four Strong 
Winds’?” 

“No, I don't think anyone actu- 
ally wrote a verse for it. We sort of 
planned on it for one day.” 

“Perhaps reuniting on a more hori- 
zontal surface?” 

“Yeah, a nice, soft beach or some- 
thing.”

August Rush is a film about music— 
the beauty of it, the mystery of it, 
its unique power to connect human 
beings across large dis- 
tances. Its main character is Evan, a 
young boy (Freddie Highmore from 
Finding Neverland) with amaz- 
ing, instinctive musical talents—he 
learns to play the guitar in a couple 
of hours, and figures out the piano as 
well as the whole system of musical 
notation in the space of an idle after- 
noon 

His parents, neither of whom are 
aware he even exists, are musicians 
too: his mom Lyla (Keri Russell) is 
a classical cellist, while his dad Louis 
(Jonathan Rhys-Meyers) sings and 
plays guitar with a rock band. When 
Evan runs away from the orphanage 
where he was raised and escapes to 
New York, he’s cared for by a succes- 
sion of fellow music-lovers: a Fagin- 
like street performer named Wizard 
(Robin Williams) with a team of 
child musicians in his “employ”; the 


director of a gospel choir at a neigh- 
bourhood church; even the faculty 
of Juilliard, where Evan eventually 
becomes a student. 

The problem with August Rush— 
much more than its unapologetically 
sentimental, melodramatic plot—is 
that even though it’s a movie about 
music, the music in it isn’t very good 
Director Kirsten Sheridan tries to 
do some interesting things with the 
score: before Lyla and Louis even 
meet, for instance, she tries to sug- 
gest that they're right for each other 
by cross-cutting between the two 
of them giving two very different 
concerts, Lyla’s cello harmonizing 
unexpectedly well with Louis’ rock 
music. It could have been a thrilling 
sequence, if the song Louis is sing- 
ing weren't such an undistinguished 
piece of sludgy Irish pub rock. Add 
Lyla’s cello, and you don't get magic: 
you get something that sounds like 
filler from a Corrs album 

The score lets Sheridan down again 
in the final scene, where little August 
conducts the New York Philharmon- 
ic as they play his own composition 
to a huge crowd in Central Park. You 
can see what Sheridan wants the mu- 
sic to express—a recapitulation of all 
of August's adventures in New York, 
complete with traffic sounds, sub- 
ways, street guitar, gospel choir, But 
what composer Mark Mancina (best- 


known for scoring Disney's Tarzan) 
gives us sounds like a generic swell 
ing of Hollywood strings that doesn't 
sound like anything August would 
have come up with 

Freddie Highmore is a good, unaf 
fected little actor, and he successfully 
mimes his guitar-playing scenes, but 
his character is so sweet, so pure- 
hearted, so unshakable in his beliefs 
(which turn out to be so precisely 
justified), that it's hard to respond 
to him as anything other than a fic- 
tional construct. (And didn't this kid 
have any exposure to music in that 
orphanage? When he arrives in New 
York, he behaves as if it's the first 
time he's even seen a musical instru 
ment.) 

Actually, the acting is fine all 
around—even Robin Williams is 
pretty good, at least until the final 
third of the film, when his character 
turns into a cheap plot device. And 
I respect the way Sheridan doesn't 
shy away from big emotions—she co- 
wrote In America, a more successful 
tearjerker about families getting buf- 
feted about by New York City. Au- 
gust Rush has the right elements, but 
they don't come together. Is it in the 
wrong key? Are the chords too disso- 
nant? If | were a musical prodigy like 
August, I might be able to choose the 
right metaphor: all I know is, it just 
doesn’t sing.

An eerie, thick fog quickly rolls in 
out of nowhere to cover a small 
Maihe town. Those shopping in the 
town supermarket are at first more 
curious about this freak occurrence 
than anything else, but their puz- 
zlement turns to fear when a few 
shrieks erupt out of the mist, and a 
raving man runs in with blood pour- 
ing down his face. The town disaster 
sirens go off, what feels like an earth- 
quake shakes the building, and now 
they know that something has gone 
very, very wrong. 

True to the creepily effective 1980 
Stephen King novella that The Mist 
is based on, director Frank Darabont 
plays up the tension between differ- 
ent groups in the supermarket as they 
come to terms with the situation. 
Trapped without electricity, phone 
service, or any possible explanation 
for what has happened out there, 
they begin to revert to type. You've 
got the crazed religious contingent, 
led by Mrs Carmody (Marcia Gay 
Harden); you've got the forces of

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scientific reason, with Brent Norton 
(Andre Braugher) leading a small 
group of scoffers; and you've got an 
even smaller number of people clus- 
tered around David Drayton (Thom- 
as Jane), who take a position some- 
where between those two camps 
Meanwhile, the military—presented 
here as a completely feeble force—is 
represented by three young soldiers 
The government is absent 

It's all fairly predictable as a medi 
tation on the way in which people 
turn on each other when the chips 
are down, but at least there are grue- 
some monsters to keep the audience 
entertained while it all happens 
And those monsters look much bet- 
ter than most recent CGI creatures, 
though still somewhat unreal. Dara- 
bont wisely takes his cue from King 
and leaves the most distressingly 
huge ones shrouded in the mist, to 
give them that much more mystery. 
As the horrors of this newly cre- 
ated outside world begin to reveal 
themselves in giant tentacles, mu- 
tant insects, and massive, lumbering 
monsters, Mrs Carmody’s Old Testa- 
ment-style wrath-of-God sermoniz- 
ing starts to be taken more seriously 
by the trapped residents. 

Darabont—who has already made 
a name for himself as a King in- 
terpreter par excellence with The 


Shawshank Redemption and The 
Green Mile—mostly stays faithful 
to the source material, although he 
does change the ending to something 
just a tad more bitter. It’s a ballsy 
move, and it almost makes up for his 
decision to explain things that King 
deliberately left vague. What caused

the mist? Was it a military blunder 
of some kind? An act of vengeance 
from God? Did some kind of inter- 


dimensional portal open up? The 
characters intermittently discuss 
these possibilities in the novella, but 
they're too caught up in surviving 
to bother with the whys and where- 





fores. But in the film the mist's ori- 
gins are explicitly laid out. 

It's not a terrible thing that Dara- 
bont has done—the original story's 
ending likely couldn't have been shot, 
anyway—but it does diffuse much of 
the unease that once was there.

Tali Shemesh’'s The Cemetery Club 
is one of those movies you might 
wish you could make about your 
own aging relatives. The Israeli doc- 
umentarian focuses on a group of 
senior citizens who congregate ev- 
ery Saturday in a national cemetery 
on Jerusalem's Mt. Herzl to discuss 
philosophy, history, world affairs, 
and poetry; in particular, she probes 
the relationship between two of the 
group's members, her grandmother 
Minya and her great-aunt Lena, 
The pair are related by marriage— 
Lena married Minya's brother, now 
deceased—but one of the strongest 
bonds between them, and between 
most members of the group, is a 
painful shared history as survivors 
of the Holocaust. 

While Shemesh does delve into 
this chapter of their lives (and into 
some other family secrets that are 
none too heartwarming), The Cem- 
etery Club is quite often lively and 
funny thanks to the odd dynamic 


between retiring hypochondriac 
Minya and outspoken, overbearing 
As’ Shemesh follows them 


from club meetings to the funerals 


Lena. 


of club members to their yearly trips 
to a Dead Sea resort, she finds her 
subjects bickering almost constantly, 
as Lena overrules most of Minya’s 
opinions and recollections with her 
own interpretation of events. Shem 
esh also gets in front of the camera 
to engage with Lena directly on the 
theme and particulars of the film 
she’s making, about which Lena is 
no more agreeable 

The titular club—or the Mt. Her. 
zl Academy, as they prefer to be 
called—gets significantly less screen 
time, but the way Shemesh trains 
her camera on their creased, stippled 
faces and trembling hands provides 
a poignant counterpoint to their ap- 
parent mental vitality. A long, unin- 
terrupted shot in which one of the 
group's female members requires 
a number of attempts to light her 
improbably long cigarette is almost 
as affecting as the scenes where Sh- 
emesh cuts between the face of a 
group member participating in spir 
ited discussion and that same group 
member wrapped in a burial shroud 
prior to interment. Some of the 
group's discussions are interesting, 
and you can't help but be impressed 





by the erudition of the participants, 


but just as often they devolve into 
bizarre digressions and crosstalk as 
each member clamours to be heard 
A scene in which the conversation 
comes around to Israel's treatrnent 
of Palestinians is cut disappointingly 
short 
Shemesh, 
succumbs to some of the pitfalls of 


perhaps unavoidably, 
making such a film about people so 
close to her heart. While her tenden 
cy to just let the camera run some- 
times reveals the truth and the vul- 
nerability behind Lena's assertions 
and aversions, there are times when 
this tactic contributes more tedium 
than insight to a film that already

The most exciting trend to emerge 
from within international cinema 
over the past decade is the esthetic 
and box office transformation of the 
long- and short-form documentary. 
No longer relegated to the bargain 
basement, the documentary has be- 
come the sanctuary of an ever-grow- 
ing number of film aficionados in- 
creasingly dissatisfied by the banality 
of corporate-dominated mythos. 

One of the brightest shining stars 
of this growing movement is BBC- 
based filmmaker Adam Curtis, whose 
three feature-length pieces—The 
Century of the Self (2002), about 
public relations pioneer €dward 
Bernays; The Power of Nightmares 
(2004), about the parallel rise of 
neoconservatism and radical Islam; 
and The Trap (2007)—have right- 
fully provoked heated engagement, 
political controversy, and head- 
scratching bewilderment wherever 
they've been shown. 

To classify Curtis as a traditional 
documentarian or visual essayist 
would be a misnomer, Curtis takes 


archival news footage, home movies, 
s 


intertitles, scenes and music from 
existing movies, talking head inter- 
views, new bridging material, and 
throws them into a philosophical 
blender. What emerges are transfix- 
ing social-political documents that 
take historical and philosophical 
truths and concepts and presents 
them as entertaining and intelligent 
journeys into how we see and inter- 
pret the world that we are presented 
(by the powers that be) versus the 
world we actually live in

I see Curtis along the lines as an 
idea alchemist who uses every herb, 
root, seed, and plant imaginable to 
concoct~a dangerous truth potion 
that awakens a deep-rooted essence 
of humanity that has been paved over 
by false history and false power. 

Over the course of three hours, 
The Trap investigates how the libera- 
tion of the individual through free 
market economics has reintroduced 
the rise of social inequalities and dis- 
mantling of social services and laws, 
returning the collective to an even 
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more oppressive system of social 
control and class structure, all for 
the benefit of the iiber-wealthy. 

Using the 1950s Rand Corpora- 
tion-sponsored Game Theory as a 
starting point, The Trap goes on to 
incorporate economic theorist Fre- 
drich Von Hayek, psychiatrist R.D. 
Laing, right-wing economist James 
Buchanan, A Beautiful Mind pro- 
tagonist John Nash, politicians John 
Major, Bill Clinton, Tony Blair, liber- 
a! thinker Isaiah Berlin, Cambodian 
monster Pol Pot, Islamic scholar Ali 
Shariati and British laugh riot Yes, 
Minister into a precise, clear under- 
standing of the rise and exaltation 
of the selfish and suspicious free- 
market nightmare that we are now 
burdened with. 

The Trap becomes even more 
pressing and urgent viewing in light 
of the deep-rooted economic melt- 
down that will grip the world over 
the next five to seven years. Curtis’ 
film answers the question—“How did 
this happen?”—that we all will be 
asking very soon.

cries—he just stares at everything 
with those dispassionate eyes. It's 
as if one of those creepy kids from 
the Village of the Damned got loose 
and wandered into the wrong movie. 
Why should I applaud his accom- 
plishments? Why should | root 
for him? We never get a handle on 
what's going on beneath his stony 
visage—and I, for one, would be a 
little afraid to know. 

Contrast that with Fabrizio Bor- 
sani as the six-year-old Vitus in the 
first half hour of the film. Here we 
have a similarly blank performance, 
a kid who gives us few clues what's 
happening under there. But in Bor- 
sani’s big, expressive eyes (he's ador- 
able, admittedly) we can see the 
gears turning. Something's going on 
There's a human being there. Not so 
with Gheorghiu, who seems to have 
been cast primarily because he actu- 
ally can play the piano really well. 

Vitus has some engaging mo- 
ments, and some of the supporting 
performance are excellent (particu- 
larly Bruno Ganz as Vitus’ grandfa- 
ther).

Yes, Robert Zemeckis’ Beowulf does 
evoke memories of the big-screen 
version of Lord of the Rings—not 
Peter Jackson's trilogy, though, but 
rather animator Ralph Bakshi’s 1978 
version, which employed the then- 
novel technique of “rotoscoping,” in 


which footage of live-action actors 


are traced, redrawn, and painted. 

embrace of “perfor- 
mance capture,” which he also used 
on the much more kid-friendly The 
Polar Express, is really nothing more 
than rotoscoping taken to its logical 
digital conclusion: in this process, 
actors wear lycra suits fixed with sen-

sors that interpret their movements 
into binary data and spit out it again 
as a sort of hyperreal cartoon. The 
idea, | guess, is that once you free 
performers from the constraints of 
a set, the easier it is to deposit them 
in fantastical, eye-popping worlds 
and have them perform the kind 
of physics-defying feats worthy of 


characters sprung from the mythical 
age of heroes. 

Beowulf’s epic monsters vs. men 
scenes are quite the spectacle— 
especially if you get to see it in the 
3D IMAX version. But performance 
capture must be a technology still in 
development, because, quite frank- 
ly, most of Beowulf makes you feel 
like you're stuck on the first stage 
of a rather complicated videogame 
and you can't figure out how to get 
the action going. (The default mode 
of the actors here is an odd, repeti- 
tive, back-and-forth rocking motion, 
which adds to the sensation that the 
“game” is stuck on pause.) 


Some more erudite reviewers have 
elt compelled to comment on how 
(un)faithful this film is to the medi- 
eval Old English epic it's based on, 
sut unfortunately, the only Beowulf 
I'm at all familiar with is a little- 
nown "80s metal band. What I can 
tell you is that this Beowulf doesn’t 
nave much to offer except for two 
big battle sequences. The titular 
hero, voiced by Ray Winstone, is a 





>rave but rather boastful beard of a 
guy who shows up to save a kingdom 
ruled by the digital avatar of Antho- 
ny Hopkins from a Gollum-like crea- 
ture named Grendel (Crispin Glover 
playing up his trademark psycho 
overemoting to the max), who hap- 
pens to be the offspring of Sir Tony 
and Angelina Jolie's bog-dwelling 
she-devil. (As with all the female 
characters in this film, Jolie doesn’t 
have a hell of a lot to do expect bob 


cluding Queen Wealthow (Robin 
Wright Penn, who does little more 
than strum goofy tunes on a harp), 
all seems good for our Beowulf—that 
is, until the film abruptly fast-for 

wards to his golden years, There was 
a catch to his victory, it turns out 

earlier on he also succumbed to the 
temptations of Grendel's mother, and 
sired a nasty offspring of his own 
whom he must now contend with 
(This despite the fact that Grendel's 
mother has no genitalia. Then again 
sucha paring isn't without precedent 
Daisy and Donald Duck seemed to 
make a good go of it, despite a simi 
lar handicap.) 

And that's it, really: two big money 
moments separated by a lot of down 
time full of dialogue as clunky as the 
motion of Zemeckis’ digitized actors, 
most of it taking place in a drab feast 
hall.

to the film. Jason Bateman plays an 
accountant named Henry Weston 
who's been hired to straighten out 
the books of the magical toy store 
that gives the film its title.

lessly tsk-tsking at the chaotic, im- 
practical way Mr. Magorium (Dustin 
Hoffman) and his assistant Molly 
Mahoney (Natalie Portman, still 
growing out her V for Vendetta hair- 
do) run the business. But of course, 
by the end of the film, the pixiedust 
charms of the place have completely 
converted him—and he even helps 
restore it to its former glory when 
the magic temporarily deserts it. 
Here's the image I can't get out of 
my mind: Jason Bateman standing 
against a wall of shelves as the vari- 
ous sock monkeys and other stuffed 
animals reach out and hug him. €x- 
cept Bateman has to stand very still 
and in a very specific place so that 
all the toys that have been rigged up 
with special animatronic arms can 
teach him. And he has to contort his 
Spine a little bit too, which is maybe 
why he has such an awkward smile 
on his face the whole time. Or maybe 


keep the crowd entertained. This is 
the directorial debut of Zach Helm— 
who also wrote Stranger Than Fic- 
tion, that offbeat Will Ferrell movie 
from last year—and he fills this film 
with noisy stuff that kids supposedly 
like (fire engines! bouncing balls!

Yes, the Hollywood writers’ strike 
is still going on. Talks are set to re- 
sume Monday, after three weeks of 
stalemate between the WGA and the 
Producers’ Association. Casualties 
now include half a dozen shows shot 





in Vancouver, which is affecting Ca- 
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nadian production personnel. The 
suggestion that Canadian writers 
come in as scabs is pretty ridiculous, 
if they ever want a career beyond the 
next month. So, same old same old. 

But there is already proof that the 
strike is starting to drive viewers on- 
line to look for new programming 
In an incredibly astute move consid- 
ering the issues people are fighting 
over, NBC has picked up an Inter- 
net-based TV series, Quarterlife, for 
production by Marshall Herskovitz 
and Edward Zwick 

This is very cool. Quarterlife 
(www.quarterlife.com) currently 
“airs” on its own site and MySpace, 
with 36 eight-minute episodes al- 
ready available. The show follows 
the angst-filled lives of twentysome- 
things. Because apparently there 
just isn't enough entertainment out 
there already geared to that demo- 
graphic 

What's really interesting about 
Quarterlife is that it began as a pilot 
for ABC three years ago, but they 
decided not to give it a series or- 
der.

Zwick, who created thirtysomething 
and My So-Called Life, Touchstone 
Television gave them back the rights

So why is this cool? Mostly be- 
cause it's another way to force the 
issue of the importance of the Inter- 
net as an ancillary window for TV. 
The Web is not a fluke. It is not an 
unproven experiment in social and 
commercial engineering. It is a vi- 
able source of revenue for writers 
and producers of content, as well 
as their distributors. Why is this so 
hard for the muckymucks in the in- 
dustry to understand? 

Let me take you on a little trip 
through history. In 1960, the Writ- 
ers’ Guild first went on strike to get 
residuals from TV shows. Before 
that point, the writers of shows like

commercially. Just ask Disney or 
Pixar—they’ve been on this band- 
wagon for years. 

Video and computer games sold 
nearly $8 billion worth of products 
last year in the United States alone 
Do you think those game writers 
are getting four cents for every unit 
sold, like feature screenwriters get 
for their DVDs? They're not, be- 
cause most game writers are not 
part of the WGA. 

Supporters of the strikers are ask- 
ing people not to buy DVDs until the 
strike is resolved. So instead of four 
cents for every new copy of Broth- 
ers and Sisters, the writers would be 
getting zilch. While philosophically 
sound, boycotts like that are rarely 
financially successful. And it cer- 
tainly screws up my list for Santa.

Bringing any script to stage is tire- 
less, thankless work. Bringing your 
brand-new theatre company’s first 
production from script to stage is 
even more chaotic. Fortunately for 
Louise Casemore, the worst is now 
behind her, as Diary, which she co- 
wrote, directed, and stars in, debuts 
this Friday. 

“As of [last] Monday, it's officially 





reached the point where I can just be 
excited,” Casemore says 

Performing triple-duty has turned 
out to be an exhausting but ulti- 
mately rewarding experience. “Ad- 
ministratively, it’s been a joy,” says 
Casemore, who is also the co-found- 
er of just jerks Theatre with friend 
and colleague Marisa Jordan. “With 
every project I take on, with every- 


thing I do—this is the first time pro- 
ducing my own work, after all-you 
learn something in every moment 
Everything you do, every person you 
encounter, you're learning some 
thing new. You're constantly finding 
out things that will make the next 
one even better.” 

Fresh out of college—she and Jor 
dan graduated in May from Keyano’s 
theatre program in Fort McMurray— 
the two vowed not to fall into the 
complacency that many graduates 
wallow in after finishing their stud- 
ies. “Being in Fort McMurray for two 
years was an amazing experience to 
go to school,” Casemore says, “but 
it leaves a little something to be de- 
sired when you're used to living in 
the city. We didn’t want to lose sight 
of what we wanted to do and sort of 
get caught up in the idea of being fin- 
ished school. We really wanted to get 
right to work. Upon finishing school 
we had pretty much had a full sea- 
son in mind—we have our first four 
shows for our company lined up and 
ready to go.” 

Diary, the first of those four shows, 
has been in the works for nearly two 
years. During their first year of col- 
lege, Casemore and Jordan began col- 
laborating on the play, which centres 





around three vastly different women 
united by a secret that has haunted 
each of them for years. 

“I think one of the stigmas that 
come with a show that’s about thre« 
women,” Casemore says, “is that im 
mediately you're lumped into this 
category that you're going to have a 
show full of crying women and body 
issues—and one of them definitel 
must have bulimia.” 

But: Casemore says the fact that 
Diary's three characters are womer 
is almost coincidental; she and Jor 
dan were more interested in prob 
ing the concept of confession and 
the repercussions of keeping thing 
bottled up inside. It's a look at th

“Like we'll need 
Nice Lady Central over in the other 
corner.” 

Says Brausen, “Oh, lighten up.”

The website outraveler.com rates 
€dmonton among the top five gay- 
friendly places in the country, a 
ranking that Darrin Hagen reports 
with more than a little satisfaction 

“Okay, to be fair, there’s only sev- 
en gay destinations in Canada,” he 
laughs. “But the fact that they rec- 
ognized that we have prominent gay 
individuals, the fact that we have a 
queer festival, a Fringe that supports 
queer art.... It makes it a friendly 
place for the gay tourist.” 

Hagen is having a grand time play- 
ing “we've come a long way, baby,” 
and deservedly so; The festival he's 
been emceeing annually for the past 
16 years, Loud & Queer, by virtue of 
its mandate of giving voice to gay 
and lesbian artists, both veterans and 
neophytes, has seen the Edmonton 
LGBT community weather count 
less socio-political storms. Loud & 
Queer, in turn, has reflected those 
struggles right back from the stage 
Without that kind of platform, who 
knows where Edmonton might be in 
terms of its standing as a gay-posi- 
tive place 

“It's one of those things where 
every year there’s a different set of 


concerns on peoples’ minds,” Hagen 


says. “I remember a Loud & Queer in 
the mid-'90s when every piece was 
about AIDS. That's what we were go- 
ing through. Personally, | had been to 
17 funerals in one summer. It was on 
everyone's minds—every song, every 
poem, every play, every monologue 
had that running through it. But it 
wasn't like everyone submitted a 
piece on gay marriage two years ago. 
It’s the full range of our experiences 
as best as we can address it that year, 
or as best as the artists within that 
framework can address it that year.” 

This go round, L@Qhas the extend- 
ed honour of kicking off the inaugu- 


isting for 16 years has created an en- 
vironment where that's a totally valid 
question: ‘Are we ready for a queer 
festival?’ Because when [Loud & 
Queer founder] Ruth Smillie phoned 
me 16 years ago and asked, ‘Is this 
city ready for a night of queer cul- 
ture?’ | wasn’t sure.” 

As per usual, the two-evening 
cabaret will hoist up on the stage 
the works of newcomers and lesser 
known talents alongside more estab- 
lished performers, a tradition Hagen 
credits with helping launch the ca 
reers of a number of now-seasoned 
vets, including his own profile as a

ral edition of Exposure, “Edmonton's 
Queer Arts and Culture Festival,” an 
initiative of city councilor Michael 
Phair that will see activities at galler- 
ies, screens and stages across the city 
from November 23 to December 1 

“Michael Phair approached people 
a little less than a year ago and asked, 
‘Is this city ready for a queer festi 
val?’” Hagen says. “My answer was a 
resounding ‘Absolutely!’ and I fought 
to have Loud—the longest running 
showcase of queer art in Western 
Canada—start it off. 

“The audience in Edmonton is 
probably getting the most diverse, 
wide-ranging selection of queer cul- 
ture they're ever going to get. And I 
love the fact that Loud & Queer ex- 


drag queen, actor, playwright, and 
author. 

“The only reason that that book 
[The Edmonton Queen: Not a Riv 
erboat Story] exists is because Ruth 
Smillie came to me and said we're 
short on material—we went to five 
nights that year—and she said you 
need to write some stuff—do you 
have any stories?

Are You Being Ironic, Dude? 


ELYSE FRIEDMAN'S 
CHARACTERS DON'T EVEN 
KNOW ANYMORE 





LONG STORY SHORT 
By Elyse Friedman. House of Anansi Press. 280 pp. $29.95 





A professor of mine, originally from 
California, once said that Canadians 
are “post-ironic”: we're ironic about 
being ironic, which can make it re- 
ally difficult to determine what the 
politics and ideas of a situation re- 
ally are. We, or at least a particular 
cultural group of the extremely hip, 
have an obsession with irony: every- 
thing can be looked at through that 
most popular of tropes, from facial 
hair (the pornstar-inspired handle- 
bar moustache) to pop culture ref- 
erences (the weekly America’s Next 
Top Model parties that | attend to try 
to out-bitch the contestants). The 
ultimate sign of coolness these days 
isn’t an outfit or the right friends, it's 
a sufficiently snarky attitude towards 
the culture we inhabit. 


The 
Friedman's new book Long Story 


Toronto Star called Elyse 


Short “part Kafka, part South Park,” 
a judgement that should pique the 
interest of readers who care about 
the ridiculous. But as much as it 
would seem otherwise, Friedman's 
work isn't simply ridiculousness ob- 
served and catalogued—a novella and 
five short stories, her work is darkly 
comic, subtly twisted enough to sur- 
prise while relying on the familiarly 
banal world of pop culture. Yes, each 
piece draws on elements of absurdity 
but ultimately incorporates larger 
questions of meaning, comfort, and 
obligation. This is comedy but the 
best kind—intelligent, moral, and in 
tensely personal 

The novella, titled “A Bright Trag- 
ic Thing,” is easily the best of the 
bunch, although “The Soother” and 
“Wonderful” are close contenders 
“A Bright Tragic Thing” takes irony 
itself as its subject matter, examin- 
ing the joking B-Celebrity obsession 
of two Toronto teenagers 
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When Todd contacts former sitcom 
star Murray Mortenson in the hopes 
of getting a signed piece of kitschy 
"80s paraphernalia, he finds his life 
unexpectedly invaded by the washed 
up and decidedly unself-aware actor. 
Mortenson is perfect fodder for the 
joke, first being unknowingly voice 
recorded, then allowing Todd and his 
friend Dave to video tape him as he 
traipses around Toronto, generally 
taking himself so seriously (and in 
such a moronic context) that even 
the most sympathetic reader will 
laugh at his pathetic antics. With 
wit and perception, Friedman's no- 
vella builds towards the catastrophe 
inherent in this situational grouping 
- human feeling and detached ironic 
humour clash in honesty and gun- 
powder, leaving the reader with the 
feeling that irony, as cool as it may 
be, isn't a satisfying emotional atti- 
tude. 

“The Soother” and “Wonderful” 
work somewhat differently. “The 
Soother” follows Baby Lucas’ in- 


creasingly divided life, focusing on 
the demands and obligations of fam- 
ily and the need for comfort. “Won- 
derful,” a demented rift on the classic 
1946 film It’s a Wonderful Life, asks 
what kind of impact our life makes 
on others and whether or not we 
can choose to effectively change the 
world. Both stories are surprising, 
drawing the reader into a boringly fa- 
miliar context only to abruptly shift 
the focus or reveal an absurd facet 
that we'd never considered, 

All-in-all, Friedman's book is fun- 
ny, affecting, and compellingly well- 
written. The only down note is the 
vaguely menacing but stereotypical- 
ly constructed story “Lost Kitten,” a 
Norman Bates-type thriller that isn't 
really that thrilling. Friedman's work 
is at its best when it takes an original 
perspective on the lives that normal 
people lead - the characters in “Lost 
Kitten” are too far gone down the 
unfortunately expected path for the 
reader to really care about them. 

If irony isn't really a satisfying 


emotional attitude, then at least it's 
a hugely entertaining trope in Fried- 
man’s hands. Seemingly straightfor- 
ward, always slightly skewed, and 
unerringly perceptive, Long Story 
Short is a fascinating examination 


of a cultural obsession and its con- 
sequences. (And here I thought that 
snowclones were the new irony.)

ENVIRONMENTALISTS CALL 
ON STELMACH GOVERNMENT 
RESPOND 





As giant machines chew up the 
earth in northern Alberta, three 
environmentalists who sat on a 
government-appointed oil sands 
committee for over a year are won- 
dering when Premier €d Stelmach’s 
government will respond to their 
recommendations. “We haven't 
heard any word on it,” says the Si- 
erra Club’s Lindsay Telfer, one of 
three environmental NGO reps on 
the committee. “So I have nothing 
else to. conclude [but] they're trying 
to shelve it and hope that it falls off 
people's attentions.” 

The government released the 
recommendations in July, after the 
committee held a series of meetings 
around Alberta to get the public's 
input on oil sands development. 
Using this input, the committee 
came up with 120 wide-ranging 
tecommendations covering the so- 
cial, economic and environmental 
challenges that come with oil sands » 
development. 

For example, the committee rec- 
ommended the province speed up 
land reclamation, consult more with 
aboriginal communities affected 
by development, and diversify the 
“conomy so Alberta can transition 
‘oa “post-oil” economy. “The num- 


ber-one issue that emerged from 
that consultation was the pace of 
development and the sense that it's 
being mismanaged by the govern- 
ment of Alberta,” says the Pembina 
Institute’s Dan Woynillowicz, who 
was also on the committee 

When the government released 
the committee récommendations 
in late July—“the middle of sum- 
mer holidays,” notes Telfer—En- 
ergy Minister Mel Knight said the 
recommendations would be “ex- 
tremely. valuable” in developing 
“long-term actions and strategies” 
for oil sands development. But four 
months later, the NGO reps are still 
waiting for Knight's department 
(and others) to say how they'll put 
the recommendations into practice. 
“The report was done to be acted 
on—not to sit collecting dust on a 
government shelf,” says Telfer. Tim 
Markle, a spokesperson for Alberta 
Energy, says the recommendations 
are “still under consideration.” He 


says he doesn't know when the gov- 


ernment will respond. 

By contrast, it took the govern- 
ment just over five weeks to re- 
spond to the recommendations of 
a government-appointed panel re- 
viewing Alberta's oil and gas royal- 
ty regime. “This [oil sands] report, 
I would say, is more significant in 
many ways,” says Martha Kostuch, 
chair of the Prairie Acid Rain Co- 
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Se ot, oa ae

alition and the other NGO rep on 
the committee. “And yet, it seems 
to have gotten sidetracked, und that 
really concerns me.” 

The oilsands consultation com- 
mittee—which included govern- 
ment, industry, and aboriginal 
members—reached a consensus on 
96 of the 120 recommendations. 
The hangups were mostly on en- 
vironmental recommendations 
like setting greenhouse gas targets 
that would cap oil sands emissions, 
requiring carbon neutrality in the 
oil sands industry by 2020, and 
putting a cumulative limit on the 
amount of land that can be dis- 
turbed at any one time by oil sands 
development. (Industry and the Al- 
berta government opposed all three 
of these recommendations.) 

“It's quite clear where government 
stands, and that's with industry,” 
says Telfer. Industry disagreed with 
19 of the recommendations, and 
the Alberta government supported 
all but two of these disagreements. 
Telfer, Kostuch, and Woynillowicz 
recommended a moratorium on 
new oil sands development, but the 
other committee members were 
opposed. 

Woynillowicz says if nothing else, 
the sheer amount of time, energy, 
and resources put into the con- 
sultation warrants a government 
response. The committee set up a

panel that held 15 public meetings 
around Alberta from €dmonton 
and Calgary to Peace River and Fort 
Chipewyan. “An incredible amount 
of work went into this process,” 
Woynillowicz says. “I’m looking 
for a comprehensive and formal 
response to both the consensus rec- 
ommendations, but perhaps even 
more importantly, the non-consen- 
sus recommendations.” 

Liberal environment critic David 
Swann slammed the Conservatives 
in the Legislature on November 19 
for taking so long to respond to the 
recommendations. “There seems to 
be a reluctance to publicly address 
these critical issues,” Swann said. 
“It appears that this government 
will do anything to give the impres- 
sion |that] ‘everything is fine. Just 
trustus.”” He says tthe government's 
non-response to the report is “very 
disappointing.” 

Telfer says that by ignoring the 
report, the Stelmach government 
is only making the situation worse. 
“There's a definite strategy in the 
Alberta government right now... 
to try to ignore these reports and 
these recommendations and hope 
they go away,” Telfer says. “But 
the reality is the issues aren't going 
anywhere, and in fact, one could say 
that they’re only being magnified in 
light of government's inaction.”

federal government won't go towards creat- 
ing daycare spaces and instead has found its 
way into general revenues. 

‘This is about transparency and account- 
ability,” he says. “The federal government 
said this money is specifically for creating 
childcare spaces.” 

The province received the money this 
summer, but there's been no planning or call 
for input from childcare advocates on how 
to use the money. 

In addition, the province didn't spend their 
full provincial childcare budget last year. The 
2006 budget for childcare was $147 million, 
but only $118 million was spent. In this year's 
budget, the Tories said they were increasing 
childcare spending by $16 million, but that’s 
only over the $118 million they actually spent 
last year. That means the actual budget has 
decreased. 

“If they are taking money from child care 
to add to their surplus, then there is a prob- 
lem in this province,” says Moore-Kilgannon. 

According to a University of Toronto study, 
Alberta spends the least on childcare of all 
Canadian provinces. 


DEVELOPMENT - NORTHEAST EXPANSION 
FOOD SECURITY 

Edmonton is currently looking at developing 
the northeastern corner of the city, which 
has rich agricultural land, a unique micro- 
climate and has traditionally been a prime 
place for market gardens. 

Legacy Lands, a local conservation group 
made up of farmers and concerned citizens, 
is working to preserve land in the north- 
east. Despite their efforts and an increasing 
awareness of the inefficiency of our current 
food system, development is going forward. 

“Does that mean gardens are history and 
we can't even get local carrots?" asks local 
food security advocate Susan Roberts. 

Most Albertans don't know enough about 
locally grown food to make good choices 
about what they consume, says Roberts, 
Project coordinator with Growing Food Se- 
curity in Alberta, which works to ensure that 
all Albertans have access to nutritious and 
safe food. For example, she says that most 
Albertans buy chickpeas in imported cans, 
but the beans are grown near Taber. “When 
there's a push from consumers to look at the 
land differently,” she says, “then planners 
are going to as well.” 

Roberts will give a lecture at a forum on 
food security on December 5 at Mill Creek 
Community Services.

Premier Stelmach’s new royalty 
policy represents a significant wa- 
tering-down of the Royalty Panel's 
original recommendations. 

Firstly, the panel recommended a 

_ price-sensitive severance tax which 
would kick in when oil reached 
$40 (U.S.) per barrel. The premier 
scrapped this recommendation 
and instead made his whole regime 
price-sensitive, but not until oil hits 
$55. The new regime tops out soon- 
er as well, at a maximum royalty of 
40 per cent or $120 per barrel. With 
prices heading into the stratosphere, 
caps at the top end are unnecessary 
and the royalty increase at the high- 
er end should be much steeper. 

The new regime is a disappoint- 
ment for Albertans in a number 
of areas, including the low rates at 
high prices, the continuation of the 
pre-payout holiday, and the lack of 
action on accountability and value 
added. 

The panel’s recommendations rep- 
resented the bare minimum. Their 
Teport even acknowledged that the 
proposed changes would take the 
province from the very bottom in 
terms of international comparisons 
to somewhere in the lower end. The 
government's new policy didn’t even 
go that far. 

Parkland Institute's analysis in 
Selling Albertans Short, revealed 
that Canada has between 50 and 60 
Per cent of the world’s economically 
recoverable oil, with the remainder 
located in jurisdictions that are ei- 
ther politically volatile or would in- 
volve high exploration costs. In this 
Context, Alberta can afford to be in 
the higher range for royalties while 
still remaining very competitive in 
terms of attracting investment.

On October 25, Ed Stelmach an- 
nounced changes to the province's 
oil and gas royalty regimes. The an- 
nouncement came about a month 
after a government-appointed expert 
panel released recommendations for 
changing the tax and royalty treat- 
ment of Alberta's oil and resources 

The panel's detailed report (over 
100 pages long) contains specific 
recommendations for changing 
Alberta's royalty regimes to ensure 
a fair share for Albertans. Premier 
Stelmach’s October 25 announce- 
ment, conveyed to Albertans in just 
19 pages, falls far short of the panel’s 
recommendations and leaves much 
to be desired in terms of the details 
of the changes 

Case in point: we know that the 
panel used detailed models and com- 
parisons with other jurisdictions as 
well as a fully transparent and public 
consultation process to inform their 
recommendations. The 
recommendations were based on 


premier's 


closed-door meetings with industry 
that took place after the panel's re- 
port was released. In the case of the 
oil sands, the premier’s decision will 
cost Albertans billions of dollars. 

At an oil price of $90 per barrel, 
the premier’s changes will increase 
Albertans’ share of oil sands rev- 
enues by a mere 13 per cent. At the 
same oil price, the panel's recom- 
mendations would increase Alber- 
tans’ share of revenues by 28 per 
cent. The difference amounts to a 
very significant $4.8 billion in rev- 
enues over the life of a typical in situ 
project and $14.9 billion over the 
life of a typical mining project. The 
premier's royalty announcement 
means spare change for Albertans 
when real change was needed. 


AMY TAYLOR (ECONOMIST, PEMBINA 
INSTITUTE) 
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REASON #3: THE OIL SANDS 
CAUSE EXTREME AND 
COSTLY ENVIRONMENTAL 
DAMAGE 

In the case of the tar sands, the 
royalty rates are pretty irrelevant 
It doesn’t matter how much extra 
money the province may make from 
oil extraction; the environmental 
damage doesn’t change 

This year, the tar sands will emit 
40 million tonnes of greenhouse 
gases into the atmosphere, and that 
number will increase next year. At 
current rates of production, the tar 
sands use twice as much water as 
the City of Calgary. Ninety per cent 
of that water is too contaminated to 
return to the river, so it sits in toxic 
tailings ponds so huge they can be 
seen from outer space. People living 
downstream from the tar sands are 
exposed to air and water pollution 
as a result of tar sands operations 
and have reported increases in rare 
illnesses since tar sands production 
accelerated. 

No amount of money can buy 
back clean water. No amount of 
money can compensate for a loved 
one dying of cancer. No amount of 
money can reverse climate change 
It is undoubtedly unfair that big cor- 
porations get to reap the benefits 
of Alberta’s natural resources while 
people in Alberta (and elsewhere in 
the world) suffer. These problems 
won't be solved only with money. We 
need to focus on clean, safe, renew- 


able energy sources, and we need to 
stop the tar sands.

REASON #4: ALBERTA HAS 
HUGE SOCIAL AND INFRA- 
STRUCTURE NEEDS 


According to the Royalty Review 
Panel and the Auditor General, the 
government has lost billions of dol- 
lars—at least $114,000 per hour for 
every hour of every day for the last 
seven years—because of inadequate 
government oversight of the roy- 
alty regime. Here's what $6 billion, a 
conservative estimate of the money 
lost, could have accomplished: 
+$700 million: build all the new 
schools needed in Edmonton 

and Calgary 

+$250 million: build Edmonton's 
23rd Avenue interchange 

+$385 million: replace Alberta Hos- 
pital in Edmonton 

+$956 million: meet Calgary’s tran-

Fund, the Capital Account (to pay 
off infrastructure debt) and endow- 
ments for post-secondary education 
and the arts, social sciences, and 
humanities. 

We could have done all this and 
still had money left over, if only suc- 
cessive Ministers of Energy hadn't 
repeatedly refused to act on the ad- 
vice of ministry staff who told them 
royalties needed to be raised years 


.ago. The government won't even 


release the internal royalty reports 
they've conducted during the past 
several years; that's like your bank 
manager refusing to give you your 
account statements. 

The government needs to be held 
accountable for hiding the truth, and 
for failing to collect billions of public 
dollars. They've cost Albertans far 
too much to get away with this scale 
of mismanagement.

REASON #5: ALBERTA'S RE- 
SOURCES ARE WORTH MORE 


There is no question the Conserva- 
tives shortchanged Albertans by bil- 
lions in royalty revenues-that's been 
proven by the royalty task force and 
the Auditor General. But we can't 
lose focus. We have the opportunity 
to get the new royalty regime right, 
and make sure billions aren't fore- 
gone in the future 

The royalty panel said that every 
dollar of resource revenue that isn’t 
taken in royalties must be justified to 
the public. From my perspective, the 
Conservatives are putting billions of 
dollars into the pockets of Big Oil 
that have yet to be justified to ordi- 
nary Albertans 

Heavy oil and offshore oil projects 
in Russia, Norway, Australia, Califor- 
nia, Alaska, and the United Kingdom 
have very comparable start-up costs 
to Alberta’s tar sands operations, yet 
those countries take a revenue share 
ranging from 50 per cent to over 75 
per cent on oil priced at 60 dollars 
per barrel. Alberta's oil royalty take, 
on the other hand, only reaches 49 
per cent when oil is priced at $120 
per barrel. Even Newfoundland’s off- 
shore Hebron oil field earns more, 
taking 49 per cent in royalties on oil 
priced at just $50 a barrel. 

The International Energy Agency 
predicts most non-OPEC oil sup- 
ply increases will come from the tar 
sands, which could produce three 
million barrels of oil per day by 
2020, Yet the Tories are selling their 
royalty plan as the best deal Alberta 
can get without chasing away jobs 
and investment 

Alberta's NDP is calling for an end 
to the export of raw bitumen, an end 
to the pennies-on-the-dollar royalty 
holiday for new tar sands projects— 
which will cost Alberta at least $1.8 
billion a year, or $5 million a day— 
and higher royalties on oil priced 
over $100 a barrel.

COUNCILORS DON'T USE PUBLIC 
TRANSPORTATION? 





Car ownership may not make me 
a bad person, but it does make me 
wallow in liberal humanist guilt. 1 
desperately want to love Edmonton 
Transit, but my unrequited passion 
has driven me into the arms of the 
international automobile industry. 

My vehicle is compact, great on 
fuel, and has no AC or power win- 
dows. But I rarely carry passengers, 
and since I bought the car, it's been 
the only way I shop, commute to 
work, or even get to my favourite 
walking trails. 

What got to me? Well, after years 
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of loyalty to the worst transit system 
of any major city in Canada (and yes, 
I have plenty of experience with sev- 
eral of them), | couldn't take it any 
more. Too often in this city you can’t 
get there from here, and if you can, 
you blow the whole day and you do it 
in the company of a lot of miserable 
people 

To be fair to ETS, it is beyond 
difficult to run an effective transit 
system in a city addicted to sprawl, 
where City Council regularly bends 
over for developers, and where in- 
terchanges are a bigger priority for 
infrastructure money. 

But ETS doesn't do itself any fa- 
vours. Transit planning here is inad- 
equate, to put it kindly, Connections 
are poorly coordinated, a real prob- 
lem when it can take three non-fre- 
quent buses to cross the city. Routes 
are impressionistic and convoluted, 
when they should offer quick trans- 
portation to LRT stations and other 
hubs. There is no night service, leav- 
ing shift workers and responsible 
drinkers out in the cold, and large 
swaths of the city, like the Gateway/ 
Calgary Trail corridor, are transit 
dead zones 

Transit operators have a tough 
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job, no question. They take a lot of 
heat for mistakes made further up 
the chain, and I wouldn't want to 
be in their shoes. But a substantial 
minority of them adds to transit 
woes. Drivers who treat schedules 
as merely suggestive top the list. The 
worst for me was the Route 5 driver 
who would stop every evening at a 
convenience store for five minutes, 
making us miss our train. He even 
ran across traffic to get there. Three 
consecutive complaints to ETS made 
no difference. 

Other drivers routinely speed to 
time points so they can have a break, 
stranding passengers at earlier stops 
who didn’t know they had to arrive 
ten minutes early to catch their bus. 
Then there was the Route 11 driver 
who traveled each morning with 
three or four groupies blocking pas- 
sengers from boarding the bus, and 
whose chatting with said groupies 
made him whiz by other people wait- 
ing at stops 

What really makes €dmonton 
transit a special kind of hell, how- 
ever, is the behaviour of some of its 
passengers. Rude, disgusting, and 
criminal activity on the LRT is a 
chronic problem, particularly in the 
evenings, and some of the bus routes 
are just as bad. The offenders gener- 
ally. know how to behave themselves 
during the brief moments transit se- 
curity comes through, but revert to 
form immediately after. There is an 
alarm system for serious threats to 
safety, but the problem is that a lot 
of the harassing and other anti-social 
activity takes place below the thresh- 
old for pressing the yellow strip, 



























and the perpetrators know it. ETS; 
poorly conceived ‘BOB’ campaign to 
address bad behaviour accomplished 
nothing, as those of us who used the 
system knew it would. 

A newish citizens group in the city 
the Transit Riders' Union of Edmon 
ton (look them up on Facebook or 
MySpace), recently issued a chal 
lenge to our City Councilors to rely 
on transit for one week. Only four 
Councilors accepted, and three 0 
them are rookies, Don Iveson, Ben 
Henderson and Amarjeet Sohi, a for 
mer bus driver himself. Among th 
veterans on Council, the people who 
actually bear some responsibility for 
making ETS what it is today, only 
Dave Thiele stepped up. 

This is ridiculous. We're only tall 





ing about one week. And if our civic 
leaders are to have any credibility in 
encouraging the rest of us to take 
transit, the least they could do would 
be to make this meagre effort to set a 
good example. I would have expected 
interchange cheerleaders in particu 
lar to want to establish their transit 
credentials, to show that they have 
a vision that goes beyond spreading 
this city further into its hinterlands 
It's truly unfortunate that this initia 
tive comes after the civic election 

I wonder how the Challenge Four 
fared last week. | did see Don Iveson 
in Strathcona late Saturday night 
with bicycle helmet in hand. It was 
too late for the bus - he had to bike 
home in the cold.

|just read Paul Matwychuk's review of Adri- 
an Tomine's graphic novel Shortcomings 
(‘Flaws of attraction,” SEE #729], and found 
particular exception to his apparently igno- 
fant treatment of the complex social issues 
surrounding the experience of being a racial 
minority who's grown up in a society that 
never fully accepts you as one of their own.

I appreciate that Edmonton has a 
remarkably wide selection when it 
comes to ethnic cuisine. 

All the same, there are some exotic 
delicacies I haven't been able to find 
at any of our city’s foreign-themed 
eateries. 

One such dish is a festive Persian 
stew called koresht-e fesenjan, in 
which some kind of bone-in poultry

the aromatic and the savoury, the 
tart and the sweet—though opinion 
on how sweet it should be varies. 

Ionce looked up from my own deli- 
cious serving of fesenjan at a Persian 
café in Toronto and noticed that the 
couple sharing an order at the next 
table were emptying sugar packets 
onto their food. 

Without a fesenjan outlet in the 
Capital Region, I felt I had no choice 
but to make it myself. Extra difficulty 
points: my partner told her parents 
we would bring this previously un- 
tested dish over to their place for 
Sunday dinner. 

WALNUTTY PROFESSOR 

Step one involved scouring the 
Internet for a version of the recipe 
that a) contained ingredients | could

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readily procure and b) didn't achieve 
authenticity via a hideously elabo- 
rate method. I settled on combining 
the elements and techniques of a few 
recipes, which can be dodgy. 

The only rare ingredient is the 
pomegranate molasses, but you can 
find that at the Italian Centre or 
equivalent specialty market. This is 
what you need: 

1/4 cup olive oil 

1 large onion, thinly sliced 

3 cloves of garlic, minced 

1/2 tsp ground cinnamon 

1/4 tsp ground nutmeg 

3 cups toasted walnuts, finely 
ground 

2/3 cup pomegranate molasses 

2 -1/2 cups stock or water 

2 tbsp brown sugar

1/2 tbsp salt 

2 tsp fresh ground black pepper 

1 tsp turmeric 

2 limes, juiced 

2.5 - 3 lbs skinless bone-in chicken (I 
used thighs and drumsticks) 

Before you start, I'm afraid you're 
going to have to toast and grind all 
those walnuts. Toasting is easy as 
long as you pay attention—you can 
do it in a 375-degree oven or on the 
stove-top—but grinding is a rather 
more arduous task. Don't assume as 
I did that the walnuts will turn into a 
fine, powdery heap of crumbs in your 
food processor. What they will turn 
into is oily walnut butter pebbled 
with chunks. I see the key now is to 
grind up small batches with a little 
bit of water—and to be prepared for a 
bit of a mess as the walnut goo sticks 
to everything. I found the remaining 
lumps easy to mash out with a fork 

Now you're ready to cook. 

1. Heat the oil over medium and cook 
the onions for five minutes, until 
soft. 

2. Stir in the garlic, cinnamon and 
nutmeg and cook for another min- 
ute, 

3. Now add the ground walnuts, 
stock or water, pomegranate syrup, 
sugar, salt, pepper and turmeric. Ad- 
just the sugar and salt to taste, bring 
the mixture to a boil, lower heat and 
simmer for 30 minutes. 

4. Add the chicken pieces to the pot, 
stir them down, bring the mixture 
back to a low boil, lower heat and

When our enormous pot of fesen 
jan was done, we still had to trans 
port it to St. Albert. Our first taste of 
the dish came not at the dining room 
table but in the car. I had overfilled 
a casserole dish with the copious 
chicken and sauce and every tirne 
we rounded a corner, the meniscus 
of dark gravy slopped over the side 
My partner did her best to combat 
this by mopping it up with the pita 
bread we'd brought for the meal and 
stuffing wads into my mouth while 
drove. That’s when I knew we had a 
winner on our hands. The flavour of 
the sauce was beguilingly complex, if 
I do say so myself, a bold but subtle 
amalgam of tart, sweet, aromatic 
and velvety. If | concentrated on my 
palate instead of the road, I swore 
could pick out each flavour that ha 
been added to the pot. Later I got 
to taste the tender chicken that ha 
simmered and steeped to fall-apart 
perfection in the sauce and was qui 
etly grateful that I had made such a 





huge portion so that I could continue 
to enjoy it over the next couple of 
days. 

The fesenjan was a hit with the in- 
laws too, thanks in part to an array 
of the right side dishes (and a few 
servings of red wine). The stew de- 
manded steamed rice and pita to sop 
up the gravy, a dollop of yogurt for 
creaminess, and an herb-laden raw 
vegetable salad to offset its overall 
heaviness 

The salad, a Turkish concoction 
called tahinli karnabahar  salatas 
comes from Ghillie Basan’s gorgeous 
and enlightening book The Middle 
Eastern Kitchen, and couldn't bé 
easier. Break apart a small cauli 
flower into florets. Peel, core and 
dice an apple of your choice. Toast # 
few tablespoons of sunflower seeds 
Chop a few tablespoons each of fresh 
parsley, cilantro and mint. Toss all 
that stuff in a bowl. In a small bow! 
whisk together a couple of teaspoons 
of tahini, the juice of half a lemon, 4 
garlic clove and some salt and peppe! 
(add a little water if it’s too thick), 
and dress the salad with it.

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an restaurant has chosen a dark tint 
for the windows of its Whyte Ave 
branch. It lends a slightly creepy feel 
to the place—almost like a brothel too 
stingy for the red drapes. But this de 
sign defect shouldn't deter the curry 
connoisseur. The interior is taste- 
fully decorated with inky black table- 
cloths, vivid bamboo shoots, subtle 
Indian artefacts and enough tables to 
give the place a cozy feel without be 
ing overcrowded. A brightly lit beer 
fridge does jut a little obtrusively into 
the front of the dining area, but this 
too is quickly forgiven on inspection 
of the interior. Daawat has a superb 
selection of imported beer, not just 
Asian, but Scottish, Belgian, Afri- 
can, French, and (sadly) American 
My dinner mates gleefully went with 
an Innis and Gunn (Scottish) and a 
light African beer none of us could 
decipher the name of, but all of us 
were quite fond of five bottles later. 
We realised, after the initial beer 
bubbles subsided, that the food was 
hidden in a long line of steel serv- 
ing bins and steamed-up glass lids 
to our left. In theory, | detest a buf 
fet, especially in Asian restaurants, 
where a tepid curry is often turfed 
up alongside a few unidentifiable ap 
petizers, some gluey rice and a bowl- 
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ful of lonely melon chunks. But this 
time, the humble buffet’s contents 
thankfully contradicted its canteen- 
like setup 

It seems Daawat has chosen to of- 
fer the buffet because they just have 
too much good food to choose just 
one dish. Each shiny silver lid was 
lifted to reveal spicy, creamy and 
aromatic offerings—some clearly not 
for the faint of stomach. I still can’t 
figure out how we paced ourselves in 
such a dignified fashion. 

We each began with a an obscenely 
large plateful of starters. First, the 
vegetable samosa; satisfyingly crisp 
with lightly spiced potato, both deli- 
cate and filling (and especially fla- 
voursome dipped in the sprightly 
plum sauce). Next, dal mahrani; 
whole black lentils cooked overnight 
in a dark stew with onions, tomato, 
butter and spices. None of our par- 
ty was big lentil fans to begin with, 
but this dish was so tenderly cooked 
and lovingly flavoured that all three 
of us went back for more. Another 
hit amongst the appetisers was the 
chana masala, a blend of chick peas, 
onions and tomatoes, giddily infused 
with cumin 

For entrees, we were spoiled with a 
choice of aloo bhaji, butter chicken, 











rogan josh, fish pakora, and tandoor 
chicken, with both plain and saffro; 
rice to accompany. The undisputed 
champion in this field of winners was 
the “famous” butter chicken, whos: 
makahni sauce was rich, creamy 
and perfectly warming on the palate 
while the chicken—a surprisingly 
good cut—was tender and juicy: 

The real Indian Idol of the meal 
however, was the naan bread. Served 
in a basket straight from the kitchen 
this eastern staple, so often paraded 
as a heavy, doughy side, was crisp 
ight and airy. Like manna from 
neaven it just kept coming and, three 
askets later, we conceded that it was 
the best any of us had come across 
Who would have guessed that a small 
Indian restaurant in Edmonton, Al 
erta, would have the best naan this 
side of New Delhi? 

Dessert rarely warrants a mer 

tion at Indian buffets, but once again 
Daawats devotion to authenticity 
produced a brave choice of rasmali 
and gulab jamun. The first—small 





alls of homemade cottage cheese 
in a sweet, favoured milk—wasn' 
my cup of chi (though the guys were 
fans), but the second was a won 
der: plump dumplings made from a 
double-cream dough, which bobbed 
happily in the shallows of a mouth 
watering cardamom sugar syrup. It 
was the ultimate comfort food for 
the sweet of tooth; definitely the kind 
of thing your Indian grandmother 
would make, if you had one, and sh 
could cook 

Though we were amazed by the 
number of times one could visit the 
short buffet at Daawat without get 
ting bored, it has to be said that the 
service was a little short of the mark 
Perhaps the cool atmosphere had 
dulled the senses of the waiter, but in 
an almost empty restaurant (it was 
quite early) we had to get up and find 
him for drinks, watch him discuss 
our bill at length with another server, 
and realised, and hour into the meal 
that we were eating from the buffet 
because we hadn't been given the 
option of ordering from a menu. In 
fairness, it didn't bother us too much 
(over a dozen dishes for $16.95; you 
can't say that's not value for money 
but less hungry diners might appr 
ciate this alternative. 

In Indian, “Daawat” means invita 
tion; I say don’t wait for one. This 
isn't exactly innovative food, and 
won't blow the minds of those look 
ing for new flavours or experimen 
tal cooking—but there is much to be 
said for good Indian food done well 
In the poppadom-strewn battlefield 
of Edmonton curry houses, Daaws! 
shines because the ingredients are 
fresh, the food is authentic, and the 
dark tint... well, no one’s perfect.

and Feist) and, before that, scoring

Anyone who might 
think, based solely on a spin of Close 
to Paradise, that they're about to deal 
with an overly serious introspective 
singer/songwriter will shortly have 
their expectations reversed.

“I think people see the album as 
a bit more moody than it really is,” 
he explains. “When you see it live 


you get a lot more humour out of

It's 
very difficult to find a way to put a 
little bit of the humour in the pro- 
duction, Live, it’s a lot easier to do 
that. It's not downer music at all—it's 
got lots of different sounds and it 
takes its time.”

I'm not being presumptuous when 
I say that nearly every notable local 
band—from the Wednesday Night 
Heroes to Corb Lund to Shout Out 
Out Out Out—owes a great deal to 
Edmonton's longstanding tradition of 
holding all-ages punk shows in com- 
munity halls. It's the foundation this 
city’s music scene was built on, and 
it's where our city’s most successful 
and well-respected bands and song- 
writers have cut their teeth, honed 
their skills, and made their names. 
In the past couple years, however, 
the tight bond Edmonton's scene 
once had for hall shows (for you his- 
torians out there, I'm talking about 
the period that lasted roughly from 
1999 to 2003) has died down and 
bands have moved either to base- 
ments or better-established -venues. 
Thankfully, local promoter Cecil Fre- 
na, with his Push Pins Productions, 





has resurrected Edmonton's hall-gig 
past for the one-off “A Quiet Soiree 
of Fury.” 

“The way I see it, there are three 
phases to Edmonton punk rock,” 
says Taylor Schaerer, who not only 
drums for Red Hot Daggers—the 
longest-running band on the Soiree 
bill—but also manages the music 
production and design aspects of 
his label, Champion City Records, 
at their southside studio. “When the 
scene as it is now started, there were 
punk bands playing hall shows all 
the time, and when | first got into it 
I didn’t really know the kids and the 
turnout was always decent. Later on, 
it switched from being actual street 
punk squeegee kids to high school 
kids, and that changed up the dy- 
namics of the scene. For that while, 
it was awesome.” 

The Red Hot Daggers’ first incar- 
nation was as LIME, an indie band 
that preceded (and outlasted) some 
memorable Edmonton all-ages punk 
milestones—both versions of the 
Shark Tank venue, for example—be- 
fore abandoning their more pop- 
driven sound in favour of blasts of 
noise and experimental ambient 
soundscapes. This change in direc- 


tion, according to Schaerer, ran ex- 
actly parallel to the development of 
the punk scene as it stands today, 
a landscape motivated by art more 
than a desire for popularity. 

“One of the last punk bands in 
that scene was the Dirtbags, and the 
Franklins sort of lasted for awhile, 
and the Johnsons are still around,” 
Schaerer reminisces, “But now I see 
it as kind of a third era, because the 
popularity is gone and the bands are 
weirder. It’s way more of a free-for- 
all now. People stopped giving a shit 
about punk music in Edmonton, and 
in a sense it’s good because bands 
don’t cater to any specific crowd to 
make it, because they know they're 
never going to make it. At a time like 
this, anything goes.” 

The Soiree lineup is proof of that 
diversity: the bill ranges from the ex- 
perimental No Wave of Bayonets!!! 
to the old-school hardcore of High 
Jinx—and the bands all share a love 
for the DIY aesthetic, regardless of 
their musical style. Sadly, Schaerer 
thinks these bands will find it diffi- 
cult to reach the same level of popu- 
larity as the four-chords-and-fury 
bands he grew up with.

While Calgary’s The Summerlad 
say (mostly) instrumental 
40-minute opus City of Noise is 
a piece of music about a day in the 
life of a city, they emphasize that 
it's not geographically specific—that 
is, you needn't be from Cowtown to 
get what they're doing. Taken on its 
own, the song supports that claim, 
but at the same time, the fact that a 
band from Calgary saw fit to release 
an experimental epic speaks volumes 
of the aesthetic sea change that's tak- 
en place a three-hour drive down the 
highway. 

The Summerlad, an art-rock four- 
piece that's been around since the late 
"90s, have seen the shift from what 
was essentially a garage-rock town a 
decade ago into a place populated by 
pop ensembles unafraid to €mbrace 
what the guitarist/bassist Arran 
Fisher calls “lilting lovely music.” 

“I think the approach has changed,” 
he says, “especially with the younger 


their 


musicians interested in this attitude 
of rock 'n’ roll purity. I think that was 
an attitude that Calgary bands had 
for quite some time—there was this 
whole competition to see how tough 
you could be, basically. Tied up in 
that was this whole sort of approach 
of, like, if you used a pedal on your 
guitar, that’s a compromise—you 
should plug the guitar straight into 
your amp and rock it out, man. Even 
though that attitude wasn’t literally 
adhered to, it guided what a lot of 
people did. 

“Nowadays it seems like [young 
bands] feel more liberated some- 
how-—there's no restrictions on what 
sort of songs an audience would be 
happy to listen to or what kind of in- 
struments would be required to give 
a good performance.” 

One could argue that The Sum- 
merlad were one of the bands instru- 
mental in bridging the gap between 
the alternative rock of the last gen- 
eration and the more whimsical, 
risk-taking indie aesthetic of today 
(a proposition he proudly doesn't dis- 
agree with). Then again, the bound- 
ary-eschewing, sonicially diverse 
City of Noise could very well reflect 
the aesthetic aspirations of the mu- 
sic scene as a whole these days. 
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Of course, at heart it’s still a rock 
‘n’ roll song. 

“Lyrically, as far as I can tell, be- 
cause [vocalist/lyricist] Garret 
[McLure] doesn't really divulge tons 
about his ideas, it seemed to be a bit 
of a send-up of the party scene in 
the rock 'n’ roll/indie music scene,” 
explains Fisher of the piece's origins, 
a lurching Art Brut-ish raver (also 
available on the City of Noise EP as 
an abridged single). “So we had this 
idea, and we started calling that the 
‘party part.’ And then we realized 
that there were different elements 
that reminded us of different parts of 
a day. Then we got the idea of ‘What 
if the overarching story was kind of 
a day in the life of a city?” 

They ran with it, beginning with a 
calming, ambient intro... 

“Basically it goes from when the 
city is asleep...” 

And onto a steady rhythm that 
eventually careens into a wash of 
feedback and noise... 

“The city wakes up and the next 
part is the daytirne—a very kind of 
‘getting work done,’ marching qual- 
ity.... Everything is running very 
smoothly in a propulsive sort of 
way...”

experimental everybody is taking a 
different direction with it," Schaerer 
says.

But she’s also a 
member of the not-so-serious all-girl 
rawk trio The Secretaries, whose live 
show sometimes comes complete 
with choreographed '80s dance num- 
bers performed to a ghetto blaster 
during set breaks, and a whole lot of 
other antics, tequila shots included 
Not surprisingly, Brown's favourite 
road story finds her in her tequila- 
drinking incarnation.

DIVIDE EDMONTON'S MUSIC

While Facebook and Myspace have 
undoubtedly proven to be a boon to 


music promoters, giving them some 
pretty great direct-marketing tools, 
one music-industry labourer likely 
has muttered a few unmentionables 
over their existence of late. Twice 
now, Edmonton band booker Brent 
Oliver has found himself squarely in 
the centre of web-based controversy. 

“I’m happy to add to the discus- 
sion,” he says, amiably enough, over 
the latest kerfuffle, a Facebook group 
called “No More Pay-2-Play at €d- 
monton’s Axis Café,” which refers to 
one joint he does promotions for. 

The man behind the group, AA 
Soundsystems's Lane Arndt (no 
stranger to Oliver or SEE readers), 
says he started the online discussion 
after a particularly poorly attended 
gig there, made worse when he and 
his crew walked away with only $10 
apiece after the show. 

His axe with Axis, he says, stems 
from the space’s practice of taking 
a set chunk of the door proceeds 
to cover operating costs before set- 
tling up with the band—a practice 
that Oliver says is the industry norm 


these days, and isn’t even a “pay-2- 
play” situation, which would mean a 
straight-up room rental 

“There are expenses inherent in 
each room. We're not asking [Axis 
management] for money if he 
doesn't make that money,” Oliver 
explains. “If someone wants to play 
anywhere, there are specific costs to 
putting on that show. Some bars will 
eat those costs, some won't. If you 
want to do a show [at Axis], it’s $100 
for the sound guy, $20 for me, and 
$50 for the room because they're not 
open on Friday or Saturday nights— 
they close at five o’clock, so for them 
to open it's $50. There's a couple of 
different ways of doing it—you can 
rent the room and just take all the 
risk yourself and cut Axis a cheque 
or you can have me promote, and if 
we only get 10 people, Axis is the one 
who takes the loss, not the bands.” 

For his part, Oliver says he waived 
his $20 fee on the show that sparked 
the protest forum and that every- 
one took a loss; he adds that what 
the Axis does is no different from 
The Velvet Underground, Starlite 
Room (both places where Oliver also 
books—for a salary we hope), New 
City, and so on. 

“The posts on the group raise some 
really valid points, like the expenses 
pulled out of the band’s take,” coun- 
ters Arndt. “I would have to say that 
The Starlite and Velvet Underground 
are really good examples of excessive 
deductions. Most of the bands that I 
talked to, most of my friends who 
have had bad experiences with what 
appeared to be a pretty good show, 


walked out of The Starlite/Velvet 
Underground with a pittance. 

“T would never suggest that a band 
deserves more than what it can bring 
in,” he continues. “We're bringing 
a lot of value-added stuff by put 
ting their name in bold on posters 
by sending out e-mail lists—they 
couldn't pay for that sort of adver 
tising for $200. Yet they're standing 
there at the end of the night saying 
‘We'll take your $200,’ even though 
they just made $400 or $500 on 
booze from all your friends and fans 
and ‘Here's $75 to split between the 
three or four of you’ or whatever 
That's what really gets my goat 
They've got an infrastructure there 
to make money off the people we 
bring to their space.” 

Needless to say, Oliver isn’t on 
board with Arndt’s accounting, but 
he says the whole incident points to a 
larger issue: frustration over declin 
ing attendance at homegrown enter- 
tainment, not to mention the void left 
by The Sidetrack and other venue 
closures (a point Arndt agrees with) 
“There's lots of money out here,” Ol 
iver says. “Holy moly, there's lots of 
money out here; it’s just not getting 
spent on live music as much as other 
things. The bottom line is that it's 
not the way it used to be; you can't go 
to The Sidetrack and they're going 
to pay you $700 to play three sets of 
original material. There’s nowhere in : 
town that's going to do that.” 

Which means debates like this 
aren't going to go away anytime 
soon, as both venues and musicians 
struggle to eke out a living.

Forget fireworks; forget dancing 
girls, forget gladiatorial combat: of 
all forms of entertainment on God's 
green earth, is there anything more 
absorbing, more fascinating in its 
particulars, more captivating in its 
moment-to-moment succession of 
terrible events, more completely un- 
look-away-from-able than the sight 
of a simple heist going horribly, hor- 
ribly wrong? 

No, say I, and few movie heists 
have gone more horribly, horri- 
sly wrong than the one in Before 
the Devil Knows You're Dead. The 
scheme is hatched by Andy Hanson 
(Philip Seymour Hoffman), whose 
nigh-paying job as a real estate ac- 
countant isn’t quite keeping pace 
with the demands of his drug habit 
His brother Hank (€than Hawke)—a 
broke divorcé months behind on 





his child support payments and the 
more obvious “loser” of the two— 
also needs cash 

And so, Andy proposes that they 
rob their parents’ jewelry store: 
there's minimal security, Andy says, 
they’ve both worked there in the 
past, so they know where everything 
is, and the insurance will pay for the 
loss—15 minutes and it'll all be over, 
and no one will get hurt 

In an ordinary movie, if you didn't 
know going in that the plan would 


fall apart, that line alone would be a 
tipoff. Someone always gets hurt. Ex- 
cept this isn’t quite an ordinary mov- 
ie: Kelly Masterson’'s script jumps 
around in time, beginning with the 
heist, then constantly doubling back 
on itself, showing the buildup and the 
aftermath from various characters’ 
perspectives. When we see Andy tell 
Hank his plan, we've already seen it 
go wrong, which means we can ig- 
nore the obviously foreshadowing 
and concentrate on the characters— 
especially the psychological tricks 
Hank employs to bully his younger 
brother into doing something he 
doesn't want to do 

It's no longer unusual for a crime 
movie to juggle the chronology of 
events—hell, it’s almost expected of 
you these days, unless you want to 
look like some kind of linear-thinking 
square—but Before the Devil Knows 
You're Dead isn't really interested in 
playing postmodern, post-Tarantino 
head games, withholding informa- 
tion from the audience in order to 
lay the groundwork for some kind of 
startling third-act plot twist 

If anything, the film’s structure 
makes everything clearer; by the 
time Hand and Andy's father Charles

thing you've done is found out, and 
all your attempts to delay that dis- 
covery only dig you in deeper. Wait 
a minute—I can, actually: Owning 
Mahowny, which also starred Philip 
Seymour Hoffman as a man dragged 
under by his addiction. Hoffman is 
fabulous in these kinds of roles: his 
Andy is a monster, a big, blobby baby 


whose selfishness is matched only by 





his amorality... and yet he gives you 
a sense of the self-hatred, the mis- 
placed faith in his own intelligence, 
and the resentment of his father that 
fuel his doomed plan. Hoffman de- 
livers a wonderful monologue while 
lolling in the luxury apartment he 
visits to shoot up: “I don’t add up,” 





he whines. “I’m not the sum of my 
parts.” Hoffman's performance as 
this shallow man more than adds 
up 

The rest of the cast is also solid: 
Ethan Hawke has maybe a few too 
many tics, but he captures Hank's 
spinelessness; Albert Finney com- 
bines his bulldog physicality with 
the slack-jawed expression of an 
old man that suggests Charles’ dis- 
believing rage at what's happened 
to him; and the stage actors Brian 
F. O'Byrne and Michael Shannon 
contribute lived-in performances as 
a couple of thugs on the periphery of 
Andy's scheme. 

The movie was directed by Sid- 


ney Lumet, the 83-year-old grand 
daddy of the New York film scene 
He's directed plenty of crime pic 


tures in the past, but those ones 
were either character studies (Dog 
Day Afternoon), epic portraits 
of “the system” (Q&A, Prince of 
the City), or both (Serpico, last 
year's underrated Find Me Guilty) 
This one is more about the inevitable 
mechanics of the plot—it’s a long row 
of dominoes knocking each other 
over. Hoffman begins the movie 
fucking his wife in Brazil; little does 
he suspect he'll end up alone in Hell 
Watching him get there? Now that's 
entertainment! 








(Albert Finney) enters the picture, 


for instance, about 45 minutes into 


the film, we fully appreciate the aw- | 


fulness of what his sons have tried 
to do, the further awfulness of what

and cockroaches 








Most of the humour in the film 
derives from Adams’ wide-eyed, ut- 
terly guileless reactions to real-world 
phenomena like traffic, showers, and 
divorce. (She's taken in by Robert, an 
attorney played by Patrick Dempsey, 
who starts to suspect there may be 
something to Giselle’s wild story 
when she starts singing and sets off 
a gigantic production number that 
eventually engulfs all of Central 
Park.) The gags, except for a funny 
sequence where Giselle cleans Rob- 
ert's apartment, aren't terribly in- 
spired, but Adams’ cartoonish man- 
nerisms definitely is—I love the way 
she even delicately crooks her fingers 
the way a cartoon princess does. 

Nothing else in Enchanted is any- 
where near Adams’ level. Timothy 
Spall’s subplot as Narissa’s bumbling 
henchman devotes too much time 
to him wearing wacky disguises and 
not enough to his pathetic desire to 
win the queen's affections. A scene 
where Giselle is shown reading a 
book about female heroes like Marie 
Curie and Rosa Parks never leads to 
anything interesting. The climactic 
battle with a dragon is loud, confus- 


ing, and poorly staged. 
And it's disappointing to see the 





way Bill Kelly's script takes such , 
fun premise with a lot of satirical po 
tential and uses it to deliver such 4 
pat, familiar message. Compare En 
chanted to Woody Allen's The Purp; 
Rose of Cairo, which has a similar 
plot: Enchanted says there's no rea 
son fairytales can’t come true even 
in real life; the message of Alle: 
film is that the real world will let yo 
down, but that’s where all of us have 
to live 

I certainly didn’t want Enchanted 
to have a downer ending like Purp: 
Rose, but I hoped it would be a littl: 
more sly in its depiction of fantas 
bumping up against reality. There's 
no equivalent to the moment in 
Purple Rose where Jeff Daniels says 
“You make love without fading out 
I can't wait to see this!” 

Then again, Purple Rose didn't 
have Amy Adams, who is so de 
lightful she pretty much absolves 
Enchanted of its flaws.

“We don’t caricature Joan Crawford 
and Bette Davis,” says Darrin Hagen, 
playwright and co-star of Bitchslap! 
“We play them big.” 

Its a key distinction. Bitchslap! 
may look like a drag show about two 
Hollywood camp icons, but under- 
neath the thickly painted eyebrows, 
the giant shoulder pads, and the de- 
iciously catty insults, it’s a real play 
about two strong-willed adversaries 
who ultimately wound up prisoners 
of their own larger-than-life perso- 





nas. (It also efficiently condenses 
nearly four decades of Hollywood 
history into less than 90 minutes.) 

“It's such a juicy feud,” says Ha- 
gen, who plays Joan opposite Trevor 
Schmidt's Bette. “That was the start- 
ing-off point. And the lines are bril- 
liant-these women were so fucking 
funny when they talked about each 
other. I couldn't write lines that fun- 
ny! But I’m also fascinated by how 
their images were also constructions 
of the women who played them, 
which is sort of what I go through 
when I'm doing drag. 


“And I was also really interested 
in how we give Joan and Bette so 
much power in the play, but in fact 
gossip columnists like Hedda Hop 
per [played here by Davina Stew- 
art] had so much power behind the 
scenes—at the end, you realize they 
weren't really in charge. And finally 
there's the iconic gay status Joan and 
Bette both have—there’s one theory 
that calls them the first queer politi- 
cians, in the sense that in the 1930s 
and ’40s, when gay men had abso- 
lutely no visibility, these actresses 
acted out their dreams and fantasies 
of success onscreen.” 

But there was little sisterly solidar- 
ity between the two women, who 
became rivals almost from the mo 
ment Davis arrived in Hollywood— 
Hagen pinpoints the start of their 
feud to the moment when Crawford 
upstaged Davis at the moment she 
was about to accept an award as one 
of Hollywood's rising young stars 
by swanning into the hall with six 
male escorts in tow. Davis envied 
Crawford's glamour and star power, 
Hagen says, while Crawford knew 
she was never taken seriously as 
an actress the way Davis was. They 
exchanged barbs throughout the 
"30s and ’40s (Davis supposedly 
once quipped Crawford had “slept 
with every male star at MGM except 
Lassie”), and their clashes on the set 
of the first film they made together, 
the 1962 gothic potboiler Whatever 
Happened to Baby Jane?, are the 
stuff of legend

file in this town 

If the response that his Bette Davis 
act got at the Orlando Fringe earlier 
this year is any indication, Schmidt 
has no problem convincing anyone 
of his starpower. When the moment 
came for Schmidt to deliver Davis’ 
classic Baby Jane line, “But y’are, 
Blanche! Y'are in that chair!” Hagen 
says, “I swear, 75 gay men in the au- 
dience said it along with him. They 
were waiting for that scene!”

Skating the Unknown City

“Lhad to lay in the dirtiest alleyway I 
could imagine, that absolutely stank 
like urine, and use dirty cardboard 
to lean on so I didn't get stabbed by 
the dirty needles on the ground. [My 
friends] couldn’t understand that's 
how I spend my days off, and would 
do that for a single photo. But that's 
skate photography.” 

Nathan Matthews, 27, a lifelong 
skateboarder and part-time pho- 
tographer, has been documenting 
Edmonton's skate scene on film for 
the better part of a decade. Not a 
photographer by trade, his art can 
technically be considered the work of 
an amateur, but the results are any- 
thing but. His shots—and those of his 
friends/fellow photogs Dave Bloom 
and Jordan Frizell—speak to some se- 
rious skills behind the camera. Long- 
time photo contributors to skating 
magazines like Concrete Skateboard- 


ing, SBC Skateboard, and Color, the 
threesome is collecting their favou- 
rite shots for A Little Help From My 
Friends, a photo exhibit at Avenue 
Skatepark opening this Friday. 

“[Skate photography is] a unique 
mix of landscape photography and 
action photography,” says Matthews. 
“You want to make sure you portray 
the landscape, what the skater is 
skating, but also represent the skat- 
er themselves in the shot and what 
they're doing... You need to have the 
eye of a skateboarder to understand 
how to properly shoot it, due to the 
timing and the understanding of the 
tricks. A hundredth of a second too 
late or too soon can make or break 
a photo.” 

No question, the show's most dra- 
matic shots are the ones that cap- 
ture, with hair-trigger timing, the 
peak of a midair leap or a particu- 


interesting, and more reminiscent 
of documentary photos than action 
photos—shots of skaters away from 
the action, hanging out, talking, 
drinking 

“Most of the skaters we shoot with 
are real characters,” says Matthews. 
“They're kind of like the top skaters 
in Edmonton, the guys who are really 
pushing it—those are the guys we end 
up shooting the most. Most of the 
subjects of the show are all local... 
Skateboarding seems to attract really 
unique and creative people. Probably 
because it’s an activity where you 
have to think for yourself; there are 
no rules, no fields, no set schedule or 
ways to do it so you have no choice 
but to express yourself.” 

I can't help but notice that besides 
a few downtown shots, I don’t recog- 
nize any of the locations pictured in 
Matthews’ photographs. And even

most of which are decidedly off the 
beaten path—since, as Matthews says, 
Edmonton is the kind of spread-out, 
sprawling town where you have to 
be willing to make a cross-town trek 
to find interesting places to skate. 
Matthews personally keeps a’ “spot 
book” of the best locales for skating 
and shooting, and because his photos 
aren't just tight shots of skaters but 
of their surroundings as well, there's 
an “undiscovered Edmonton” sensi- 


bility to many of his photos. 

“We do your usual stair sets, hand 
rails, etc.,” he says, “but we also find 
ourselves in really unique places 
like abandoned warehouses, cement 
drainage ditches, dirty dark alley 
-ways, metal full pipes, ete. You end 
up in places you would never end up 
in your regular life, but there hap 
pens to be this rail there or this bank 
there, so you end up in all these weird 
places and situations.”

“It's hard not to admire Antigone,” 
observes Kathleen Weiss, University 
of Alberta drama professor and direc- 
tor of the classic Greek tragedy that 
bears the character's name. “She's 
very rigorous, Of course, she's also 
very extreme in her views—when | 
started doing the adaptation, I actu- 
ally began seeing her as a terrorist, 
and [King] Creon as a kind of George 
Bush type.” 

Now there’s further proof that 
Sophocles’ play (which stars graduat-

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ing Bachelor of Fine Arts actors Ava 
Jane Markus, Kirsten Rasmussen, 
€lena Porter, and Cole Humeny) is 
endlessly adaptable. A tragedy spun 
around the aftermath of a civil war 
in Thebes, Antigone relates as easily 
to our times as it does to that of the 
original author. 

“I wanted to work in the political 
arena,” Weiss says, “so the set looks 
like a political meeting room that’s 
been trashed by war. It's not a literal 
adaptation at all. There are chairs 
and broken chairs, a high platform 
with microphones, little flowerpots 
that are smashed. 

“The chairs are sometimes dead 
bodies, sometimes the expression of 
the weight of the past—they trans- 
form constantly, from a chair to 
being a symbol, and the actors have 
to react as such. That's hard stuff 
to do.” 

Antigone (Rasmussen) is the 
sister of Polyneices, who attacked 
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statements associated with Bush and 


Thebes with a foreign army to claim 
the throne after being exiled by his 
brother Eteocles. When she discov- 
ers that Creon (Humeny) has or- 
dered that her brother's body not 
receive funeral rites as punishment 
for his betrayal of the city, she defi- 
antly makes plans to bury him her- 
self—thereby drawing the ire of the 
King, who orders her death. 

Certain themes run 
through Antigone—which makes it 
very unusual in Greek drama—and 


feminist 


Weiss has carefully worked them 
closer to the surface. “I decided to 
look at the other women in the play,” 
she explains. “It’s very male, coming 
from a patriarchal Greek culture, and 
I wanted to explore some things—like 
the fact that Antigone is adopting a 
kind of male behaviour in her rebel- 
lion.” 

Weiss began rewriting Sophocles’ 
original, cheekily incorporating a few 
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British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
“I'd challenge anyone to see which 
parts of the text are by Sophocles 
and which are by George Bush,” she 
laughs. “It’s interesting how close it 
is.” 

To Weiss, Antigone may be mor- 
ally right in everything she does, 
but Creon can't just be painted as a 
simple villain, “His job is to protect 
the state and recover from the civil 
war,” she points out. “The real issue 
here is that neither of the characters 
will bend, so everyone suffers. I was 
interested in talking about this, be- 
cause it happens over and over again 
throughout history.” 

Weiss, who has a background in 
experimental theatre (including a 
stint as artistic director of Vancou- 
ver's Tamahnhous theatre compa- 
ny), acknowledges that her version 
of Antigone might not be for every- 
one. “Across the hall from me is this 
very brilliant Greek scholar, Alex 
Hawkins,” she says. 

“He's a very wonderful man with 
a traditional view of the play. He 
said to me in the hallway the other 
day that Tiresias [a prophet who ar- 
rives midway through the original] 
is the most important character in 
the play. I thought, ‘Oh my God—I 
just can’t tell him that I've cut Tire- 
sias!’.... I think maybe I'll just let 
him be surprised when he sees the 
performance.”

There are plays that manage to bot! 
entertain and impart some sort of 
message—take Inherit the Wind, for 
instance, or even... uh... | don’t know, 
Bitchslap!—and then there are plays 
that deserve to be seen for various 
reasons, but fall short in the all-im- 
portant entertainment category. Di- 
ary, the debut production from just 
jerks Theatre, falls into the latter 
group 

Co-written by Louise Casemore 
and Marisa Jordan, who star along- 
side Aimee Beaudoin, Diary is an 
ambitious project for two girls only 
a few months out of college. Maybe 
the memory of all that homework is 
still too fresh in their mind, because 
they seem to have forgotten that 
theatre is something that can—and 
should—be fun. 


Both literally and figuratively, Di- 
ary is full of heavy shit: one of the 
girls, you see, is a troubled, self-pro- 
fessed “cutter”; another has been 
having a long-term affair with a guy 
who's in another relationship; and 
the third... well, she can’t go number 
two. Seriously. It's an apt, if obvious 
(and disgusting) metaphor for the 
shit people won't deal with in their 
own lives—but thankfully, it's han- 
dled delicately. 

The three characters take turns 
confessing the secrets they've held 
inside for so long, which means that 
for extended stretches, the other two 
girls end up sitting idly while the 
third reveals her tale of woe to the 
audience. Once in a while, they'll 
take on the roles of elements of the 
speakers subconscious, echoing sen- 
timents or reliving moments from 
what seems like an entirely different 
life. But such moments of action are 
few and far between. 

Each of the three stories deal with 
serious issues in such an unrelenting 
and intense manner that exhaustion 
quickly sets in, and there are few 
laughs to lighten things up. Even the 
sections involving Jordan’s charac- 
ter—who as a young girl was scared 
of pooping, for crying out loud—fail 


to play the situation for the obvious 
laughs it could yield. Interestingly, 
Diary’s sole moments of humour 
appear mostly during Casemore’s 
bits. Her character, the cutter, often 
cracks jokes about her own situation, 
and these flashes of unexpected hon- 
esty serves her well 

While her two colleagues do an 
adequate job with some pretty pre- 






carious roles, its the effortlessly 
charismatic Beaudoin as the “other 
woman” who steals the show playing 
a character you normally wouldn't 
give the time of day to, let alone feel 
empathy for. Casemore and Jordan 
certainly know their way around the 
stage, but whenever the focus shifts 
to Beaudoin, it’s clear she’s in anoth- 
er league. 








Diary is a promising start for Case 











more and Jordan, whose theatrical 
instincts could stand to become a lit 
tle more dynamic, but who do show 
a welcome willingness to tackle un 
comfortable issues. 

In time, these rookies will learn 
that if jokes about self-mutilation 
have a place in “serious theatre 
surely poop jokes do too.

My heart went out to the members 
of Mostly Water Theatre just before 
the lights went down on the second 
performance of their Christmas- 
themed sketch comedy show XXX- 
mas 3: Good King WTF. Here it was 
Friday night and there were only 12 
people in the audience—not exactly 
the perfect conditions for a com- 
edy troupe to make with the funny. 
From whence would come the gales 
of appreciative laughter that so often 
induce the invariable sticks-in-the- 
mud in the crowd to laugh along? 
Because, to be honest, I was rooting 
for Mostly Water Theatre. | wanted 
to clutch my sides for an hour, then 
rush to the nearest phone and tell my 
friends how they had to come out 


and see the show. But I needed the 
show to meet me partway. 

I'd not previously heard of Mostly 
Water Theatre, but a visit to their 
website informed me these local jok- 
ers—Craig Buchert, Matt Stanton, 
Sam Varteniuk, and Trent Wilkie, 
enabled by a number of friends and 
supporters—have been doing live and 
video-based sketch comedy together 
since 2005. Certainly the clips on 
their site and their video-intensive 
live show demonstrate their potential 
to make a virtue of their low-budget 
production values, a quality that the 
staged portion doesn't really take ad- 
vantage of. 

In fact, the minimal set dressing of 
a tree, fake snow, some sad-looking 
toys and empty beverage containers 
turned out to serve no practical pur- 
pose—unless it somehow constituted 
comedy in and of itself—except to 
point out that the show is only lightly 
Christmas-themed and mostly un- 
contaminated by props. 

The impetus behind the troupe's 
comic stylings is elusive. Their com- 
edy isn’t topical, though it occasion- 
ally references pop culture; it’s not 
quite outlandish enough to pass for 
absurd; the opening song should in no 
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way lead you to expect a show based 
on parodic songs; the gags don’t turn 
on a particularly sophisticated use of 
language; there's no physical comedy 
to speak of; nor is there much effort 
devoted to creating memorable char- 
acters, or even forging quirky stage 
personae to distinguish the various 
performers from each other. 

Really, it feels as though, even this 
early in their career, Mostly Water 
might be coasting. XXXmas 3 seems 
thinly conceived, the first draft of a 
comedy show that could have been 
engaging if its creators weren't so 
easily satisfied with its superficial re- 
semblance to the kind of sketch com- 
edy they obviously admire. 

Without a distinctive spin or a uni- 
fying structure, XXXmas 3 pretty

Of all the artistic responses to the homophobic murder of Matthew Shepard in October 1998—including songs by everyone from 
Elton John to Ron Sexsmith—Moises Kaufman's play The Laramie Project is the one that will probably have the longest life, With its 
large cast of characters and its complicated, even-handed examination of Laramie residents’ responses to the crime, it's become a 
high-school staple.

The supervi- 
sor of partner facility development 
is looking at three options for the 
Terwillegar recreation centre: a 
publicly owned centre, a privately 
built and run arena from which 
the city could rent ice time, and a 
full-fledged P3 recreation centre 
entirely built and run by a private 
company. 

Mandel says P3s are not the an- 
swer for everything, but he does 
defend the arrangements as more 
efficient and accountable than city- 
built and -run facilities 

“It's one piece of the puzzle,” he 
says. “P3s are a way of delaying 
the capital investment so niunici- 
palities can put in things that are a 
greater priority.” That means more 
projects can be started at the same 
time without the city having to bor- 
Fow money or raise taxes 

But a recent report commissioned 
by the Federation of Canadian Mu- 
nicipalities (FCM) says councils 
often use privatization as a way of 
appearing fiscally responsible, and 
that costs often increase in the long 
run. 

“Officials appear to be adhering 
to ceilings on long-term debt or 
commitments,” the report reads, 
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“while benefiting de facto from the 
same asset, although generally at 
greater cost.” In other words, the 
deal might look good on paper, but 
it ultimately costs more 

Public Interest Alberta points 
to Ottawa's experience with arena 
complexes as an example of the 
dangers of P3s. Ottawa contracted 
Bell Sensplex and Serco Facilities 
to build and operate two arenas and 
recreation centres, In April, the city 
ended up bailing out Bell Sensplex 
to the tune of $1.2 million. The city 
also ended its deal with Serco be- 
cause the company had underesti- 
mated costs by $2 million a year. 

Mandel insists that concern over 
increased costs resulting from pri- 
vate sector profits are a “red her- 
ring.” He says private companies 
can make a profit and still deliver 
the same services as a publicly run 
facility because the private sector 
is more efficient, although he’s not 
clear on how exactly that happens. 
He says it's just “the nature of the 
animal,” because private companies 
are driven to make a profit whereas 
governments are concerned about 
how the project gets done. 

“It's not a carte blanche,” says 
Mandel, who argues that city 













council would scrutinize a private 
company running a public centre 
even more closely than if it were 
run by the city. “You become far 
If we build it.

Taxpayers don't re- 
ally pay that much attention to the 
operation of it, while we will scruti- 
nize whoever is operating it.” 

The FCM report disagrees with 
Mandel’s take: they found that be- 
sides costing more, the partner 
ships they looked at in Canada and 
abroad were less accountable to 
citizens. 

“P3s make the management 
of services less transparent,” the 
report says, “because it is ac- 
cepted practice in business to do 
that. In private enterprise, it is in 
nobody’s interest.” 

Costs, services, and public ac- 
countability are all factors St. Louis 
will weigh before presenting her 
recommendations to council on 
December 18. “What we are try- 
ing to get is the best value for the 
citizens,” she says, “the most ef- 
fective model possible, while sup- 
porting the public policy stuff that's 
so important.”

CITY COUNCIL: PUBLIC HEARING 
GLENORA: NOT ON OUR CORNER 

The controversial four-tower development 
at 142 Street and Stony Plain Road will be 
debated in a public hearing on December 
10, and the Glenora Community League is 
gunning to fill city council chambers with 
disgruntled citizens. 

The Glenora neighbourhood has been fight- 
ing the 270-unit Humanities Development 
Inc. project for the last three years, with 
extensive consultations with the city. 

“First and foremost we are pro-develop- 
ment,” says community league president 
Pam Wojcicki. “That comer needed to be 
cleaned up. The issue that we are sticking 
with is the sheer size of it, the magnitude. 
That equals increased traffic... It’s already 
maxed-out.” 

The city has pushed residential infill de- 
velopments as a way of curbing Edmonton's 
urban sprawl, but this project and a second 
one at 87 Street and 92 Avenue have an- 
gered downtown residents. Woicicki says the 
city just isn't listening to residents. 

Ward 4 councillor Ben Henderson prom- 
ised to vote against the project before he 
was elected, and has repeated that pledge

LEGISLATION 

SECRET TRIALS UNSTOPPABLE? 

Human rights groups are asking federal 
opposition parties to defeat changes toa 
Controversial piece of legislation allowing 
“security certificates” and reverse what they 
call “draconian” security measures on the 
part of immigration officials. 

Security certificates, which allow authorities 
to arrest non-citizens and detain them with- 
out charges or a trial, are a part of Canada's 
immigration legislation and were instituted 
after 9/1]. These detainees may then be 
deported to countries where, say critics like 
the Campaign to Stop Secret Trials, they 
face torture, All evidence against them is 
presented in secret, without the presence of 
the accused or their lawyer. New immigrants 
Still face secret trials and security certificate 
arrests in Canada, despite a Supreme Court 
ruling in February that found these mea- 
sures unconstitutional. 

In answer to the court ruling, Stephen 
Harper's Conservatives have proposed 
introducing a new system, modelled after 
the one in place in Great Britain in which 
lawyers dubbed “special advocates” would 
be allowed to see the evidence against their 
Clients but forbidden to tell anyone else 
what they've seen. 

Neither representatives from the five men 
who have been detained underthe Cana- - 
dian legislation nor the Campaign to Stop 
Secret Trials have been allowed to volce 
their concerns at a public hearing. After

Finding the Perfect Match 
There are hundreds of plant species 
that will be perfectly happy in a win- 
try home. For instance, for a sexy 
bloom, go with the Peace Lily. It’s 
simple, elegant, and thrives in dim 
corners. 

Less flamboyant is the Dracae- 
na Spike Plant, which is plain but 
drought-resistant and happy in the 
shade. Similarly tough guys include 
the Arrowhead Vine, False Aralia, 
Snake Plant, and the 
Law's Tongue. (It’s a sharp one.)

If the windows haven't quite frost- 
ed over, some of the more forgiving 
flowering plants, like the African 
Violet, Begonia, and the good ol’ Ge- 
ranium, will bloom for you.

Light: Not all plants need direct 
sunlight. Some don't even need 
much natural light. A good rule of 
thumb is that if there’s enough light 
to read by, there's enough light for 
them to survive 


Temperature: Most varieties do 
well under average room tempera 
tures. Again, if you're comfortable, 
they probably are too. 
Water 

Tap water is fine for most house- 
plants. Go ahead: stick your finger 
in there. If it's dry, add water. If not, 
check again in a couple days. Once 
a month, plants should be watered 
thoroughly and drained in the sink 
to leach salts from the soil 
Nutrition 

Unless they’re marked “exotic,” 
most houseplants don’t need fertil- 
izer. Just stick with the soil it’s sold 


in 


Soil: If you want to sound like a 
pro, ask about the soil’s drainage 
abilities, aeration, and nutrient 
holding capacity. There’s no need to 
use specialty mixes for most types 
of houseplants 


Edibles

I guess no one knew of any place 
better than North China, because | 
received not a single response. But 
that didn’t dissuade me from con- 
tinuing my search and, though I've

found some purveyors of 


Chinese cuisine, none have ever re- 
placed North China in my heart, nor 
in the veins and arteries leading into 
and out of my heart 

Of course it would be ridiculous to 
suggest there aren't any good Chi 
nese restaurants in Edmonton, but 
sometimes you have to stray from 
the beaten path and look behind 
things to find them. Case in point 
the Happy Garden restaurant, Asian 
gem of the Parkallen:’hood, nestled 
in a row of boutiques 

As.a sign proudly announces just 
inside their door, the same head chef 
and management have been running 
this establishment for the better part 
of 20 years. It almost looks like the 
prices on the menu haven't changed 
under the current regime. The most 
expensive dishes on the menu go for 
$1150, most cost around $8, and 
even traditionally expensive import- 
ed beer can be had for a mere $3.75 
(eat-in only). 

On this night my co-diner and | 
wanted to depart from our perennial 
selections and try something unique. 
We requested the Sha Cha Lamb 
($8), an order of Assorted Chinese 
Greens ($7.50), the B4 Duck ($8) 
and some steamed rice ($1.25). We 
also ordered the Hot and Sour Soup 
for two ($3.50) for old time's sake— 
or perhaps because it was so cheap. 

The brief break between ordering 
and receiving food allowed us to note 
that the management might have 
kept prices low by refraining from 
redecorating, thus passing the sav- 
ings on to the consumer. Like the 
great North China before it, Happy 
Garden maintains a modest, utilitar- 
ian dining room, mirrored pillars 
notwithstanding. 

First out of the kitchen was the 
hot and sour soup, which was not at 
all like the hot and sour soup we've 
come to expect at other places. 
Rather than the usual thick, dark, 
intense broth, this one looked more 


like chicken soup—in fact, the only

meat in it was chicken soup 
boo shoots, along with enough white 
pepper to make my lips tingle.

An album alone doesn't sufficiently 
tell enough of the story when it 
comes to the music of That 1 Guy, 
a.k.a Mike Silverman. 

For a better idea you have to check 
out a Youtube video uploaded from 
a camera phone of Silverman per- 
forming on his Magic Pipe, a seven 
foot tall piece of steel hung with one 
bass string and various electronics, 
while onlookers comment in disbe- 
lief: First audience member: “How 
the fuck do you practice on that?” 

Second member (guessing): “He 
makes it up” 


First member: “How the fuck do 
you explain that to people?” 

Second: “You don't.” 

“The first few times people see it 
they're caught off guard by the way 
that I approach the pipe,” laughs 
Silverman, who knows the video in 
question very well. 

“T play it sometimes like an upright 
bass, or sometimes like a drum. After 
awhile it becomes hard for people to 
tell where the sound is coming from 
They drop their guard, and eventu 
ally stop worrying so much about 
what's happening or where the music 
is coming from. I like that a lot.” 

Originally a classically trained 
bassist with a Dave Brubeck Jazz 
Scholarship and a few years studying 
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at the San Francisco Conservatory of 
Music, Silverman one day just went 
weird. After playing with an eight 
piece group for $50 at a San Fran- 
cisco club, the bassist jokingly told 
the owner of his plan to one day doa 
show as That 1 Guy in order to make 
gigging economically feasible—and 
the owner took him up on it 

The gauntlet laid down, Silver- 
man went to work at making his 
vague concept a concrete reality. By 
his own recollection his first solo gig 
was as ramshackle as it was inspir- 
ing, but it pointed the direction he 
wanted to go. Assembling the Magic 
Pipe, touring incessantly through the 
early part of the decade, Silverman 
built a following with his thoroughly 
unclassifiable music while opening 
for such acts as Soul Coughing, Saul 
Williams, Yo La Tengo and Bucket- 
head. 

His first album, 2003's Songs In 
The Key Of Beotch, featured songs 
like “It's Raining Meat” and “Wea- 
sel Potpie.” It sold 10,000 copies 
through internet and off the stage 
sales, an impressive feat for an inde- 
pendent artist, so much so that Ani 
DiFranco’s Righteous Babe Records 
re-released it a few years back. 

But even with a growing fan base 


and media interest Silverman is leery 
of talk about major or even indie la- 
bels—he’s kept his new release, The 
Moon is Disgusting, on his own la- 
bel, and he deflects any ideas of look- 
ing for a leap into the mainstream. 

“I really feel that the majors really 
wouldn’t know what to do with me 
anyways,” he sighs. “Where would 
they pigeonhole me? They'd have 
to find a way. Besides, I enjoy having 
control of my own music.” 

“And the fact is that the music is 
off kilter,” he admits, “right away 
they put you in the ‘wacky or weird’ 
category. Zappa, Weird Al, Primus, 
that kind of stuff—but in my own 
world it doesn't exist. It's all just mu- 
sic to me.” 

Still, Silverman has 
number of fellow travelers in his 


found a 


journey, even striking up a musical 
friendship with Buckethead, the ex 
Guns ‘n Roses guitarist who plays 
wearing a mask and a Kentucky Fried 
Chicken bucket on his head. 

“He's an interesting case,” Silver- 
man agrees, “but absolutely bril- 
liant. A lot of people can’t get past 
the mask or bucket.

Just a few more weeks until the 
feds drop what some are calling the 
“worst copyright law in the devel- 
oped world.” The bill, critics charge, 
is the result of pressure from U.S. re- 
cord labels, and, of course, would see 
Canadians facing the same kind of 
Draconian lawsuits for downloading 
song files that led to a single mom in 
the States getting fined $220,000 for 
filesharing some two dozen tracks. 
Opponents also say that, just as the 
U.S. is abandoning Digital Rights 
Management on MP3s, the Cana- 
dian law would implement similar 
measures which would track what 
consumers do with their data, and 
would block one’s ability to transfer 
purchased tracks from different de- 
vices. 

It's not all about the music, though— 
even teachers could hypothetically be 





breaking the law if they photocopy 
material for their students. 

So put the Christmas cards on 
hold; Michael Geist, a copyright law- 
yer and columnist who's spearhead- 
ing public opposition to the new law, 
has set up a public advocacy website, 
as well as the obligatory Facebook 
group, and has mapped out 30 things 
the average person can do to voice 
their concerns, including writing let- 
ters to your local MP, Prime Minister 
Harper, and Jim Prentice, Minister 
of Industry (Geist helpfully includes 
contacts for all parties.)

When I called George Pettit from 
hardcore rock band Alexisonfire for 
_ a road story this past week, I had 
high expectations—partly because 
the band tours constantly, and partly 
because I assumed a band named af- 
ter a lactating contortionist is bound 
to have a good story or two. 

















However, the interview began quite 
mundanely, with me interrupting 
George from his afternoon of TV in 
his home in St. Catherines, Ontario. 

“You know, touring’s pretty bor- 
ing,” said Pettit, and my heart fell 

He then launched into an anecdote 
about a crackhead in Jacksonville, 
Kentucky unloading his bowels on 
a sidewalk, another one about an 
intense poetry reading (woo-hoo!), 
and one about some band members 
involved in a wrestling match at a 
bar in a pit of Jell-O—but all of those 
took about as many words to relate as 
there are in this paragraph. I needed 
something longer, more epic. 

So I resorted to a prompt: “Have 
you ever played any practical jokes 
on one another?” 

“Well,” Pettit replied, “we toured 
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with this band Enter Shikari [a hard- 
core-inspired British group]. They 
toured with us in Germany, and had 
heard stories about us from this Scot- 
tish guy we know. Every time we're 
in Scotland it’s this huge riot and ev- 
erybody gets drunk and stupid shit 
happens, and so we have, like, this 
reputation in Scotland which kind of 
preceded us with these guys 

“They were kind of timid at first, 
but they wanted to get on our ‘good 
side,’ so we came back from the 
stage one time, and they had put all 
the furniture and everything in our 
green room into the shower, and had 
left this video camera that was going 
to tape our reaction.” 

So they'd been punk’d. Big deal. It 
happens, right?

“We took their camera, took all the 
stuff out of the showers, put it back 
the way it was, but made no mention 
of it. They came back that night and 
asked, ‘Did you guys see a camera in 
here?’ and we were like, ‘No, man, 
we didn't.’ So the next day,” and here 
Pettit chuckles mischievously “they 
go onstage. And they have this thing 
before they play where they have this 
electronic sample, and they all come 
out on stage and they dance. It's very 
weird-looking.

meowing ‘Happy Birthday.”

And 
we're standing at the side of the stage 
videotaping them—on their own vid- 
eo camera.” 

“What was the crowd reaction?”,

“I don’t even remember, but I can 
tell you the Alexisonfire reaction: we 
were in hysterics. It was really funny 
to watch.” He pauses. “The crowd 
was probably just very, very con- 
fused, as confused as the band was." 

‘Did it continue? Did they up the 
ante the next night?” 

“No. I think they learned their les- 
son,” Pettit says in the sonorous, 
scolding tone of a disappointed par- 
ent. Then a memory suddenly oc- 
curs to him: “Well, they did do this 
thing where they ran across the stage 
wearing these, like, sort of sumo 
wrestling outfits that pull up, you 
know?.... And then they ran across 
the stage and were like, “Ha ha, you 
got pranked on!’

minutiae of his Vancouver hometown-as 
anyone who's ever seen him foisting local 
trivia on touring rock stars can attest. 

He's also freakishly well-versed in Canadian 
punk history, and his twin obsessions lend a 
nerdily endearing quality to the music of his 
band The Evaporators, whose new album 
Gassy Jack and Other Tales makes reference 
to, obviously, local legend Gassy Jack, as 
well as B.C. landscape artist EJ. Hughes, 
and, of course, sasquatches. 

Nardwuar’s goofy brand of pop-punk is 
perfectly suited to his hyperactive persona, 
and Gassy Jack is the most fun of the band's 
three records, including standouts like the 
title track (which excoriates the yuppie 
overclass in Vancouver for pricing the poor 
out of the city) and the Uber-catchy “What 
If | Care About The People Who Live in The 
Seas Around Me?” 

Yes, kids: it's killer pop-punk fun, and you'll 
learn something too.

He's a busy man, is Guillermo Scott Herron, 
who juggles the four different pseudonyms 
under which he makes music—Savath Y 
Savalas, Piano Overlord, Delarosa and 
Asora, and Prefuse 73—with surprising ease.

There are two different movies 
about two different dead rock stars 
out right now-there’s Control, a 
grim, claustrophobic biopic about 
the short, unhappy life of Joy Divi- 
sion frontman Ian Curtis, and there’s 
About a Son, a vivid, queerly inspir- 
ing ode to Nirvana's Kurt Cobain 
that feels as capacious as the great 
outdoors of rural Washington state, 
where Cobain grew up and where 
the film was shot. 

They’re two very different mov- 
ies, but they have at least one thing 
in common: their unwillingness to 
participate in the hero-worshipping 
and mythmaking that accompanies 
most attempts to tell the stories of 
pop culture martyrs. (Val Kilmer ’s 
ridiculous white-boy shaman act in 
Oliver Stone’s The Doors comes to 
mind.) In Control, rock 'n’ roll looks 
as boring as Ian Curtis’ day job at 
the employment council. In About 
a Son, rock isn’t boring, exactly, but 
it’s not an escape from the humdrum 
realities of everyday life either. It’s 
just kind of there, a soundtrack to 
school, jobs, marriage and kids. The 
film could easily (if pretentiously) 
have been called Kurt Cobain: An 
American Life. 


“Tt was just the story of what it 
was to be a regular guy, kind of an 
ordinary guy from this logging town 
on the coast of Washington state, 
and the unlikeliness of him be- 
coming the biggest rock star in the 
world,” says About a Son director 
A.J. Schnack. “When I started work 
on it, my nephew was just turning 13 
and starting to get into Nirvana, and 
when he was asking me about Nirva- 
na and about Kurt, it was pretty clear 
that his entire perception of who 
Kurt was was clouded by the contro- 
versies at the end of Kurt's life, the 


drug abuse and the conspiracy theo- 
ries [about his death]. And much of 
what we've seen about Kurt has fo- 
cused on his death, and on those last 
several months, last days, of his life 
It reminded me that the person who 
most of us came to know in the late 
*80s and early '90s was not clouded 
by any of that.” 

About a Son is unique, as far as 
movies about deceased people go, 
in that it’s narrated entirely by its 
subject. Cobain taped 25 hours of 
interviews with journalist Michael 
Azerrad (who wrote the band’s un-

provide the film’s only narration. 
Schnack and 
Wyatt Troll set about capturing Co- 
bain’s life story in three acts: Aber- 
deen, Olympia, and Seattle, named 
after the three cities he lived in (not 
including a six-month sojourn in Los 
Angeles near the end of his life)

In the Aberdeen segment, we hear 
Cobain talking about growing up 
an outsider in a “redneck town.” 
He calls himself a “Martian baby,” 
lamenting his loneliness living in a 
rural backwater. “I used to talk to my 
real family in the stars every night,” 
he says at one point, and while it 
sounds a little pie-in-the-sky, it also 
underscores the universality of his 
story—artistically inclined misfit 
dreams of acceptance, of love, and 
the big city (in his case, Seattle). _ 

But before we get there, we go’to 
Olympia, a bohemian college town 
further north, where Cobain got his 


. first taste of musical success. A live- 


lier, artsier place, Cobain obviously 
found a community more to his lik- 
ing there, though he still didn’t feel at 
home-—he seems to have had a knack 
for making himself the outsider in 


every situation. (You understand 
why he doesn’t fit it in Aberdeen. But 
when he can't seem to find a com 
munity in Olympia either, or even 
Seattle, you start to wonder what the 
hell was really wrong with this guy 
He even says, at one point particu 
larly self-pitying point, “I just cannot 
get along with average people. I just 
have to tell them how much I can't 
stand them.”) 


THE BEGINNING OF THE END 
Rather than interview family and 
friends, Schnack has shot dreamy 
cinematic collages of the towns 
where Cobain lived: when he talks 
about the torments of high school, 
we see the hallways of the school to- 
day, and the kids there now. When 
he talks about his job cleaning chim 
neys at a hotel, we see the guy who 
does the same job today. The film 
is a montage of hardscrabble town 
scapes, misty Pacific Northwest for- 
ests, city streets, and the dilapidated 
houses and apartments that Cobain, 
at one time or another, lived in. 
Kurt Cobain, the message seems 
to be, did not drop out of the sky 4

He rationalizes his drug use, 
issues vague threats against music 
journalists he feels have unfairly tar- 
geted him and his family, and vents 
about how bored he is with Nirvana 
and his career. (He would kill himself 
a little over a year after the last of the 
interviews.) He's spent a tiresome 
amount of time complaining so far, 
but once he starts talking about the 
present, his rancour is boundless. 

“Everything was there on the 
tapes,” says Schnack. “He could re- 
ally be be incredibly clear-eyed and 
lucid, but in the same conversation 
he could turn really deluded and par- 
anoid.... As we get toward the end, 
you kind of get to what I see as ey- 
erything falling apart. Clearly there's 
a very delusional quality to the way 
he talks about his drug use. There's 
a real sense of paranoia toward the 
end of the film.” 

Was Schnack surprised by any as- 
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pect of Cobain’s character? 

“He was funnier than I expected 
him to be, not like telling jokes, but 
he was witty... All the interview 
tapes were being sent to me at the 
same time that I saw [Gus Van Sant’s 
2005 film] Last Days, in which he’s 
just portrayed as this mumbling, 
drugged-out freak. I was really hap- 
py listening to the tapes in the after- 
math of that, that Kurt is so articu- 
late, and I was glad he had so much 
interesting stuff to say.” 


A DIFFERENT KIND OF 
SOUNDTRACK 

The film's soundtrack contributes 
more biography. Besides some 
(beautiful) incidental music com- 
posed by Death Cab for Cutie’s Ben 
Gibbard, the soundtrack is replete 
with the songs that would’ve been 
found in Cobain's record collection. 
Arlo Guthrie, Creedence Clearwater 
Revival (Cobain briefly played in 
a CCR cover band), R-€.M., Mud- 
honey, The Vaselines, David Bowie— 
it's a biographical mixtape. 

“That was one of my favourite 
parts of doing the film,” Schnack 
says. “You get this huge stack of 
CDs, which is basically all the bands

like a rebel.”—Kurt Cobain 


Kurt loves, and then it becomes this 
puzzle, because you're going through 
and you're choosing: ‘Okay, well, I 
need something for the Aberdeen 
section, so it has to be something he 
was listening to at that time, and it 
has to fit in thematically.’” 

There's one bit early in the mov- 
ie when we see the lumber mill 
where Cobain's father used to work. 
Cobain is telling us a story about how 
his father would take him to the mill 
and dump him in the office while he 
went outside to count the two-by- 
fours. Cobain would sit in the office, 
draw, make prank phone calls, and 
sometimes go out to his dad's truck 
to play Queen's News of the World 
on the stereo. When Schnack cuts 
to some contemporary mill workers 
doing the same monotonous worka- 
day job while Queen rocks out on the 
soundtrack, the dichotomy between 
the dulling routine of the work and 
the excitement of the music becomes 
a perfect encapsulation of adolescent 
yearning and small-town ennui. 

These early scenes are moving 
and hopeful, in their way—things 
could’ve gone differently, you think. 
They're certainly what I’d like to re- 
member about Cobain, and it seems 


“I just wanted some excitement in my 
life.... and it just seems like she'sa magnet 
for excitement. Like, if we were walking 
down the street together someone would 
attack us with a knife, just because she 
seems like that kind of person.... I felt 








like they’re what Schnack would like 
to remember as well. 


The messy end of Cobain’s life we 
already know: paranoid, angry, bur- 
dened rather than liberated by his 
talent, and in constant pain from 
manic-depression, stomach prob- 
lems, and scoliosis. When the film 
finally gets around to the Seattle 
chapter, the shot of the city’s skyline 
in the gloom of encroaching dusk is 
as potent a bit of foreshadowing as 
we need to sense where things are 
headed. 

But back in Aberdeen, the ugly 
little town on the Wishkah River, 
About a Son finds its most compel- 
ling and revealing look at its sub- 
ject-a kid who once thought the 
whole United States was “about as 
big as my backyard,” who marched 
around the neighbourhood with a 
big bass drum strapped to his chest 
singing Beatles songs, who could've 
been anything—and who was, for a 
while, exactly what he’d wanted to 
be, even if he was too consumed by 
loathing for himself and everyone 
else to appreciate it. ; 

In the beginning, his sad, swift, 
ugly decline almost seems like some- 
one else's story. Almost.

Redacted is the second film Brian De 
Palma has made in his career based 
on a true story of U.S. troops rap- 
jhe and murdering a teenaged girl. 
ygthe first was 1989's Casualties of 
War, which is one of the most sear- 
ing, unforgettable movies ever made 
About the way war can erode men's 
conscience—but it flopped at the box 
office, and to this day it’s regarded 
dismissively by people who haven't 
seen ,it, largely because it co-stars 
the “lightweight” TV actor Michael 
J. Fox. Casualties showed De Palma 
at the height of his powers behind 
the camera, taking all of the visual 
techniques that were a signature of 
his thrillers—split-focus shots, com- 
plexly staged action setpieces, ago- 
nizing slow-motion—and using them 
to dramatize both the horror of the 
soldiers’ crime and the agony of the 
one member of the platoon who is 
unable to prevent it from happen- 
ing. 

But in Redacted, which is set at a 
U.S. military checkpoint in Samarra,

De Palma—at the age of 67—has de- 
cided to completely reinvent him- 
self as a filmmaker. Gone is the 
masterfully controlled camerawork 
of Femme Fatale and Blow Out, re- 
placed by a patchwork quilt of faked 
“found footage”: soldiers’ home 
movies, surveillance videos, blog 
entries. (De Palma’s surprising late- 
career embrace of a brand-new low- 
budget visual grammar echoes David 
Lynch's embrace of digital video in 
Inland Empire.) 

So while the outlines of De Pal- 
ma's story—which was inspired by 
the 2006 rape and murder of the 
14-year-old Iraqi girl Abeer Qasim 
Hamza al-Janabi—are an eerie echo 
of the real-life story that inspired Ca- 
sualties of War, De Palma’s message 
is more explicitly, urgently political 
this time around. De Palma's mov- 
ies have always arguably been more 
about images than characters, but 
that's especially true of Redacted, in 
which he demands to know why so 
few images of the human cost of the 
war in Iraq have been seen in North 
America—why images of dead U.S. 
soldiers and dead Iraqi civilians have 
been systematically suppressed by 
the mainstream media and relegated 
to the semi-underground Internet 
sources that he replicates through- 
out the film 

De Palma knows the power of im-

Also, De Palma’s attempts at dupli- 
cating the feel of soldiers’ homemade 
videos or left-wing online screeds re- 
sults in an intentionally strident act- 
ing style.

almost too cruel even for a De Palma 
movie: Redacted has itself been re- 
dacted. 

One big caveat: Redacted is not a 
perfect movie. It feels like something 
scribbled down and filmed as quickly 
as possible, a film made in the heat of 
passion. It's reckless. Frequently, De 
Palma visibly struggles to find ways 
to make plot points without violating 
his “found footage” structure—his 
decision to have a few of the soldiers’ 
arguments play out in front of a sur- 
veillance camera (which, inexplica- 
bly, has been equipped with sound) 
particularly strains credulity. 


indeed, the computer screen might 
be Redacted’s ideal medium.) 

But Redacted also feels alive and 
risky and engaged in a way that the 
big Hollywood movies about Iraq, 
like Rendition and Lions for Lambs, 
simply do not. De Palma isn’t merely 
“concerned” about Iraq, the way Li- 
ons for Lambs director/star Robert 
Redford is—he’s practically quiv- 
ering with anger and outrage. He 
doesn't want to show you two actors 
pretending to die in a fake-looking 
Afghanistan set; he wants to shove 
actual photos of dead Iraqis in your 
face. And he doesn’t care about mak-

ing his message “palatable,” like 
Redford; he wants you to recoil 
He's willing to piss off not just Bill 
O'Reilly, but everyone in the audi- 
ence. (Even those who don't already 
think De Palma's nothing but a has- 
been hack.) 

Flawed, messy, contradictory, of- 
ten unconvincing: Redacted is all of 
these things. It also happens to be 
essential viewing. 








BRIAN DE PALMA, 
PRO AND CON 


He's Steven Spielberg's best friend and 
Quentin Tarantino's favourite director, but 
Brian De Palma has never enjoyed either 
Splelberg’s reliable mass popularity or 
Tarantino's hipster cachet. Instead, he's 
carved out a niche for himself as the most 
polarizing director in Hollywood, passion- 
ately defended by a small coterie of critical 
admirers (Armond White once famously 
declared, “Any reviewer who pans Mission 
to Mars doesn't not understand movies, let 
alone like them”), derided by everyone else 
as the hack responsible for Bonfire of the 
Vanities and Snake Eyes. 

As a public service, here's SEE’s guide 
to the key talking points in the De Palma 
debate, Keep it in your wallet; that way, if 
you ever run into a Salon film critic, you'll be 
Prepared to tussle. 


He’s a misogynist. 

Yes: De Palma became the feminist 
Movement’s Public Enemy #1 in the late 
70s thanks to the sex-and-violence 
extravaganza Dressed to Kill, with its 

erotic opening dream sequence and a really 
8raphic razor murder in an elevator—both 
Starring Angie Dickinson. And do we have to 
explain the ugly symbolism of that scene in 
Body Double where a woman is killed with a 
Power drill? 

No: De Palma demonstrates outrage at 


the victimization of women throughout 
his filmography—just look at how he forces 
the viewer to empathize with Sissy Spacek 
in Carrie, Thuy Thu Le in Casualties of War, 
Mia Kirshner in The Black Dahlia. And what 
is Femme Fatale but a cheeky salute to the 
cosmic power of sisterhood? 


He’s nothing but a Hitchcock ripoff 
artist. 

Yes: Obsession steals from Vertigo. Dressed 
to Kill steals from Psycho. Body Double 
steals from Rear Window. Can't De Palma 
come up with any ideas of his own? 

No: Sure, De Palma makes use of many 
Hitchcockian tropes—not as an endin 
themselves, though, but as a springboard 
for his own thematic concerns: humans are 
fallible, images are unreliable, no one is who 
they appear to be. And thrillers like Sisters, 
Phantom of the Paradise, and Raising Cain 
have a twisted, flamboyant ridiculousness 
that’s unique to De Palma. 


He barely knows how to direct! 

Yes: Bonfire of the Vanities, Wise Guys, The 
Black Dahlia, Snake Eyes, Mission to Mars... 
how many terrible movies does one man 
have to make before people stop hiring 
him? Even his biggest hit, Mission: Impos- 
sible, had a plot that was almost impossible 
to follow. 

No: Maybe you weren't watching it closely 
enough—De Palma makes his plot points 
visually, not verbally, which often confounds 
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viewers who don't know how to “read” cin- 
ematic images. And no director responsible 
for the art gallery sequence in Dressed to 
Kill, Carrie's prom-night rampage, or the 
opening Cannes heist in Femme Fatale can 
be accused of incompetence 
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on screen

They're wandering through the 
audience while playing brassy fan- 
fares, fishing in concrete ponds at 
the entrance to halls, intermingling 
and dancing with one another, tell- 
ing story after story for the camera, 
for each other, for anyone who hap- 
pens to be passing by. 

When the Road Bends packs in 
every stereotype about Gypsies you 
can think of—in front of the camera 
they're colourful, ebullient, charm- 
ing, impossible to control, and rarely 
without an instrument in hand. Hail- 
ing from four different countries 
(the Romani originated in India, but 
spread through Europe and the Mid- 


(“Queen of the Gypsies”), India’s 
Maharaja, and Antonio €] Pipa's Fla- 
menco Ensemble from Andalusia, 
are caught checking out America as 
America checks them out in turn. 

Divided between backstage and 
between-show antics, live footage 
from the tour and glimpses of their 
homes, When the Road Bends at- 
tempts to draw together these dis- 
parate Gypsy cultures in a way that 
isn't dry or scholarly. 

It's a fairly successful attempt. The 
tour footage—which was partially 
shot by cinéma-vérité legend Albert 
Maysles—is wonderful. Far from be- 
ing a series of reverent worldbeat 
concerts, the musicians ham it up 
for themselves as well as the crowds, 
dancing and singing off-mic, ignor- 


stage—finding common ground, they 
slip into musical fusions that aston- 
ish and delight them as well as the 
viewer. 

Dellal also shows snippets of each 
band’s delineating 
the way in which they're integral to 


home village, 


area in which they come from. Esma 
Redzepova—a powerhouse of a sing- 
er—proudly presents a few of the 47 
kids adopted by her and her husband 
while Taraf de Haidouks are shown at 
a wedding back in Romania, as well 
as the funeral of their leader.

First off, let me just say that I haven't 
read Philip Pullman's His Dark Ma- 
terials trilogy, of which The Golden 
Compass is the first volume. I also 
haven't read the Harry Potter books, 
but I will hazard a comparison be- 
tween Chris .Columbus’ adapta- 
tion of Harry Potter and the Phi- 
losopher’s Stone and Chris Weitz’s 
much-anticipated adaptation of The 
Golden Compass. In both cases, even 
though I had no foreknowledge of 
the events in either book, I felt like 
each film felt more like a checklist of 
the book's key scenes that had to be 
included in order to get onto the next 
film in the franchise. 

That isn’t to say that The Golden 
Compass isn't full of visually stun- 
ning moments, or that it falls as ut- 
terly flat in creating feelings of sus- 
pense (which is certainly the case 
with the first Harry Potter film). But 
the way important characters are 
crammed in and motivations glossed 
over, and given the abrupt “ending,” 
The Golden ‘Compass doesn't entire- 
ly satisfy as a stand-alone cinematic 
experience. But perhaps, thanks to 
the countless literary fantasy series 
that have been. transformed. into

blockbuster film franchises, you're 
becoming accustomed to that 

Young Dakota Blue Richards ably 
leads the cast of The Golden Com- 
pass as Lyra Belacqua, an orphan 
cared for by the staff and faculty of 
Jordan College in a world where peo- 
ple’s souls live outside their bodies in 
the form of animal familiars called 
daemons. Lyra’s uncle, Lord Asriel 
(Daniel Craig), arrives at the college 
to request support for his latest ex- 
pedition to the far north to discover 
the source of enchanted dust that 
points to the existence of countless 
alternate universes. This is just the 
kind of knowledge that the Magiste- 
rium, those grey-faced bureaucrats 
in charge of this world, want to sup- 
press, the better to keep the populace 
in line. 

Lyra is invited by the glamorous 
Mrs. Coulter (Nicole Kidman), a pa- 
tron of the college, to go see the sto- 
ried Far North, where all this action 
is brewing. Before she leaves, Lyra is 
presented with the titular compass— 
an “alethiometer” that reveals hid- 
den truths about this world and oth- 
ers—with strict instructions to keep 
it secret. When it turns out that Mrs 
Coulter is in league with the Magis- 
terium and the shadowy Gobblers, 
who have been kidnapping children 
for nefarious purposes, Lyra em- 
braces her destiny and joins forces 
with a ragtag team of allies—gypsies, 
an aeronaut (Sam Elliott), an ar- 
moured polar bear (voiced by Sir Ian 
McKellen), a witch (Eva Green)—to 
rescue her friends.

enthralling, detailed, retro-futuris- 
tic backdrops for all the action and 
keep things moving at a breathless 
pace—they have to in order to lay the 
groundwork for the next two install- 
ments of the trilogy.

Usha Gupta Breaks Her Silence 


GOING 10 DAYS WITHOUT TALKING 
ENABLED CHOREOGRAPHER TO 
CREATE NEW SHOW... AND FIND 
INNER PEACE 

In 2005, Usha Gupta felt unwell. 
Actually, not just unwell, but trapped 
within an all-pervasive sense of unease. 
She suffered from constant headaches, 
and her mood was, if not depressed, 
then at least one of persistent sadness. 
As a veteran dancer and choreographer, 
she was used to having her body and 
her mind work in harmony with each 
other, and she began searching for a 
way of reuniting them. 

Finally, on the recommendation of her 
nephew, she elected to travel to a retreat 
in the Vancouver area for 10 days of 
Vipassana meditation. For 10 days, she 
was not allowed to speak or communi- 
cate in any way with the other people in 
the compound—even eye contact was to 
be avoided. Music was forbidden, as was 
any sort of reading material. She could 
‘eat, but in moderation, and not at all af- 
ter 4 p.m. The lights went out at 9 p.m., 
and the whole routine of meditation and 
prayer would begin again the next morn- 
ing. 

To repeat: she paid for this. 

And she would recommend the expe- 
riénce to anyone. When the retreat was 
over and she returned to the outside 
world, instead of screaming and sing- 
ing for a few hours while gorging on ice 


cream sundaes, Gupta began working 
on a new dance piece that she conceived 
during those long hours of silence 

“After the first three or four days [of 
the retreat], | was so emotional,” she 
says. “I felt contentment and satisfac- 
tion and peace in my mind—My anger 
and aggressiveness was totally subdued, 
I cried like anything. I’d never felt that 
kind of moment before. And when | 
came out, | found myself looking back 
on my past and asking what I had done 
all of my life? And | said, ‘Well, | was a 
maiden, I was a wife, | was a mother. I 
have done my duties, and now | should 
find something for myself.’” 

The piece Gupta developed, entitled 
Nari... Nari... Nari—My Love, consists of 
three dances that she feels symbolize the 
three stages of womanhood, or perhaps 
more accurately, the three types of love 
that govern women at various points in 
their lives. First, she says, comes roman- 
tic love; then, the unconditional love a 
mother feels for her child; and finally 
and most importantly, “meditative love,” 
a feeling of tranquility and self-fulfill- 
ment mingled with an awareness of 
one’s connection with nature—the wis- 
dom of the crone. 

That's Gupta’s word, not mine, but 
she wouldn't mind if I used it—as far 
“crone” doesn't de- 
serve its negative connotations. “It’s part 
of a woman's life, a woman's journey,” 


as she's concerned, 


says Gupta, who is 66 years old. “Even 
at that stage of life, after her children 
are grown, she keeps on loving, and 
that’s very beautiful. It may not be how 
every woman feels, but it's certainly how 
I felt after my retreat. I loved my own 
body, I loved myself, and I felt 1 should 
give this message to other women.” 

For Nari, Nari, Nari's premiere per- 
formance, Gupta has intentionally sur- 
rounded herself with a mixture of youth 
(best exemplified by 12-year-old dancer 
Riya Alika Mittal) and experience (in- 
cluding veteran composer Praveen D. 
Rao). It's one more manifestation of 
Gupta’s state of mind following her rée- 
treat—her newfound eagerness to move 
forward creatively and a refreshed ap- 
preciation for her past. 

“I do find myself starting to say things 
my mother used to say,” she says with a 
laugh. “But I’m also a woman of today. 
And so I don't feel restricted by tradi- 
tional [Indian choreography]. My work 
is based on daily life. 1 keep my traditions 
in the back of my mind, but I still dance 
with my granddaughter, I dance with my 
children, I dance with my friends, and 
they are all from today!” 

And many of them have been inspired 
to visit the same Vipassana retreat Gupta 
did. But she’s unsure whether they came 
out of the experience with ideas for 
new dances. Appropriately, they're not

Antagonistic Antigone

Sophocles’ Antigone is a classic, 
one of the most produced plays in 
the ancient Greek canon, Almost 
everyone is familiar with the name, 
if not the story: in the aftermath of 
civil war, Antigone, a royal princess 
of the house of Thebes, defies her 
uncle Creon, the new king, opting to 
follow universal justice rather than 
the justice of man, and completes 
the tragic downward cycle that has 
plagued her family for generations. 
Justice, vengeance, and fate all vie 
for top-billing, a distinction that ul- 


timately goes to the young woman» 


who prefers death to a life without 
honour. 

That's the basic substance of 
Sophocles’ play. However, the new 
Studio Theatre production, adapted 
and directed by University of Alber- 
‘a drama professor Kathleen Weiss, 
'sn't Sophocles—this is a whole new 
Play, bearing only the most formal 
of resemblances to the ancient Anti- 
gone. Cutting several key characters 
(including the blind prophet Tiresias, 






a pivotal figure in Sophocles’ ver- 
sion) and replacing the chorus with 
a moralizing journalist, Weiss’ script 
is self-consciously modern, a family 
drama written on a large scale. This 
makes for some uneasy moments, 
particularly when the ancient and 
the contemporary texts clash. For 
example, a particularly beautiful 
speech comparing the effects of 
Love and War (as gods, symbols, 
and physical events) on humanity 
has been retained, albeit in a much 
edited fashion, but now seems out of 
place, improperly poetic compared 
with much of the new script. 

The too-small cast doesn't really 
fill the space available to them, al- 
though individual performances are 
interesting. Kirsten 
Antigone isn’t the typical “weep- 
ing princess”; rather, she’s a tough,

Case in point: a lovely 
moment in which the two discuss 
Antigone’s impending doom, simul- 
taneously mourning and playing a 
childish game. Cole Humeny, who

Ismene, two characters who have 


Eurydice Porter) and 
very small parts in the original, are 
heavily featured here, sometimes act 
ing as a chorus, sometimes as people 
engaged in a life-or-death struggle to 
save their family. This creates some 
new and interesting moments as 
well as some unfortunate ones. For 
example, Eurydice replaces Tiresias 
as the voice of reason, the dissenter 
who attempts to save Creon from his 
own arrogance~ a move that seems 
as blatantly out of character as the 
language, borrowed from Sophocles, 
which speaks of sacrifices offered, 
plagues coming, and prophesized 
doom. Making a Cassandra of €u- 
rydice doesn't help the story or the 
characters develop the pity and ter- 
ror necessary for tragedy 


The most interesting element of 


Weiss’ adaptation for me is her use 


of physical theatre. Traditionally, 
there would have been much song 
and dance in a Greek tragedy and 
Weiss has taken up the challenge 
to stylize her actors’ movements 
while maintaining a contemporary 
feel. But certain characters, Eu- 
rydice in particular, are assigned 
choreographed motions that seem 


falsely ritualistic and, frankly, make 
the already crowded stage seem too

here too—a touching and 
sexy lift performed by Antigone and 
her fiancé Haemon (Richard Lee) 
comes to mind, as does Creon and 
Eurydice’s spectacularly beautiful 
closing “dance of Death.” 

In a beautifully ravaged set that 
evocatively portrays the destruction 





of war arid the political glorification 
of power that coincides with the rise 
of a tyrant, the cast of this new pro- 
duction dances, sings, chants, and 
screams. There is constant action, 
extreme physical movement, tons of 
interesting tableaux... and very little 
real tragedy. 

The vulgarly moralizing tone of 
the script takes away from the sim- 
ple beauty of Antigone, a beauty that 
should go from pity and terror to ca- 
tharsis in only a few moments, not 
a few didactic speeches and overdra- 
matic headlines. Although endlessly 
adaptable, perhaps Antigone should 
be left as she is.

WHERE'S MY JETPACK? A GUIDE TO THE AMAZING

Daniel H. Wilson wants to know why 
he can't strap on a jetpack and head 
to the nearest Starbucks. Wilson, 
29, who recently received his Ph.D. 
from the Robotics Institute of Carn- 
egie Mellon University, has written 
a follow-up book to his 2006 satiri- 
cal romp, How to Survive the Robot 
Uprising (voted book of the year in 
2006 by Wired Magazine), which 
instructed humans on how they can 
combat the inevitable robot rebellion. 
That book is now being turned into a 
movie starring Mike Myers. 

Wilson's pop 
ence approach is an irresistible info- 
tainment blend, and in Where's My 


culture-meets-sci- 


Jetpack, he once again indulges in his 
obvious fascination with mechani- 
cal creatures from robot servants 
to robot pets, as well as many more 
far-fetched concepts dreamed up by 
starry-eyed 20th-century scientists 
and fills them out in a witty, non- 
nerdy treatise that even science-hat- 
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ers will love. British illustrator Rich- 
ard Horne complements the overall 
product with rounded two-colour 
images that look like futuristic pro- 
motional posters from Expo '67. 
Some of Wilson's most entertain- 
ing and illuminating chapters deal 
with long dead and outrageous pie- 
in-the-sky concepts that he argues 
are candidates for a comeback, Lux- 
ury airships, such as the doomed, hy- 
drogen-filled Hindenburg, are a good 
example. Wilson says they’re more 
efficient than jet aircraft for mass 
travel and are due to return by 2010 
(Don't worry: this time, they'll be 
filled with helium.) Wilson has done 
his research too: he skillfully relates 
past and present scientific flirtations 
with jetpacks, flying cars, hover- 
boards, teleportation, smart houses, 
space vacations, mind-reading devic- 
es, invisible camouflage, x-ray specs, 
ray guns, cryogenic freezing, under- 
water hotels, and moon colonies 
The strangest concept of them 
all is the “space elevator’—actu- 
ally a three-foot-wide ribbon thinner 
than a sheet of paper, 62,000 miles 
long and apparently a cheaper way 
to transport goods into space than 
the space shuttle. Once it's built, of

space elevator,” Wilson writes. “It is 
lightweight, 100 times stronger than 
steel, and as flexible as plastic... The 
only drawback is cost—at current 
prices the material for a long enough 
nanotube cable would cost over a 


billion dollars.” Not to mention com- 
mercial aircraft and the new helium 
Hindenburg competing for increas- 
ingly congested airspace. 

Wilson cheekily emphasizes that 


people must demand _technologi- 
cal improvements in a so-far disap- 
pointing 21st century. “We cannot sit 
by idly,” he writes, “while our chil- 
dren walk to school instead of riding 
hoverboards, while newlyweds spend 
their honeymoons in aboyeground 
hotels instead of in underwater ho-

The harshly lit main room at the In- 
glewood community hall was mostly 
empty when | arrived for the league's 
general meeting. 

During the election of the new 
board, not one new name was put 
forward, and the current president 
and vice-presidents unenthusiasti- 
cally agreed to serve another year. 
By the middle of the meeting, over 
a dozen residents had appeared to 
hotly debate how to fight a neighour- 
hood redevelopment proposal which 
includes highrise apartment build- 
ings. The participants were not the 
cross-community group I'd imag- 
ined. From the tenor of the debate, I 
could tell I was the only apartment- 
dweller in the room. I was also the 
only person under 30. 

Colette Krezanowski knows the 
feeling. When she enters the South 
Clareview Community League hall 
in northeast Edmonton, she’s the 
youngest person in the room, 

Even though the 30-year-old 
mother and part-time small business 
owner moved from Clareview to 
McLeod a couple years ago, she still 
spends 15 to 20 hours a week vol- 
unteering for the South Clareview 
league. She returns to Clareview be- 
cause there aren't enough volunteers 
to keep the league running, and she 
doesn’t want the already-struggling 
neighbourhood to lose its arena and 
community hall. 

Glenora, a more affluent neighour- 
hood near the downtown, faces the 
same volunteer problem, says prési- 
dent Pam Wojcicki. She's been a 
member of the Glenora league for 15 
years and rernembers a timte- when 
4 much greater proportion of the 
neighbourhood was involved. 

“We had way more volunteers,” 
she says, “We had a New Year's 
Eve carnival, a winter festival, pub 
Nights, tons of stuff. And we had 
different people doing each of those 
activities.” 

The problem is the same across 
the city, says Allan Bolstad, presi- 
dent of the Federation of Com- 
Munity Leagues and a former city 
‘ouncilor. Although the federation 
boasts 40,000 members across the 
“ty and will add a couple of new 
leagues in 2008, some leagues are 
uffering from the same shortage of 
clunteers that has hit organizations

The 
result is a lot of proposals affecting 
everyday life in the neighbourhood, 
but fewer energetic young people 
to examine each new proposal, fig- 
uring out their impact, and voic- 
ing concerns about them at public 
meetings and city hall. Leagues also 
require a lot of volunteer time: the 
Glenora Community League, one of 
the more politically active leagues 
in the city, has been fighting a Hu- 
manities Development proposal for 
142 Street and Stony Plain Road for 
three years. The committee working 
on the developrnent proposal has 
roughly eight people working at least 
15 hours a week 

The fight against high-density de- 
velopments could be one factor in 
the lack of volunteers. Pam Wojcicki 
has tried to recruit younger people | 
by approaching the members of 
the preschool co-operative that's af- 
filiated with the community league 
“We didn’t get a lot of response,” she 
says, “and the response that we did 
get was, as you put it, ‘an outlook | 
problem.’ It's so far from the truth 
and it bothers me.” | 

She's aware that community leag- 
es have a reputation for espousing a | 
selfish “Not In My Backyard” men- | 
tality, but she argues that the traffic 
problems created by high-density | 
projects like the one at 142nd and | 
Stony Plain affect the whole city. It’s 
easy to make community leages a | 
target, she says, but she thinks they 
are standing up for what they see as 
the best interests of the community.

BUTLER PREPARES FOR BATTLE 
Michael Butler was acclaimed as the 
provincial NDP candidate in Edmonton- 
Rutherford on Wednesday, December 5 

Butler says he's entering provincial 
politics in order to build support networks 
for families dealing with violence. He's 
pushing for an increase in the number of 
social service workers. His wife, Stephanie 
Rae-Butler, was killed in April, and his 
younger brother Kenneth Butler is under 
arrest for the crime. 

The 26-year-old owns a small insulation 
installation business. He has no previous 
political experience, but he doesn't see 
that as a liability. “I don't want to make 
myself a politician,” he says. “It’s just about 
real-life issues.” 

He'll be running against Liberal MLA 
Rick Miller. In 2004, the finance critic won 
the riding by about 3,000 votes, unseating 
Tory MLA lan McClelland. In that election, 
NDP candidate George Slade came in third, 
roughly 3,000 votes behind McClelland. In 
2001, McClelland beat Rick Miller by 600 
votes. In the 1997 and 1993 elections, the 
Tories won the southwestern riding. 


TEMPORARY FOREIGN WORKERS « 
PROVINCIAL INSPECTORS 

$1 MILLION FOR TFW OVERSIGHT 

Two advisory offices for Temporary Foreign 
Workers (TFWs) were announced on 
Monday, December 10. The offices include 
inspectors who will visit worksites, inter- 
view workers and employers, and examine 
payrolls, The office and inspectors will cost 
$1 million annually. 

“Because they are becoming a bigger 
part of the picture, we know that there are 
certain things that we need to do to ensure 
they are treated fairly,” says Bart Johnson, 
a provincial spokesperson for Employ- 
ment, Immigration and Industry. 

However, workers facing housing prob- 
lems or illegal recruitment fees must still 
go though the federal Customs and Immi- 
gration department, as the TFW program 
is not administered by the province. 

Last week the Alberta Federation of 
Labour TFW advocate Yessy Byl released a 
six-month report calling the TFW program 
an “unqualified disaster.” The report 
did recommend increased government 
oversight of the TFW program, but it also 
called for rent ceilings, minimum housing 
standards, and that the province allow 
workers to apply for citizenship without 
the support of their employers. 

This year, 2,500 foreign workers were 
sponsored for immigration by their 
employers, and the provincial government 
aims to increase that figure.

DJs are boring. They sashay into 
town, play other people's records, 
clap their hands, grin like beatific 
dolts, and seldom leave a real im- 
pression on the heard-it-all-before 
crowds who are probably (luckily) 
too high or drunk to remember any- 
way. 

As such, one can’t help but feel a 
little cheated by the Shapeshifters, 
the U.K.-based duo of Simon Marlin 
and Max Reich, who will be play- 
ing Edmonton this week—but not in 
their more innovative guise as part 
of a seven-piece house music dance 


band.

Over the phone from West Lon- 
don, Marlin, 38, empathizes because 
the Shapeshifters’ live act really is 
that good. He can’t, however, say 
the same for other dance bands he’s 
managed to catch live 

“A lot of them are quite naff, to 
be honest,” he says. “They’re really 
not bands at all, just a live PA setup. 
This year, we've mainly been tour- 
ing as DJs. We make sure it's billed 
properly, because it can be very frus- 
trating for people when they hope 
to see someone perform live and 
that person just shows up with a CD 
wallet.” 

The advent of an honest-to-gosh 
live dance band is the kind of thing 
that might lend electronic music 
some more credibility in the eyes 
of skeptics who decry what they see 
as the genre's use of technology as 
a crutch, The Shapeshifters have 
great crossover potential, Marlin re- 
alizes, but when he and Reich first 
met in 1996, neither of them were

setting out to form a band. In fact, 
it would take them until 2003 before 
they finally started producing music 
together. 

The wait was apparently worth it 
Their first single, an uplifting feel- 
good house anthem dubbed “Lola's 
Theme” (named in honour of late- 
night listening sessions with Marlin’s 
missus), went to #1 in the U.K. and 
spent eight weeks atop the national 
airplay chart. The massive tune got 
The Shapeshifters nominated for a 
Brit Award in 2004 and it’s s picked 
up numerous house music awards 
since then. Their debut album, 
Sound Advice, was released in 2006, 
with a followup, Do Not Disturb, due 
out in early 2008. 

“On the new album, as writers, 
we've developed a lot more,” Mar- 
lin says. “The last album gave us a 
lot more confidence in writing this 
one. It's a bit more electronic—we've 
got a lot more toys that we've used 
~ but we still used a lot of strings and

brass and acoustic elements. There 
are a couple of midtempo and down- 
tempo songs on the album as well. 
We're kind of moving on in that re- 
spect, I suppose.” 

In fact, their next single to be re- 
leased in the U.K. clocks in at only 
about 90 beats per minute, which 
hardly makes for a banging club 
track. And while it probably won't 
figure into a headlining Shapeshift- 
ers DJ set, Marlin is glad of the band's 
progression all the same, which re- 
flects a non-commercial musical 
sensibility he and Reich have always 
shared, 

“When we did ‘Lola's Theme,”” he 
says, “we could have played in every 
club around the world, whether it 
was cool or not. We actually got of- 
fered a lot more money to play the 
shit clubs. And we didn't do that. We 
stayed true to what we believe in, and 
that's underground house music. 

“People who have success, but 
don't have experience, tend to fuck it

up quite quickly. Fortunately, we've 
had a lot of experience. Sometimes 
people go for the money straight 
away, and that’s a mistake.” 

Working in the industry onstage 
and behind the scenes for years 
Marlin has witnessed the rise and 
fall of many “superstar” DJs. Hes 
also seen DJ technology making 
quantum leaps—both for better oand 
worse. While they're pleased to push 
the boundaries of dance music as 4 
band, their approach to their DJ sets 
might best be described by the title 
of another of their hits: “Back to 
Basics,” 

“We don't rely on tricks,” he says 
“We can hold and entertain a crowd 
by playing records rather than all the 
nonsense that would make it look 
like I'm sending e-mails. Yes, it's very 
clever what some people can do, but 
the interaction with the crowd and 
the energy you create from moving 
turntables and mixing records is be 
ing lost with technology.”

Cape Breton fiddler Natalie Mac- 
Master is a classy, world-renowned 
talent who, despite an enviable level 
of success—complete with tour bus- 
es and babysitters—still has had her 
share of road trials. 

First of all, MacMaster is tackling 
her nonstop tour with two kids un- 
der the age of two in tow, which defi- 
nitely doesn’t conjure up the classic 
sex, drugs, and rock 'n’ roll image of 
musicians on tour. (Then again, of 
course, neither does Celtic fiddling. ) 
My entire interview with MacMas- 
ter was constantly interrupted by 


cries and yells from Michael, her 
infant son, who “was so good until 
about 20 minutes ago!” according to 
MacMaster, exhausted by a long day 
spent juggling interviews and sooth 
ers. 

Yet somehow MacMaster is able to 
dig up a particularly traumatic (and 
potentially career-killing) story of 
toad woes. 

“We were driving after a show one 
night,” she begins, “and having a 
great time. We sat around and played 
tunes, it was really cool. That doesn't 
happen for me very much anymore 
because of the children, but it was 
doubly good, because Mary Francis 
[MacMaster's firstborn] was really 
content; she was just sitting there 
with my cousin, who was babysit- 
ting.” (I assume the babysitter was 
for the kids, not the band.) 

“Eventually I had to get Mary 
Francis to bed. I fell asleep with her 
in the back of the bus, though the 
guys stayed up playing.” Touring of 
any sort never seems to lend itself to 
privacy, let alone quality of sleep

Apparently the bus had 
turn around. We were carrying a 
trailer on the back with some gear, 
and when the bus driver tried to turn 
around it was difficult, so everybody 
decided to take the trailer off the bus 
so it would be easier.”

Ridley Scott's Blade Runner receives its 25th 
anniversary return to the big screen in what's 
being touted as the “final cut,” perhaps to dis- 
tinguish it from the “director's cut” that was 
hustled out on home video for the film's 10th 
anniversary. If you're willing to shell out for a 
deluxe five-DVD set, you'll find out that there’s 
yet another edit that very few people have 
seen—an early “workprint” version that con- 
fused test audiences enough to prompt Warner 
Brothers to insist on all the changes to Scott's 
vision which he tried to undo in subsequent an- 
niversary versions. 

Whether you trust the studio's creative judg- 
ment or not, the version that came out in 1982 
established Blade Runner as a modern sci-fi 
classic and might have given Harrison Ford his 
first real acting challenge after he'd already es- 
tablished his movie hero charisma in the first 
two Star Wars movies and Raiders of the Lost 
Ark, The Final Cut dispenses with some of 
the studio-mandated tweaks—most notably an 
excessively explanatory voiceover and an un- 
warranted upbeat ending—while adding a few 
scenes, extending a few others, and giving the 
special effects a 21st-century shine-job. 

Ford stars as Rick Deckard, the titular “blade 
runner” whose job it is to chase rogue clones 
(called “replicants”) in the ever-nearing fu- 
ture of 2019. Four state-of-the-art replicants 


have escaped their indentured servitude on a 
spacecraft, killed the crew and headed back to 
Earth, where they hope to prolong their tragi- 
cally brief, factory-installed lifespans. Deckard 
is hauled out of retirement to hunt down these 
super-clones but in the process becomes emo- 
tionally involved with Rachel (Sean Young) 
the replicant secretary of Dr. Tyrell, the power- 
ful scientist-CEO who created them 

My own reaction to Blade Runner—in any 
version—is indelibly imprinted with my ini- 
tial experience as a 12-year-old unaccountably 
watching it on a big screen without the accom- 
paniment of an adult guardian. Now, as then 
I'm pulled into the immersive, claustrophobic 
world Scott created with production designer 
Syd Mead and visual effects supervisor Doug 
las Trumbull from the opening shot: a vista of 
future Los Angeles shrouded in angry red smog 
and periodically obscured by balls of fire from 
rooftop flares around which hover-cars circle 
and float.

slightly flatulent synths-and-sax score, sets the 
tone for a movie perpetually cloaked in muggy 
darkness, streaked with neon and slicked with 
rain, and establishes L.A. as a backdrop as dis 
tinctive and forbidding as the celebrated sets 
conceived by H.R. Giger for Scott's Alien. 

As a 12-year-old I failed to recognize Scott's 
obvious nods to film noir, but there was no 
missing Blade Runner's troubling undercur- 
rent of angst. Deckard's backstory was left on 
the cutting-room floor, but it’s plain he lives an 
isolated existence cluttered with regret, and as 
his feelings deepen for Rachel, so do his qualms 
about hunting down and killing similarly sen- 





tient, albeit engineered, souls. The escaped 
replicants are styled as gruesome (albeit sexy) 
punk-rock outcasts, but Scott makes their des- 
perate bid for survival and their reliance on 
one another strangely affecting, The violence 
in the film is calculated to be protracted, brutal, 
and horrifying, and seems no less so now than 


when I was 12 





Ford is surprisingly good in tt 


1¢ lead, pushed 
past his usual repertoire of smirks and gri 
maces to a brooding, wounded introspection 
when he's not showing outright agony and fear. 
Just about everyone else in the movie matches 
him, starting with Rutger Hauer as Roy Batty, 
leader of the replicants. His crazed, unblinking 
gaze and rueful grin perfectly impart a sense 
of the godlike powers and childlike emotional 
innocence united in him. Sean Young is simul- 
taneously robotic and vulnerable as Rachel, 
practically drowning in her retro-glamourous 
hairstyle, red lipstick, and shoulder pads. A sol 
id supporting cast of character actors includ- 
ing M. Emmet Walsh, William Sanderson, Joe 
Turkel, and Brion James are reliably good and 
to this day, I’m still frightened by Daryl Han- 
nah as the lithe, gymnastic berserker Pris. 
Refurbishing Blade Runner for the 21st cen- 
tury hasn't repaired all of its flaws. Getting rid 
of the voiceover is a great improvement, but

sion we have of the city today. 

Less successful with modern au- 
diences, I’m afraid, will be White 
Mane, about a boy and the wild 
horse he befriends.

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who've had their senses numbed by | 
the sensory overload of Hollywood 

children’s films will probably just be — 
bored and/or confused. 

Which is unfortunate. Today, 4 — 
kid’s movie is unlikely to be a subtly :

But anyone who wants to set

1 think I may have gotten the wrong 
message from Our Daily Bread. But 
I guess you risk the audience mis- 
interpreting you when you make a 
documentary that contains no in- 
terviews, no voiceover narration, no 
music, and no indication as to where 
any of the footage was shot—noth- 
ing, in fact, but images showing 
the full spectrum of the modern 
industrial food industry (or at least 
how that industry looked in Europe 
between 2003 and 2005, when the 
film was made). 

I can easily see the film being a big 
hit with vegetarian/vegan organiza- 
tions and groups promoting organic 
farming: director Nikolaus Geyrhal- 
ter succeeds in making food factories 
look like the eeriest, most unnatural 
places on earth—no place that em- 
ploys people to run a gigantic stain- 
less-steel pig-bisecting machine, and 
then employs another person whose 
sole job it is to take a knife and sepa- 
rate that last little bit of snout that 
the machine always misses, is a 
place | want to think about when I 
eat a pulled pork sandwich. 

The film ends with a sequence 
showing a guy in a slaughterhouse 
at the end of the day hosing down 
every surface with some kind of 
concentrated soap—but the memory 
of this one cow desperately writh- 
ing in this restraining metal cylinder 


before a worker knocks it out with a 
zap to its skull is not washed away 
so easily. 

And yet.,. I also came away from 
this film dazzled by the ingenuity 
and the ruthless efficiency of some 
of the technology on display. Some 
of it is delightful—like the machine 
that drives around an orchard, grab- 
bing each trunk and then furiously 
shaking the tree until all the fruit 
comes loose. Some of it is surreal in 
the way it mechanizes organic pro- 
cesses—like the moving cages with 
the metal gratings for floors where 
newborn pigs suckle their mothers’ 
teats. And some of the sights are al- 
most comically horrifying, like the 


climb on top of a cow, but just as he’s 
about to penetrate her, they grab his 
penis and shove it into a long tube 
instead with a plastic bag at the end 
of it. Talk about dexterity!) 

[had this same misguided reaction 
to Koyaanisqatsi, another wordless 
documentary which was supposed 
to show the ugliness of the human 
world but which I thought made 
industrialization look like kind of 
a miracle. Geyrhalter’s film recalls 
Koyaanisqatsi in other ways as well, 
especially the meticulousness of its 
relentlessly symmetrical images, 
almost all of them shot from the 
same flat, neutral, dead-level angle 
The film verges on appearing anti

vacuum tube that Hoovers chick- 
ens right off the dirt floor of their 
industrial barn, or the women who 
unemotionally take handfuls of baby 
chicks and stuff them down a vent 
and onto a conveyor belt leading God 
knows where. 

You could say the human beings 
in this film have become machines 
as well, but the deftness with which 
they perform their ridiculously spe- 
cialized functions within these facto- 
ries is kind of phenomenal. Like the 
guy who's gotten hilariously good at 
sliding gutted fish onto metal hold- 
ers, or the women who sort out pig 
guts all day long, or—most impres- 
sive of all—the guys who collect bull 
semen. (They wait for the bull to 


human, but Geyrhalter shrewdly 
includes occasional images of break 
time. And what do workers do when 
they're not snipping off pigs’ feet 
or chicken heads? It seems they eat 
sandwiches, drink coffee, and smoke 
cigarettes just like the rest of us. 

Ican't imagine what kind of couple 
out for a night at the movies, would 
choose to see Our Daily Bread, but 
it's a remarkable, oddly mesmeriz 
ing movie all the same. It might not 
have persuaded me to change my 
eating habits, but it made me damn 
glad I don’t work on a lettuce farm—l 
could probably get used to slicing pig 
snouts, but picking lettuce looks like 
the most tedious, uncomfortable job 
in the world.

Don't Fear the Milarepa 


TURNING TIBETAN LEGEND

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When it comes to pet projects, first- 
time filmmakers like Neten Chokling 
get a little more critical leeway than 
more seasoned directors. 

Whereas some of these films 
scream “Creative peak!” (as the 
Coen Brothers’ No Country for Old 
Men recently did) and some labour 
awkwardly under the best intentions 
(as did Brian De Palma’s Redacted), 
the creative darlings of new directors 
tend to have an appealing “go for 
broke” quality that makes you will- 
ing to forgive their shortcomings. 

Chokling’s Milarepa: Magician, 
Murderer, Saint, a retelling of one 
of the oldest and most influential 
stories in Tibet's oral tradition, is 
an almost quintessential “pet proj- 
ect”: the first-time director is also 
the spiritual head of the Pema Ewam 
Choegar Gyurmeling Monastery. 

Milarepa is the story of Thopaga 
(Gimyan Lodro), born to a wealthy

land-owning family in the Spiti Val- 
ley between India and Tibet in the 
llth century. When Thopaga’s fa- 
ther dies unexpectedly, the family 
is thrust into poverty and forced to 
work the land owned by Thopaga’s 
cruel aunt and uncle. The family’s 
wealth is to be held in trust by the 
domineering pair until Thopaga be- 
comes of marrying age, at which 
point it will be returned 

But when his aunt and uncle fail 
to deliver on their promise, Thopaga 
is sent into the wilds of the Spiti 
Valley at the behest of his mother 
Kargyen (Tethong) to learn sorcery 
and enact vengeance upon the entire 
community for years of shame and 
humiliation 

Thopaga eventually studies un- 
der Yongten Trogyal (the stoic Or- 
gyen Tobgyal) and learns the most 
intimate practices of black magic 
not typically reserved for normal 
students. 

Sounds exciting, right? And it cer- 
tainly is—plus, the film is full of sub 
tly nuanced relationships (Thopaga's 
friendship with Dharma is particu- 
larly well-drawn) and the pictur- 
esque backdrop of the Spiti Valley, 
but just when you're getting caught 
up in the momentum of Milarepa's 
excellent performances and Paul J. 
Warren's brilliant cinematography, 


the whole thing comes to a sudden, 
jolting stop 

The traditional story builds up to 
the moment when Thopaga con 
fronts the consequences of his anger 
and vengeance (this is where it roots 
itself in Buddhist teaching)—but the 
audience won't be privy to that part 
of the story until the film’s sequel, 
slated for release in 2009. Then 
again, this is a long story, and pro- 
ducing a film on the scale of Milare- 
pa is a complicated matter, so I sup- 
pose I'll have to remain patient 

Very patient. Chokling’s decision 
to break the film up into independent 
chapters means the relationship be- 
tween Thopaga and his mother and 
the love story that was stirring in 
the beginning of the film are both 
left undeveloped. Just when Lodro 
begins to break Tophaga out of his 
feckless, boyish disposition and turn 
him into the “great mystic” we are 
supposed to believe him to be, the 
film ends. 

Milarepa begins as an enticing and 
timely meditation on social injustice 
and concludes as only a somewhat 
fleshed-out folktale. Chokling’s film 
has all the makings of an incendiary, 
captivating story; the monk might 
even “go for broke.” We'll just have 


to wait and see

The Zellers’ 
inability to comprehend that the Voglers are 
people too is perhaps meant to be funny, a 
joke on them. But the Vogiers are presented 
as morons with no manners—they wind up 
being the movie's way of reassuring us that 
rich people may be messed up, but the un- 
washed masses aren't what they're cracked 
up to be, either. The attitude is superior at 
best and cheap and stupid at worst.” 


Kristi Mitsuda, Stop Smiling | "Many have ex- 
pressed contempt for the characters, and 
by extension, the film itself. Most of this re- 
pugnance is reserved for Margot, and it isn't 
difficult to see why. But the dismissive critical 
disdain wrong-headedly circles around the 
facile question of the character's likeabil- 
ity. The pretentious father and son of The 
Squid and the Whale were applauded as fully 
formed characterizations, but Margot meets 
with vituperative scorn. Could it be that fe- 
male characters need to make nice to garner 
sympathy? At base, Baumbach wants to 
wring humanity out and lovingly hang it on 
the line to dry, and with the caustic, beautiful 
Margot at the Wedding, he does just that.”

No Plays Like Home? 


April was a busy month for Eugene 
Stickland this year. On April 19, he 
was at Theatre Network in Edmon- 
ton for the opening night perfor- 
mance of his play Closer and Closer 
Apart, and the very next night he was 
back in his hometown of Calgary for 
the opening night of Alberta The- 
atre Projects’ remount of his 1996 
hit Sitting in Paradise. The Calgary 
production took place in the opulent 
Martha Cohen Theatre, the jewel 
of Calgary's theatre district, which 
made a striking contrast to the previ- 
ous night's party at Edmonton's com- 
paratively cramped but much funki- 
er Roxy Theatre. As Stickland likes 
to put it, “Seeing a play in Edmonton 
is like seeing a play with my friends. 
Seeing a play in Calgary is like seeing 
a play with my friends’ parents.” 

As he circulated around the lobby 
after the play was over, glass of wine 
in hand, absorbing compliments 
from various audience members, 
Stickland witnessed a most unusual 
sight: Calgarians with an inferiority 
complex. 

“People would ask me what I’ve 
been doing,” Stickland says, “and 
I'd say, ‘Well, I just drove back from 
Edmonton—I had a play open there 
just last night.’ And I'll tell you: I got 
the same response again and again: 
‘Ooooh! A play in Edmonton! That 
must be a much more satisfying 
experience. After all, Edmonton's a 
much more cultured city than Cal- 
gary.’ Now, Closer was a new play, 
so the Edmonton production prob- 
ably did mean more to me, but I was 
amazed to see how many Calgarians 
have this perception that there’s so 
much more going on in Edmonton 
than there is here.” 

Soon after that night, Stickland 
ran into Jackie Flanagan, the edi- 
tor of Alberta Views, and told her 


Alberta Views’ December issue, and 
it’s already the talk of Edmonton's 
bustling theatre scene. (But appar- 
ently not as bustling as Calgary's!) 
Calgary a better theatre town than 
€dmonton? The article's very prem- 
ise takes aim at one of the most 
cherished aspects of Edmonton's 
self-image—that while Calgary might 
be the seat of the province's financial 
power, Edmonton was the keeper of 
Alberta’s cultural soul. Here’s where 
the people who cared about more 
than making a quick buck liked to 
congregate—land of the arts-friendly 
mayor, home of the Fringe, stomp- 
ing grounds of Lemoine, Thiessen, 
Hagen, Craddock, Baker, Belke. Co- 
lossuses all! The idea that a city like 
Calgary could have the edge on us 
when it came to money and culture 
isn't so much laughable as it is un- 
thinkable. 

I've spent the last couple of days 
talking to several local theatre figures 
about Stickland’s article. Some are 
amused (“Well, that’s pretty cheeky 
of him, isn't it?” remarked one when 
I explained Stickland’s premise), 
some are airily dismissive, others get 
downright defensive. But dig a little 
deeper, and you get the feeling that 
people are finding Stickland’s article 
a little hard to shake off. There’s a lit- 
tle nagging voice that Edmonton the- 
atre people have started hearing in 
the back of their heads this month, 
and every time they pass by a news- 
stand carrying Alberta Views, that 
voice is going to get a tiny bit louder 
and more insistent. Here’s what that 
little voice is saying: 

“What if he's right? What if he's 
right? What if he’s right?” 


Wake Up, Calgary! 
The article, it should be said, is not 
a work of investigative journalism.

And €dmontonians can take some 
easy pride in mocking Alberta Views’ 
decision to illustrate Calgary's supe- 
riority to Edmonton with a cover 
photo from Sage Theatre's upcoming 
Calgary production of John Cameron 
Mitchell’s rock musical Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch—a show that played 
Edmonton more than four and a half 
years ago 

It should also be said that Stickland 
did not intend the article as a slam 
on Edmonton. After all, Edmonton 
productions of his plays—many of 
them at Theatre Network, includ- 
ing A Guide to Mourning, All Clear, 
Excavations, and Midlife—have long 
provided Stickland with a steady 
flow in income. “The pool of talent 
in Edmonton is incredible,” he says. 
“Not just my theatre friends, but 
many of my best friends, period, are

that same story. She'd always been 
after Stickland to write a piece for 
the magazine, and suggested that he 
use that incident as the springboard 
for an article. Which is what he pro- 
ceeded to do. 

The resulting piece, “Theatre Goes 
South: A Calgary Playwright Makes 
the Case for Crowning Cowtown Our 
Drama Capital,” is the cover story of 


Stickland himself would be the first 
to acknowledge that it’s heavily anec- 
dotal, and that he places much more 
emphasis on conversations with his 
theatre friends and a general, ab- 
stract, antennae-in-the-air impres- 
sion of the prevailing mood than 
hard numbers and statistics about 
the number of new productions, 
audience size, or box-office grosses.

from Edmonton.” 

Actually, if he’s giving anyone a 
kick in the pants, Stickland says, 
it's Calgary. “I think Calgary has a 
very vibrant arts culture compared 
to what it once had,” he explains, 
“but there are still people who know 
And it's 
frustrating, because there's a lot of 
great work being done |in Calgary 


theatre], but it’s still not what this 
city’s about in the minds of a large 
part of the population. New theatres 
are being built [The Vertigo Theatre 
Centre and Theatre Junction’s new 
home, The Grand], money is being 
put into companies, great young art- 
ists are moving here from Edmonton 
and elsewhere, and the general pub- 
lic seems to be lagging behind. So 
part of what | was doing was saying, 
‘Wake up, Calgary! There's a lot of 
good stuff being done here, and it's 
as good as you'll find anywhere.” 

Nothing to get upset about there, 
right? “It ain’t fightin’ words,” agrees 
Citadel artistic director Bob Baker. 
“The good news is that there's more 
theatre happening in Calgary, and 
that's terrific.” 

But Stickland sticks his neck out 
a little bit further than that in his 
article. Although he very carefully 
stops short of stating that Calgary is 
producing better plays than Edmon- 
ton, he does make the case that the 
general level of theatrical excitement 
is on the rise in Calgary, and that it's 
on the wane in Edmonton. He thinks 
Calgary theatre companies are doing 
more to encourage new work than 
theatre companies in Edmonton. 
He thinks that while the Fringe is an 
amazing, galvanizing event that Cal- 
gary has never been able to duplicate, 
it's stunted the overall development 
of Edmonton playwriting. And he 
thinks the chronielack of arts fund- 
ing coupled with the shaky status of 


Workshop West, the company that 


could always be counted on to do reg- 
ular productions of new local plays 
hasn't helped the city’s mood either 

“When I started to talk to my 
friends in Edmonton,” he says, ‘| 
got the feeling that people there 
were very demoralized. And I was 
surprised by that. If I’ve offended 
anyone, I’m sorry. But that's what | 
found.” 


Fleeing Edmonton 

As the new artistic director of Work- 
shop West, Michael Clark is heading 
a company whose precarious for- 
tunes—they mounted no mainstage 
shows last season in hopes of get- 
ting their finances back in order—are 
widely seen as a barometer of the 
community's health in general. A for- 
mer Edmontonian who moved back 
to town after spending seven years at 
Nakai Theatre in Whitehorse, Clark 
agrees that he’s an anomaly. Most 
people he knows are emigrating in 
the opposite direction. 

“The way the Tory government has 
mismanaged the boom to create in 
flation on unparalleled levels has led 
to a huge flight of talent,” he says 
“The best and brightest are moving 
out because it's.no longer cheap to 
live here and rents are going through 
the roof. My favourite story involves 
{local actors] Jesse Gervais and Am- 
ber Borotsik. They were living above 
a drugstore on 82 Ave that had a 
rooftop patio which they turned into 
a garden paradise. But their lease 
ended, and the landlord raised their

rent from something like $600 or 
$800 a month to $2,000 a month. 
1 could name 10 people who've left 
for similar reasons: Kerem Cetinel, 
€lyne Quan, Michael Cowie, Mi- 
chael Scholar, Danny Arnold, Me- 
dina Hahn...” 


Okay, okay, we believe you. But 
Clark parts company with Stickland, 
however, when he tries to paint Cal- 
gary as a hotbed of new play develop- 
ment compared to Edmonton. “That's 
bullshit!” he exclaims. “Could you 
say that about a town that has The- 
atre Network and Workshop West 
and Northern Light Theatre? Sure, 
Calgary has ATP [Alberta Theatre 
Projects], but there are at least four 
companies in Edmonton doing new 
work, plus a bunch of independent 
companies, plus the Fringe.” 

But Stickland points out that ATP 
isn't peanuts: over the last 35 years, 
they've produced 323 plays, 227 
of them Canadian. For 20 years, 
they've also run the PlayRites festi- 
val, which premieres four new plays 
annually and workshops four more. 
(Stickland cites PlayRites as the rea- 
son he came to Calgary in the first 
place.) Plus, there’s Lunchbox The- 
atre, which Stickland estimates has 
developed more than 200 new one- 
act plays. Sage Theatre's “Ignite” 
Series encourages the creation of 
new work. Calgary's innovative One 
Yellow Rabbit troupe has always spe- 
Cialized in new play creation. 

In Edmonton, meanwhile—as any 
young playwright can tell you—new 


plays tend to face an uphill battle 
(Unless, of course, your name is Eu- 
gene Stickland.) “I was watching a 
staged reading of Waxworks here in 
Calgary,” says Stickland, referring 
to the script by Edmontonian play- 
wright Trina Davies, which won the 
Alberta Playwriting Competition in 
2007. “And what a good play it is! 
David Storch came out to direct it 
And I found myself thinking, ‘What's 
going to happen to that play when 
she goes back to Edmonton?’” So 
far? Nothing. 

Don Hannah, the award-winning 
New Brunswick playwright who 
spent two years in Edmonton as play- 
wright-in-residence at the University 
of Alberta, was similarly taken aback 
by the lack of interest the city's the- 
atre companies showed in promot- 
ing local theatre culture—especially 
given our vaunted reputation as a 
theatre hub. “I was surprised there 
weren't more new plays that weren't 
self-produced,” he says. “What I call 
the midsized theatre companies just 
weren't doing a lot of new work, and 
very little of it by Edmontonians. | 
hate to hold up Toronto as a model 
because I'll just get shot for it, but in 
those old standby Toronto theatres— 
Tarragon and so forth—you do see a 
lot more new work.” 

And if I may add an anecdote of 
my own to Stickland's collection, I 
was talking to a respected Edmonton 
playwright recently and mentioned 
my own efforts to get my scripts pro- 
duced by a local company. “Paul,” the 





playwright told me, “look outside the 
city. Don’t even bother with Edmon- 
ton.” 


Victims of the Fringe 

For Don Hannah, the dim prospects 
for new plays in Edmonton repre- 
sent what he calls “the downside 
of the Fringe”: in the wake of our 
blockbuster summer festival, anyone 
who's written a new play is now sort 
of expected to put it on themselves. 
“That's great when you're young,” 
Hannah says, “but it's a pain in the 
neck when you're older.” 

And, Stickland asks, what kind of 
plays does the Fringe teach you how 
to write? Hour-long comedies, by 
and large—usually fairly broad, su- 
perficially “edgy,” without much in 
the way of production values or in- 
ventive staging, 


gaining the skills necessary to write 
more ambitious full-length, two-act 
plays—and, what's worse, Fringe au- 
diences aren't gaining the skills to sit 
through them 

Bob Baker over at The Citadel dis 
agrees, and points to someone like 
Chris Craddock, who's equally capa- 
ble of writing frothy Fringe comedies 
like Poptart and more substantial 
mainstage plays like Summer of My 
Amazing Luck. But wasn’t ambi- 
tious, unusual, experimental work 
supposed to be the bread and butter 
of the Fringe in the first place? It's 
hard to look at the typical Fringe 
lineup, crammed with standup com- 
ics, showtune cabarets, and new 
helpings of comfort food from fa- 
miliar old faces, and not think that 
the Fringe has failed to live up to its 
promise 

“We need more playwrights’ work 
to reach stages beyond the Fringe,’ 
says Jan Selman, chair of the drama 
department at the University of Al- 
berta. “We'll calcify otherwise.” Sel- 
man is encouraged by the existence 
of independent companies like the 
aerial troupe Firefly Theatre (whose 
Duck Duck Bang premiered a couple 
of months ago at Fringe Theatre Ad- 
ventures) and Dammitdance (who 
staged a new version of Scythe ear- 
lier this season) as signs that the 
Fringe's spirit of innovation is invad- 
ing the main season 

But Stickland, true to the Calgary 
spirit, thinks Edmonton needs to 
start thinking even bigger than sup- 
porting a couple of interesting in- 
die projects. “I think the loss of the 
Phoenix Theatre was a real blow to 
Edmonton,” he says. “I believe that 
theatre was about the same size as 
ATP. And if you can get a play pro- 
duced in a house that size, that’s a 
year's income. And that's a year in

Who knows?” 

He doesn't think he's being ridicu- 
lous, either. “In Calgary,” he says 
“some of these oil companies May 
be run by fairly conservative people 
but they do understand the concept 
of research and deyelopment—they 
know that not every hole you drill in 
the ground gets results, and they sup- 
port new plays on that principle. So 
you have commerce and art coming 
together in really interesting ways.” 

It's a little self-serving, admittedly, 
for a Calgary playwright to declare 
Calgary as the new hub of Alberta 
theatre—it's in the same tradition 
as that Harper’s article where Tom 
Wolfe argued that American novel- 
ists should try to write more like Tom 
Wolfe. And you could say that Stick- 
land is biting the hand that feeds him 
(or at least the hand that pays him 
his cut of the Theatre Network box 
office). And yes, if you were to say 
that it's very easy for the Calgary 
guy to say Edmonton theatre ought 
to be able to lay its hands on more 
corporate cash, you'd certainly have 
a point. 

But listen to that little nagging 
voice in the back of your head as 
well. Because maybe he's right, may- 
be he's right, maybe he’s right.

“I think the feeling when the 
Fringe started was that it would help 
create a culture of theatre,” he says, 
“audiences with a greater thirst for 
theatre who would then seek it out in 
the winter months. But what I heard 
from the artistic directors I spoke 
to was that just the opposite had 
happened.” Stickland worries that 
Fringe-trained playwrights aren't 


which to write your next play. I don't 
know—if something that size could 
come back to Edmonton, it would be 
so helpful to the whole community. 
Maybe the playwrights in Edmonton 
have to band together and form a co- 
op and start doing their own work. 
Maybe one of the big oil companies 
making a kajillion dollars in sales 
could support it for a couple of years. 


“You always have two choices,” 
Stickland says. “You can just be pas- 
sive about it and say, “Well, it’s not 
happening, so I guess it's not hap- 
pening.’ Or you can be proactive and 
make it happen. And | don't think 
I've talked to anyone who talks that 
way in Edmonton. And I think there’s 


a bit more of that proactive thinking 
down here in Calgary.”

Varley and Me 


THE CURATOR OF A LANDMARK AGA EXHIBITION 
EXPLAINS WHY F.H. VARLEY DESERVES TO BE KNOWN AS 
CANADA'S GREATEST PORTRAIT PAINTER

If FH. Varley's name is remembered today by the general public, it's 
because of his association with the Group of Seven. But ironically, if 
some of his most interesting and personal paintings remain unknown 
it's because of the same association. 

As Katerina Atanassova, the curator of the Art Gallery of Alberta's 
new exhibition FH. Varley: Portraits Into the Light, Varley’s true pas- 
sion was portraits, not landscapes—when the Group of Seven had 
their first exhibition, Varley contributed more portraits to the show 
than landscapes. “But you never hear about that!” she exclaims. “The 
Group of Seven had a different agenda, and portraits just didn't fit 
with that mandate.” 

Atanassova hopes Portraits Into the Light—the first large-scale ex- 
hibition devoted exclusively to Varley's portraits—will correct people's 
impression of this fascinating and still relevant figure in Canadian art 
history. “His paintings don't look historical,” she says. “If you look at 
the other leading portrait artists of the time, you see that academic 
quality and go, ‘Oh, that's an old painting,’ But you look at a Varley 
portrait and it looks like the work of a contemporary artist.” 

SEE asked Atanassova to help us look at six of those portraits, and 
give some background information on each of them to prepare you for 
when you take in the exhibition as a whole—and in colour.

“Varley knew what he wanted to do from the moment he arrived in Canada in 1912: he wanted to put the human 
figure in the landscape. This painting resulted from a trip he took to Algonquin Park in 1914 with Tom Thomson, 
AY. Jackson and Arthur Lismer. That famous archival photograph of them in Algonquin has been reproduced 
everywhere, but Varley was only there one single time. It's a good example of the misconceptions surrounding 
him, and you can see how this painting, with the person’s figure in it, differs from other Group of Seven images.” 


Portrait of Lieutenant 6.8. McKean, V.C. 

“During World War |, Varley was commissioned to do portraits of soldiers who had been awarded the Victoria 
Cross. We have two of those portraits here, and they look like they were painted by two different artists. The one 
of Captain O'Kelly is very flat and traditional, with delicate brushstrokes, but this one is so bold and expressionis- 
tic. McKean suffered from shell-shock, and you can see the deep emotional turmoil in his face and Varley's bold 
brushstrokes. This is the essence of Varley as a portrait artist—for the rest of his career, if the sitter was. emotion- 
ally open enough, he would respond to that. If they weren't, the painting would look more like the O'Kelly.” 


Alice Massey 

“I find this portrait of Vincent Massey's wife Alice fascinating because it's done in this conventional format, and 
yet Varley breaks through that by introducing this bold palette of green and blue. It's impossible to tell whether 
the subject is supposed to be indoors or outdoors, there is no reference to furniture or Alice's social status—it has 
what critics like to call "no narrative” around her. He's more interested in portraying her as a human being. And 
with the blending of the green and blue, you see Varley at his full strength here as a colourist.” 


Vera 

“This is Vera Olivia Weatherbie, Varley’s student, who he met in 1926 in British Columbia and with whom he had 
a subsequent affair that lasted until 1935. For a number of years, she was his primary model, and Varley credited 
her with starting him on a more spiritual path, and for changing his palette from the more settled reds and 
browns to these strong emeralds and purples. Varley claimed to see colour in every person he met, and to him, 
Vera was a ‘green person'—green being the colour of spirituality,” 


Erica 

“The 1940s is probably my favourite period of Varley's work—he met many strong women during this period, 
women who reminded him of the gypsies he painted earlier in his career, and who he'd always admired for their 
freedom and their ability to show strength in the face of hardship. It’s a very sensual period in his work, and over 
and over, you get the ‘split face,’ half in light, half in shadow. Erica, the woman in this portrait, is still alive—she's 
9], and she talks about Varley in a video interview | did with her that's part of the exhibition. Varley often gets 
portrayed as a womanizer, but that’s not what he was.” 


Studio Door 

“This is Kathleen McKay, who had read about Varley in Maclean's and decided to visit him in his studio and 
commission a portrait of her dying husband, And the story goes that when she arrived, the door to his studio was 
Open and she sort of stood there in the doorway—and Varley, in his commanding voice, said, ‘Hold it there!’ He 
captured that moment in a sketch, which he eventually tured into this painting. He loved women with almond 
eyes, exotic features. McKay was definitely his type. And she became his muse and companion for the last 13 
years of his life, until he died in 1969.”

It's the End Of The World As He Knows It 


JOURNALIST MARC EDGE 
CASTS ASPER-SIONS ON THE 
VAST, VILLAINOUS CANWEST 
MEDIA EMPIRE 





ASPER NATION: CANADA'S MOST 
DANGEROUS MEDIA COMPANY 
By Marc Edge. New Star Books. 326 pp. $21 





With the media fixated on the trial 
of erstwhile Canadian media baron 
Conrad Black, media junkies here 
in Canada might want to turn their 
heads away and take a long and so- 
ber look at our own Asper family and 
the CanWest empire. Marc Edge, a 
former West Coast journalist, does 
just that in Asper Nation: Canada’s 
Most Dangerous Media Company 
The book chronicles CanWest 
Global's rise and eventual domina- 
tion of the Canadian media, taking 
time along the way to examine how 
the Asper family uses their media 
outlets to further their own political 
beliefs and promote their other busi- 
ness interests. Edge’s background 
also includes a stint as a business re- 
porter at the Calgary Herald, and that 
training is evident—in a bad way—in 


his first three chapters, which follow 
Izzy Asper as he builds his televi- 
sion network, Global. In this rather 
dry section, Edge marshals evidence 
of CanWest's cost-cutting ways and 
their inevitably detrimental effect on 
the quality of their journalism. It's 
important information, but deliv- 
ered in same heavy tone as the busi- 
ness pages. 

Where Asper Nation really gets in- 
teresting is Edge’s chapter on the in- 
fluence of the media, He summariz- 
es a number of studies showing how 
successful newspapers have been at 
setting the news agenda and framing 
‘the debate over national issues, Still, 
it's not until Edge details Izzy, David, 
and Leonard Asper's more arrogant 
actions that Edge's claim that Can- 
West is the “most dangerous media 
company in Canada” gets convinc- 
ing. 

“One of the problems with the 
Aspers is that they don’t have a jour- 
nalism background,” says Edge over 
the phone from Texas, where he 
teaches journalism at Sam Houston 
University. “At least Rupert Mur- 
doch and Conrad Black started in 
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the newspaper business and kind of 
understood a little bit about the eth- 
ics of journalism.” 

CanWest's most egregious trans- 
gression, according to Edge, took 
place in 2001, when the Aspers tried 
to dictate national editorials from 
their head office in Winnipeg to all 
their papers. Rubbing salt in the 
faces of local editors, the family also 
decreed that no rebuttal views could 
be aired in columns or letters to the 
editor. Later, the replacement of the 
word “insurgent” with “terrorist” in 
wire copy at the National Post and 
Ottawa Citizen drew attention to the 
Asper’s hardline pro-Israel stance. 

But as naturally receptive as | am to 
Edge’s criticisms of the Aspers, I'ma 
little on the fence when it comes to 
recommending his book. | certainly 
came away from it with a better un- 
derstanding of the Canadian media 
landscape, and it contains important 
information for anyone concerned 
with freedom of the press. 

But at times the book's audience 
seems to be journalism students or 


_those new to the mdustry. Media ac- 


tivists will be familiar with most of 


this material, although some of the 
specific criticisms of the CRTC are 
enlightening. It’s a little too dense for 
the casual reader. 

Asper Nation's other failing is 
Edge’s blanket dismissal of the im- 
pact of the Internet. For a generation 
not chained to network schedules 
for their daily dose of entertainment 
or to the local daily for their news, 
Edge seems a little behind the curve 
“That would be your generation,” he 
says with good humour. “But daily 
newspapers, | think, have a broader 
reach, especially with older people 
and tend to be much more influen- 
tial politically.” 

Media owners like the Aspers have 
pointed to the Internet as evidence 
that the media landscape is actu- 
ally less monolithic than their critics 
claim, and to justify their increasing 
control of our media. “But many 
studies have shown that the Internet 
does not add much to the local news 
coverage,” Edge says. “While it has a 
great global reach, it doesn't do a lot 
of local news.” 4

Kerri Wyspianski wishes she could 
take pubic transportation more of- 
ten, Even though the student union 
president at the Northern Alberta 
Institute of Technology was an avid 
public transit user before attending 
NAIT, Edmonton Transit Service 
(ETS) to the college is so dismal she 
now rides the bus only when it’s ab- 
solutely necessary. 

“Often the bus doesn’t work with 
my schedule,” she says. “I’m either 
45 minutes early or 10 minutes late. 
|Also,] because we are the last major 
stop on the bus routes, we're often 

sked to wait for the next bus, which 
is an hour wait. That just doesn't 
work for me.” 

So when ETS announced a new 
LRT line with a planned stop on 
Princess Elizabeth Avenue servic- 


ing NAIT, she was thrilled, but not 
totally won over. NAIT has three 
Edmonton campuses, and NAIT 
students are often apprentices with 
trade jobs in industrial areas. The 
single LRT station near the main 
campus doesn't do much to address 
their transit needs, Not to mention 
the fact that the NAIT station is con- 
sidered “temporary.” 

The northern leg of the LRT comes 
up to street level from Churchill sta- 
tion and heads west to Grant MacE- 
wan before heading north to the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital, Kingsway 
Garden Mall, and NAIT. ETS’ cur- 
rent plans involve tearing down the 
current Kingsway transit hub on the 
south side of the mall; the temporary 
NAIT station will sit on Princess 
Elizabeth Avenue on the north side 
of Kingsway Mall. 

“We'd build it basically to be flexi- 
ble, so that if we needed to move it in 
the future we could,” says ETS senior 
planner Brad Smid. “If it does stay 
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there, we will build it so that it lasts 
as well, because we don’t know when 
that next extension further north of 
here would happen.” (For an idea of 
the money involved here, consider 
that the city estimates the cost of 
building a station on the South LRT 
at Harry Ainlay High School at be- 
tween $10 and $15 million.) 

The North LRT line can’t wait un- 
til city council approves long-range 
plans, says Smid. And the LRT line 
also can't stop short of NAIT because 
the college needs the connection. “If 
it is a 20-year gap between when this 
line gets built and when the future 
extension north of NAIT gets built,” 
Smid says, “well, then it's not really 
like you are throwing away money 
on a station because it's going to be 
there operating for quite a while.” 

€TS faces plenty of other chal- 
lenges in the neighbourhood. LRT 
crossings at 111 and Kingsway Av- 
enues are significant hurdles and 
funding for the project has yet to be 


approved. Other than the route and 
station locations, the public meet- 
ing on Tuesday, December 1i didn’t 
offer much information, says Brian 
Gould, spokesperson for the Transit 
Riders’ Union of Edmonton. 

“There wasn't any information 
on how long the trip would take,” 
he says. “How the bus connections 
would change, how often the trains 
would run.... [ find this very trou- 
bling,” 

Not that either Wyspianski or 
Gould want to seem ungrateful. Both 
want more LRT built in Edmonton. 
Although NAIT is not part of the 
student U-Pass program, Wyspianski 
supports the concept. The universal 
pass was introduced in September 
for Edmonton's college and univer- 
sity students. NAIT didn’t sign on 
to the program because ETS doesn't 
service NAIT sufficiently—and Wys- 
pianski doubts whether an LRT sta- 
tion will change the situation. 

Unlike the University of Alberta 





(which has two LRT stations on 
campus and has good bus service) 
or MacEwan (which can take advan- 
tage of the many downtown transit 
connections), NAIT students had 
little incentive to get on board with 
the U-Pass. For students traveling 
to the West Edmonton Mall area, a 
trip on public transit can last up to 
two hours, according to Wyspianski. 
There's little service between NAIT 
and the Strathcona area, either, and 
an LRT line isn't going to help ap- 
prentices working in the industrial 
areas. “To pay for a service that we 
are not really getting,” Wyspianski, 
“to force students to pay, just doesn’t 
seem right.” 

City council will get its first look at 
the proposed route in January. The 
public gets another hearing in Feb- 
ruary and Smid will go back to coun- 
cil for final approval in June. The 
earliest NAIT students on the main 
campus could start riding the LRT to 
school is 2010. Ke

There's no denying that central Edmonton

“Season's Greetings!” “All the best of 
the season!” “Happy Holidays!” 

But which season, exactly, or which 
holiday? The standard greetings dur- 
ing this hyper-commercialized seg- 
ment of the calendar are meant to be 
open-ended, to include as many and 
offend as few as possible. 

And rest assured, there's nothing 
that offends more than a poorly re- 
ceived expression of goodwill. Con- 
sider four New York subway riders 
who, having been wished a “Merry 
Christmas” last week by a group of 
fellow passengers, responded “Hap- 
py Hanukkah.” The result: a verbal 
and physical assault, brimming with 
the spirit of the season, (The saviour 
in this case was a Muslim student 
who rushed to the aid of his Jewish 
fellow travelers. ) 

So non-specific holiday blessings— 
er, sentiments—are practical necessi- 
ties, but they're compromises. “Sea- 
son's Greetings!” really means, “I 
hope you don’t mind, but... we're all 
taking a few days off and I wanted to 
say that I hope you have a good time. 
I don't really know what religion you 
practice, if any, but if you’re Chris- 
tian, Lhope you don't mind my taking 
the middle road. If you're something 
else, then it sucks that the dominant 
culture gives your faith short shrift. I 
hope things go well for you anyway.” 
Come to think of it, “season's greet- 
ings” is a triumph of economy. Un- 
fortunately, it encompasses only two 
possibilities: Christian... or Other. 

Sure, Christmas dominates our 
nominally plural society. But Han- 
nukah’s early presence this year gave 
it some spotlight. On the other hand, 
Bodhi Day (the Buddha’s Enlighten- 
ment was experienced on December 
8) was entirely overshadowed. The 
Hindu/Jain/Sikh Festival of Light, 
Diwali, really kicked things off back 
in November. Kwanzaa is sometimes 
tacked onto a greeting if the recipi- 
ent celebrates it. But what about Eid 
al-Adha? Or Yule, the ancient cel- 
ebration of the solstice? Or Festivus, 
the aging hipster anti-holiday, with 
its aluminum pole and ritual “airing 
of the grievances”? Are we are sup- 
posed to assume that the best wishes 
of these popular festivals are includ- 
ed in these generic, catchall holiday 
lines? What about the agnostics and 
atheists who just feel like celebrating 
the joy of family and feasting? 

This jam-packed festive season 
deserves better. Everyone is in the 
Spirit to celebrate as winter's icy 
§rasp closes on us. But how do you 
choose? The abundance of festivals 
in Edmonton's wonderful multi-eth- 


nic culture can leave you drained 
if you travel in circles that include 
Muslims, expect to celebrate the end 
of the Hajj with them in Eid al-Adha 
on December 20. Buddhists would 
have stayed up all night in medita- 
tion on December 7, the night before 
Bodhi Day. Wiccans will gather for 
the Yule on the winter solstice, De- 
cember 21, and Hindus are probably 
still fondly remembering Diwali 

The importance of a person's faith 
shouldn't be ignored, of course, but 
wouldn't it be great if we could unite 
in a common bond of time and place 
to forge our own holiday? One that 
draws a little from every rite so that 
everyone can feel included? 

We're wishing people the best of 
the season, anyway. Why would it 
hurt to be specific? Feel free to wish 
people a Merry Christmas, but won't 
you feel better if you toss in “...and 
Happy Olivus”? 

Let's consider what it might look 
like 

First of all, we tie all of the celebra- 
tions to the winter solstice. This is 
longest night of the year, after which 
we draw closer to the sun's warming 
rays. It is the only constant avail- 
able to every calendar—Gregorian, 
Hebrew, Islamic, or Persian—used to 
time their festivities. Northern Eu- 
ropeans did it before they converted 
to Christianity in such staggering 
numbers. We'll ask Muslims to agree 
to end the Hajj on that day, Jews to 
place Zot Hannukah (the final day) 
on the solstice, and baby Jesus to be 
born a few days earlier. Buddha will 
have waited an extra couple of weeks 
for his Enlightenment. Now that we 
have the timing right, we just need a 
story for parents to sit down and tell 
their children by the light of paper 
lanterns and burning Yule logs 


The Beginning 

Jesus was born on the solstice of Year 
One CE, in Israel, This was also the 
final day of an eight-day celebration 
that the Jews in Bethlehem used to 
observe the miracle of the container 
of oil with the nightly lighting of the 
menorah. The popularity of this fes- 
tival in the Hebrew city of Bethlehem 
had drawn all of the people from the 
countryside, and there was no room 
to be found at any inn 

The night of the birth, one kind 
owner offered the pregnant couple a 
spot in his stable, with a special holi- 
day discount on the regular rate. A 
strangely modern man, the supports 
of his stable were made of aluminum 
poles with very high strength-to- 
weight ratios. 

There, a traveling group of fol- 
lowers of Siddharta Gotama were 
also bedded down. They were deep 
in meditation and didn’t notice the

chanting quite soothing. Another 
group was passing through the area 
and seized on the only shelter avail- 
able 
the group was hurrying home to 


Late returning from Mecca, 


celebrate with their families and wel- 
comed the couple 

When the child was born, three 
Kings of the East approached. Their 
servants lit lamps to guide their way 
to the stable, as they had every year 
to celebrate the return of Lord Rama 
and the killing of the demon Nara- 
kasura. These Kings asked that the 
whole group, or “all of us,” could cel- 
ebrate together. The woman's com- 
panion, remembering the teachings 
of his Northern European grand- 
mother, ritually slaughtered a turkey 
from the inn and all feasted on its 
meat by the light of the single sa- 
cred log that burned brightly enough 
to light the scene. That became the 
first Olivus celebration, which each 
group brought back to their home 
countries. 

As each shared their traditions and 
celebrated together, the exhausted 
mother chastised the group. They 
each ended up airing their griev- 
ances and then her companion chal- 
lenged them all to a wrestling match 


before he sent them away. The vari- 
ous groups, having eaten and drunk 
their fill in the company of new 
friends and old, wandered off into 
the brightening dawn. The mother 
and child finally got to sleep and the 
man cleaned up afterwards. 


Modern Observances 

These days, the Olivus winter solstice 
festival is shared among every faith, 
and celebrated by skeptics. Chil- 
dren wake up Olivus morning after 
a late night of meditation and dash 
downstairs to see what Santa Claus 
brought. Under the paper lanterns 
and multicoloured lights wrapped 
around a stark aluminum pole, they 
tear into their gifts. In each stocking 
is a new dreidel. Every child receives 
a suit of new clothes and “gelt,” or 
money. They wake their parents to 
the tune of “A Wonderful Day for 
Olivus” and everyone sits down to 
the first feast of the day. 

The afternoon is passed in charity: 
whether working in the community 
or giving to those in need. The din- 
ner feast includes the halal, ritual 
sacrifice of the kosher household 
turkey to Allah, the Mother Goddess 
and Lakshmi. The group airs their 


grievances about each other and dis- 


cusses the concept of unity (umoja), 
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the first of the Seven Principles of 
Kwanzaa they will discuss for the 
next six nights. The final kinara 
candle of the menotah is lit at sun- 
set and then the skits, performances, 
and drumming begin. Fireworks cap 
the celebration, after which are the 
Feats of Strength, where the head of 
the household must be pinned in a 
(thumb) wrestling match. 

The celebration draws to a close 
as the sky lightens in the east. A 
strong cup of coffee and wishes of 
“May Olivus bring you peace!” send 
friends and family on their way. All 
of the women in the household re- 
tire to their beds, while the men are 
tasked to clean up before retiring 
themselves. 

A seasonal celebration that we can 
all share makes financial, calendrial, 
and social sense. We can each ob- 
serve our traditional holidays, but 
let's get together to celebrate Olivus. 
Businesses can authorize an Olivus 
party without fear of offending any-

Media Lapdogs Lap Up Brian 





WATCHDOG LINDA MCQUAIG 
INCURIOUS SCRIBES NOT 
INTERESTED IN FOLLOWING 
THE MONEY 





The media often are accused of 
fanning the flames of controversy. 
But in the drama surrounding Brian 
Mulroney, it seems to be trying at 
times to bring a raging fire under 
control. 

With some notable exceptions— 
such as investigative journalists 
Harvey Cashore, Linden Mclntyre, 
Greg McArthur and commenta- 
tor Andrew Coyne-there’s been 
a surprisingly blasé attitude from 
some leading journalists and media 
commentators toward the startling 
implications of the Mulroney-Sch- 
reiber saga. 


In an extreme example of journal- 
istic indifference, Ottawa Citizen col- 
umnist Dan Gardner suggested that 
the $300,000 cash payment former 
prime minister Mulroney received 
from lobbyist Karlheinz Schreiber 
shortly after leaving office is “greasy 
and dubious but it barely raises the 
needle of public significance above 
zero,” 

And last Thursday, when TVO 
host Steve Paikin asked political 
scientist Heather Maclvor what she 
found newsworthy that day—a day 
of explosive testimony—Mac-Ivor 
responded: “I’m not sure there was 
anything particularly newsworthy.” 

Maclvor apparently didn't find 
newsworthy testimony that suggest- 
ed the payments to Mulroney came 
from a Swiss bank account which 
contained “success fees” from proj- 
ects advanced under the Mulroney 
government, including the $1.8 bil- 
lion sale of Airbus aircraft to Air 
Canada. 

Later in the show, Maclvor, who 
teaches political science at the Uni- 
versity of Windsor, commented that 
her students couldn't understand the 
“beating up on poor Mr. Mulroney.” 


Perhaps they don’t understand 
because their political science pro- 
fessors don't explain why the public 
might be exercised over a former 
prime minister accepting envelopes 
full of cash from a man who had 
been a notorious lobbyist. 

Schreiber testified that Mulroney 
had been told he would receive 
funds from a lobbying firm repre- 
senting Airbus after he left office. If 
Schreiber's allegations are truae—and 
they have not been proven in court— 
it suggests that Mulroney may have 
agreed while he was in office to ac- 
cept what amounts to a secret com- 
mission. Canadian law prohibits 
government officials from accepting 
secret commissions 

It is irrelevant whether a benefit 
is only received after the official has 
left office, if an agreement was made 
while the official held office, accord- 
ing to Fred Fedorsen, a criminal law- 
yer who has handled cases involving 
secret commissions. 

Meanwhile, on CBC’s The Na- 
tional, Rex Murphy complained that 
we're paying too much attention to 
Schreiber, a man fighting extradi- 
tion. “Why are we listening to Sch- 


reiber?” Murphy asked 

Well, the reason we're finally lis- 
tening to Schreiber is that his alle- 
gation about the $300,000 payment 
to Mulroney—long ignored by the 
media—was recently demonstrated 
to be true, when Mulroney admit- 
ted to belatedly paying tax on the 
money. 

For years, Mulroney had been 
evasive, even suing the government 
when it attempted to investigate him 
and downplaying his dealings with 
Schreiber. 

After confirming the $300,000 
payment earlier this’ fall, Mulroney 
spokesman Luc Lavoie switched 
tack, explaining that Mulroney had 
been short of cash and his family 
had certain lifestyle expectations. 

That should clear up any remain- 
ing controversy. 

As we all know, being short of cash 
is always considered an adequate ex- 
planation. Just look at our courts. 
Judges get soft-hearted whenever 
someone explains that he was only 
trying to meet certain lifestyle ex- 
pectations. 

It's an argument that works every 
time. Just try it.

Perhaps the real-music story of 2007 
had more to do with bloggers find- 
ing their voice than the continuing 
downward spiral of major labels and 
their increasingly anachronistic ap- 
proaches to everything from distri- 
bution to artistic development 
After all, much to nobody's sur- 
prise, the beat went on, and rela- 
tively new writers started filling a 
void (what with the print media fac- 
ing about as many problems as the 
recording industry) with a serious 
discourse about the cultural con- 
* notations of sound. Now you could 
argue that this phenomenon actu- 
ally began in 1995 when Pitchfork 
went online with their 2,000-word 
CD reviews, but mere windy-foggery 
doesn't always equal substance 
No, things really got interesting 
just a few months ago, with a volley 
launched from the masthead of The 
New Yorker (proving there's a bit 
of life in ye olde typeset rags yet...) 
when columnist Sasha Frere-Jones 
took modern indie culture to task for 
forsaking the black roots of North 
American popular music. The best 
counterarguments (and there were 


many) could be found primarily 


in the blogosphere, particularly by 
Canadian writer Carl Wilson on his 
Zoilus site 

Then another set of fingers got typ- 
ing—those of a fellow called Wayne 
Marshall, who somewhat ironically 
coined the term “global Ghettotech” 
to describe DJ and soundsystem mu- 
sic made by North American and E€u- 
ropean artists whose sounds he says 
were not a “distanced form of ap- 
preciation” but were marked by the 
“glaring (material) contradictions 
between those who are celebrating 
and those who are celebrated.” 

According to a friend of Mar- 
shall’s, Montreal-based producer/ 
DJ Ghislain Poirier, the whole blog 
entry was something of a high-con- 
cept joke, but that mattered little as 
“global ghettotech” became part of 
the modern musical lexicon—one 
article even proclaimed the ascen- 
dancy of “Ghislain Poirier and the 
Rise of Global Ghettotech.” 

Poirier giggles a little over the 
term, but says he has no truck with 
it. “Global ghettotech—why not, for 
the moment? Maybe we'll find a way 
to define us better. When grime ap 
peared, there were many terms to de- 
fine it—Eskimo, 8bar, eskibeat. The 
bloggers were juggling with many 
terms until grime established itself 
as the word to define that genre.” 

Fitting that he introduces the 
sound of South London into the dis- 
cussion, seeing how it’s a large part 
of his music—as are reggae, ragga,

There's something to be said for 
subtlety; though nobody seems to 
have told Marc Forster. If movie- 
goers thought Finding Neverland, 
Monster's Ball, and Stranger Than 
Fiction tugged on the heartstrings, 
The Kite Runner nearly breaks them: 
Forster's adaptation of the Khaled 
Hosseini novel is a collage of serious 
emotional peaks and valleys captur- 
ing both the sweet and sordid side of 


the human spirit. 

The story begins with Amir (Kha- 
lid Abdalla), a young writer who 
begins to scour his past after an old 
family friend phones him, begging 
him to return to his former home. 
The audience is jolted into the pre- 
Soviet invasion Afghanistan where 
Amir spent his childhood, the son 
of an affluent and patriotic Pushtun 
aristocrat (fantastically played by 
Homayoun Ershadi). He spends his 
days with his best friend—and hous- 
eservant’s son—Hassan (Ahmad 
Khan Mahmidzada)- reading stories, 
seeing old Steve McQueen movies, 
traipsing the streets of Kabul, and 
flying kites. 

Their friendship is thrown into 
dire straits after Hassan is ruthlessly 
attacked by a group of older boys 


and they are eventually separated 
by the invasion. That is, until Amir, 
now married and living in Califor- 
nia, gets the message to come back 
to Afghanistan to aid his forgotten 
friend. The journey is precarious, 
thoughtful, and moving all at the 
same time. 

But at every turn, the film is a les- 
son in heavy-handed delivery. I'm 
not suggesting that Forster's medi- 
tations on tradition, family life, po- 
litical oppression, and the harrowing 
injustices of the fundamentalist Tal- 
iban regime aren't timely or essen- 
tial; in fact, for these reasons alone, 
the film is worth a glance. It’s just 
that...

Neville is just about broken, not 
just by loneliness but also by the 
knowledge that his team messed up, 
big time.

Audiences and critics alike have 
anointed Judd Apatow (who wrote 
and/or directed and/or produced 
The 40 Year Old Virgin, Knocked 
Up, and Superbad) as the funniest 
force in film comedy in a generation 
And they're probably right. Guy’s 
friggin’ hilarious! Remember McLo- 
vin? Oh dude, that was so funny. 

Anyway, Apatow's sterling repu- 
tation precedes his work—which is 
why I was so disappointed that Walk 
Hard, written by Apatow, is only ha- 
ha funny, not tear-inducing, doubled- 
over-with-unceasing-mirth funny. 

A parody of the Ray/Walk the 
Line/Behind the Music style of 
musical biopic in which a famous 
musician (a) overcomes a difficult 
childhood, (b) rises to fame based 
on pluck, luck, and raw talent, and 
(c) succumbs to drugs/women/cre- 
ative block, only to (d) experience a 
late-career redemption, Walk Hard 
gets the genre's conventions right, 
but it doesn’t do much to subvert or 
explore them. It just sort of points 
them out. It’s parody by numbers— 
funny, but there aren't many sur- 
prising touches (aside from some 
out-of-the-blue, hilariously pointless 
male nudity). 

John C. Reilly stars as Johnny 
Cash stand-in Dewey Cox, who 
wins a high school talent show, as- 
sembles a band, writes a classic tune 
(the title song), and heads to Nash- 
ville. Dewey's career arc adheres to 
the predictable rise-and-fall struc- 
ture so beloved of biopic writers. It 
goes something like: wide-eyed naif 
phase, swaggering star phase, rebel 
without a cause phase, decline, ex- 


ile, redemption. (To these Apatov 
appends an amusing hippie Dylan 
phase and a bearded, pill-popping 
Brian Wilson phase.) 

Cameos from Frankie Muniz, Ja 
son Schwartzman, and Jacks both 
White and Black (among others)

The Friday the 13th 
series? Bava invented the slasher 
genre with 1971's Twitch of the Death 
Nerve. Dario Argento's Deep Red? 
Bava pioneered the giallo genre with 
Blood and Black Lace in 1964. Even 
The Beastie Boys got in on the act- 
their video for “Body Movin’” was a 
barely disguised homage Bava’s out 
of-this-world psychedelic spy thriller 
Danger: Diabolik 

So as you sit down this holiday 
season to admire the geysers of 
blood Johnny Depp unleashes in 
Sweeney Todd, keep in mind that 
chances are, what you're seeing was 
already accomplished (and far more 
successfully) by an unknown Italian 
filmmaker who has yet to receive 
his proper due as the Maestro of 
Horror.

Last week I had to go to the hospital

That's assum- 
ing, of course, that you have a taste 
for the new breed of comedy where, 
instead of snappy one-liners, you get 
excruciatingly protracted scenes of 
social awkwardness. Margot at the 
Wedding makes Baumbach’s previ- 
ous film, the painfully autobiograph 
ical divorce dramedy The Squid and 
the Whale, seem like a Neil Simon 
play by comparison. The things 
these people say to each other would 
make Todd Solondz flinch 

Nicole Kidman plays Margot, a 
successful literary author with a 
bad habit of taking family secrets 
and using them as fodder for her 
fiction. She's arrived at her family’s 
New England summer home to at 
tend the marriage of her estranged 





sister Pauline (Jennifer Jason Leigh) 
to Malcolm (Jack Black), an unem- 
ployed musician who’s trying to pass 
off writing letters to the local alt- 
weekly as one of his “jobs.” “I can't 
say | hold out a lot of hope for the 
whole thing,” Margot tells her son 
Claude (Zane Pais) during the trip 
down, and when he asks why they're 
going, she replies, “We're supporting 
her!” 

With support like Margot's, who 
needs enemies? Faultlines were al- 
ready developing in Pauline and 
Malcolm's relationship before she 
even got there, but Margot's quietly 
disapproving presence, her habit of 
poking at old wounds and asking in- 
appropriate questions, has a way of

THE WRITERS’ STRIKE IS 
HASTENING THE NETWORKS 
TO ABANDON THE WASTEFUL 
PILOT PROCESS 





There's no end in sight to the WGA 
strike, despite this being the season 
of peace on earth and goodwill to 
all. Last week, Variety reported that 
Santa's elves in Hollywood are work- 
ing overtime to figure out what do to 
about the upcoming pilot season. 
Right now, the way the system 
works is producers and writers, most 
of whom already have a development 
deal with a “first look” clause, pitch 
ideas to the networks. Between No- 
vember and January these ideas get 
yea-ed or nayed and cast. Then come 
Easter time, they produce a basket 
full of “pilot” episodes. For those se- 
ties that get picked up, the pilot be- 
comes the first episode, the one that 


explains everything and sets up the 





show. Once it's all said and done, the 
networks show off their spiffy pro- 
totypes to advertisers in May, who 
then decide if they're interested in 
buying space on the series. So you go 
from maybe 300 pitches to 40 com 
missioned scripts to half a dozen pi 
lots produced for each network in a 
season. These then become the new 
shows of next season. Make sense? 

But times are a-changing. When 
you're punching out studio-based 
sitcoms, this process doesn’t seem so 
bad. When you're spending upwards 
of $3 million on a pilot, however, the 
risks skyrocket along with the bud 
get. That's a lot of shekels to spend 
on what might essentially turn into 
YouTube detritus 

NBC is deciding to cut their losses 


_ahead of time and just start green- 


lighting stuff. Recently the network's 
new head peacock asked his little 
birds to compile a list of their fa- 
vourite stories; the results included 
everything from Sleeping Beauty to 
David vs. Goliath (the Biblical one, 
not the Knight Rider one). They 
eventually settled on a 13-episode re- 
telling of Robinson Crusoe. Gushes 
the network: “It’s part MacGyver, 
part contemporary morality tale 
about race and personal discovery, 
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part comedy, and part Cast Away 
meets Survivor.” Well, when you put 
it like that, the cannibals are just re 
ally making an alternative lifestyle 
choice, aren't they? 

Some producers with a good track 
record don't even bother with pilots 
anymore. For example, CBS okayed 
Jerry Bruckheimer's adaptation of 
British sci-fi thriller Eleventh Hour 
before he finished 


pretty much 


telling them the premise. And J.J 





Abrams (Lost) got ABC to cough up 
$10 million for the pilot of his new 
mythology show Fringe. That's pret- 
ty much tantamount to promising a 
series deal. 

The new way to go, Variety re- 
ports, is international co-produc- 
tions (like Crusoe, which will be the 


first American series to be produced 
by a British company in 45 years) 
This approach spreads the cost, and 
the nsk, around 

And instead of the dog and pony 
show for the soap companies, the 
networks will start rolling out new 
shows year-round, based on viewer 
demand, That means. more shows, 
but maybe fewer episodes that get 
rerun more often. It’s profit margin 
that’s key. Whether the networks 
want to admit it or not, in an age 
when so much revenue can be de 
rived from DVD sales and product 
placement, ratings are going to mat- 
ter a lot less in the long run. 

In other words, the networks are 
slowly adopting the cable model of 
programming. It's about freaking 
time 

Last week the Golden Globe nomi- 
nations came out. In both the drama 
and comedy categories, three of the 
five nominees are on pay cable net- 
works such as HBO or Showtime. 
What is this telling us? 

Maybe the Hollywood elves on 
their Blackberries are on to some- 
thing with the idea of revamping the 
pilot process. Or maybe they're all 
just busy checking the help wanted 
section of HBO.

“The boys 
returned to the group, where they 
were asked to sit in the laps of three 
girls. The girls spoon-fed baby food 
to the boys and then gave them baby 
bottles filled with soda pop.
